Governor strives for safe campuses

As classes resume this fall, Gov. Jim 
Doyle’s Task Force on Campus Safety has issued 
an Interim Report offering a set of “best practice 
criteria” for college and 
university  administra- 
tors, law enforcement and 
student health services 
staff. The Task Force is 
focused on ensuring the 
safety of college cam- 
puses across Wisconsin. 
At the direction of Gov. 
Jim Doyle, the Task Force 
is reviewing and compil- 
ing criteria for develop- 
ing best practices from 
universities, colleges and 
other higher education 
institutions in Wisconsin 
and across the nation. 

“The students at our 
higher education institu- 
tions have a lot on their 
minds, but one thing I don’t want them or their 
families to worry about is whether their cam- 
pus is unprepared for an emergency,” said Gov. 
Doyle. “The recommendations in this report are 
efforts to put in place right away to ensure a good 
start to a safe school year, from prevention and 
intervention, to communication and reaction.”

A noteworthy Wisconsin practice was 
highlighted in the Interim Report as a way 
for smaller colleges and universities to in- 
crease student access to health services. A 
partnership between University of Wisconsin 
-La Crosse and Western Wisconsin Technical 
College increases stu- 
dent access to health 
services by allowing 
any student at the tech- 
nical school taking six 
or more credits to use 
the UW-La Crosse’s 
student health center 
for a $10 co-pay. 

In its final report, 
the task force will in- 
clude recommendations 
on additional areas of 
campus safety, including 
the use of technology to 
prevent incidents from 
occurring and notifying 
students and staff in the 
event of an emergency. 
The Task Force will also 
address federal and state statutes, like the Family 
and Educational Rights Privacy Act, which gov- 
ems information-sharing among faculty, staff, 
students and parents. The Task Force delivered 
the Interim Report to the governor on Aug. 15. 
The final report will be submittetd to the gover- 
nor on Nov. 1.

Move over e-Scholar 

After five years as an integral part of Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout’s e-Scholar pro- 
gram, the e-Scholar portal (and associated 
e-Advising tool) was discontinued on Friday 
Aug. 24, 2007. With the decision to offer 
course delivery offerings exclusively with 
Learn@UW-Stout (also known as D2L) in 
the fall of 2005, visits to the portal decreased 
sharply. All of the resources available within 
the e-Scholar portal will continue to be avail- 
able directly via the web, specifically Datatel, 
Access Stout and the Stout Web site. Ques- 
tions, comments or concerns, can be directed 
to Doug Wahl at wahld@uwstout.edu. 


Ask 5000 

Approximately 5,800 students at UW 
-Stout complete course work, conduct re- 
search and send and receive e-mail mes- 
sages using computer laptops leased to them 
through the laptop initiative. The Ask5000 
Help Desk, the campus technology support 
initiative, provides support for UW-Stout- 
issued software and computers, including 
laptops for students. A typical student lap- 


top has as many as 28 separate software 
applications loaded on it. When questions 
arise, students are able to request assistance 
via e-mail, telephone, two walk-up service 
locations on campus or a Web site. You can 
locate the helpful staff of Ask5000 on the 
second floor of Milleniun Hall or in their 
new home on the second floor of Micheels 
Hall in the computer lab.

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Thief literally pulls money out of ass 

Michael Marburger, 36, was sentenced 
to three years in prison for stealing equip- 
ment from hospitals in Virginia and five other 
states and selling it to support his gambling 
addiction. The equipment in question: 66 
colonoscopes. 

Marburger pleaded guilty in May to 
one of 66 counts of transporting stolen 
goods and agreed to accept responsibility 
for the other 65 counts. In addition to his 
jail sentence, he was ordered to pay $1.6 
million in restitution. 

According to prosecutors, Marburger 
sold the colonoscopies to medical equipment 
exchange businesses for more than $400,000. 
Marburger had been a former salesman for 
a colonoscope maker until he was fired in 
February 2004, prosecutors said, and knew 
where the devices would be. The thefts began 
the next month. 


Ohio Congressman found dead 

The body of Ohio Rep. Paul Gillmor, a 
Republican whose political career spanned 
four decades, was discovered Sept. 5 by staff 
members who went to his apartment after he 
failed to show up for work. 

There is no immediate word on the 
cause of his death. 


Terrorist plot intercepted in Deutschland 
Three men have been arrested in Ger- 
many on suspicion of planning a “massive” 
attack on U.S. facilities in the country. 
Federal prosecutor Monika Harms said 
the three had trained at camps in Pakistan 
and procured approximately 1500 pounds of 
chemicals for explosives. 
Defense Minister Franz Josef Jung said 
the men had posed “‘an imminent threat”. 
Media reports said the men were plan- 
ning attacks against a U.S. military base in 
Ramstein and Frankfurt airports.

During a visit to a New Hampshire high 
school, Republican presidential hopeful Sen. 
John McCain responded to a pointed ques- 
tion from a 16-year-old student by calling the 
student a “little jerk.” 

The student asked McCain, “If elected, 
you'd be older than Ronald Reagan, making 
you the oldest president. Do you ever worry 
that, like, you might die in office or get Al- 
zheimer’s or some other disease that might 
affect your judgment?” 


“Thanks for the question, you little 
jerk... you’re drafted,” McCain replied after 
relating a self-deprecating anecdote about his 
children and maintaining that he could out- 
campaign his rivals. 


Only the best militaries fly nukes over 
their own territory 

According to CNN, military officials 
have confirmed that six nuclear warheads on 
cruise missiles were mistakenly carried on a 
flight from North Dakota to Louisiana last 
week, prompting a major investigation. 

The plane took the cruise missiles from 
Minot Air Force Base to Barksdale Air Force 
Base for decommissioning Thursday, the Air 
Force said. 

“This is a major gaffe, and it’s going to 
cause some heads to roll down the line,” said 
Don Shepperd, a retired Air Force major gen- 
eral and military analyst for CNN. 

Shepperd said the United States had 
agreed in a Cold War-era treaty not to fly 
nuclear weapons. “It appears that what hap- 
pened was this treaty agreement was violat- 
ed,” he said. 


Revenge of Reddenbacher! 

According to a warning letter to federal 
regulators from a doctor at a leading lung re- 
search hospital, consumers may be in danger 
from fumes from the buttery flavoring in mi- 
crowave popcorn. 

A pulmonary specialist at Denver’s Na- 
tional Jewish Medical and Research Center 
has written to federal agencies to say doctors 
there believe they have the first case of a con- 
sumer who developed lung disease from the 
fumes of microwaving popcorn several times 
a day for years. 

The specialist described progressively 
worsening respiratory symptoms of cough- 
ing and shortness of breath. Tests found the 
patient’s ability to exhale was deteriorating, 
although his condition seemed to stabilize af- 
ter he quit using microwave popcorn.

¢ Engage in class activity actively. 

This includes making eye contact, 

paying attention and staying on task.

It’s com- 
mon sense. 

*Use laptops for specific classroom 

tasks as assigned by the instructor 

including taking notes, conducting re- 
search required for activities, and other 
assignments. 

Taking notes! Eureka. It states that 
I should take notes with my laptop. But 
why don’t these instructors want me to take 
notes with my laptop? From my under- 
standing, it is be cause of the distraction 
to the student doing the surfing, emailing, 
Facebooking, etc, and to the idiot students 
that are looking over the surfer’s shoulder 
at what they are doing. From this distrac- 
tion, their grades drop.

Beginning with a good Buzz 

Buzz Sutherland, voted Comedian of 
the Year 16 times by the National Associa- 
tion for Campus Activities (NACA), is a man 
bursting with unique sound effects and a zest 
for improv. Sutherland graced the Pawn Patio 
with his exuberant presence for the fifth time 
on Sunday night, Sept. 2 in as many years. 

“IT love the show ‘Cops’ because the 
camera man is the only one who can keep 
up with the criminal,” said Sutherland in his 
opening act.

Kattre rushed 15 times for a total of 62 
yards, with one rushing touchdown. He 
also threw the ball 19 times, connecting 
12 of those throws to his intended reciev- 
er. He ended the day with 142 passing 
yards, one touchdown, and a passer rat- 
ing of 132.78. 


The Blue Devils begin a two game road 
trip in their regular season schedule this 
weekend. The trip begins with a ten-hour 
bus ride to NCAA Division II Missouri- 
Rolla, playing again against a team the Blue 
Devils have not yet met. 

When asked about game preparation re- 
garding Missouri-Rolla, coach Naatz said, “It 
isn’t about Missouri-Rolla, it’s about us. We 
need to take care of getting better at the things 
that we have identified in the game films.” 

He added, “Missouri plays a similar 
type of defense and offense that the team we 
just played; very similar. It’s more about us 
making adjustments and getting better at our 
weaknesses than what they do.” 

The game takes place on Saturday, 
Sept. 8 at 6:30 p.m. It will be broadcasted on 
WMEQ-AM 880 radio as well as the Inter- 
net at www.wmeq.com.

Last Saturday, sports fans nationwide 
were treated to a facet of sports known as the 
upset. A school from rural Boone, North Car- 
olina came into The Big House at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and crafted one of the most 
stunning victories in the history of Division 
I-A football. 

The Appalachian State University 
Mountaineers executed their game plan to 
perfection by controlling the game via of- 
fense, defense and special teams. The latter 
was the icing on the cake as a blocked field 
goal with six seconds on the clock that final- 
ized the score 34-32. 

Many college football experts had picked 
Michigan to win out their schedule, the Big Ten, 
and the coveted BCS bowl win. The reason for 
these high standards are due to the return of 
seven starters to a previously ex- 
plosive offense combined with a 
defense that finished number one 
in the Big Ten.

They were previously ranked number 
five and now face an uphill battle to reclaim 
their stake as a national powerhouse. 

To add insult to injury, Michigan’s 
greatest rival, Ohio State, watched as their 
fans began purchasing Appalachian State 
memorabilia at alarming rates to remind the 
Michigan fans of their season opening flop.

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Laptop refresh victim to faulty number crunching

As part of the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout’s e-Scholar program, the university 
leases laptop computers and issues them to 
students on a two-year replacement cycle. The 
laptops are distributed to students during spe- 
cific deployment sessions four times a year. 

The first week of classes was one of those 
deployment sessions. The process by which 
students turn in their old laptops for newer 
models is known as a laptop “refresh.” 

This year the refresh went dry during its 
first day and not everyone who was supposed 
to get a new machine—approximately 350 
students—did. So what happened? 

An entire network of people is involved 
in the deployment of laptops every semester 
and the fall rollout is the largest. The Budget, 
Planning and Analysis Department predicts 
the number of machines needed for the en- 
tire student population early in the year. The 
orders are placed in June for new laptops 
according to this prediction. A great deal of 


planning and analysis goes into determin- 
ing this order, with a complex formula that 
takes into account, among other things, the 
number of students who used the e-Scholar 
program during the previous year. The de- 
partment also plans for new trends in enroll- 
ment, which involves larger student popula- 
tion numbers, transfer students and the fact 
that not everyone chooses to take advantage 
of the e-Scholar program. 

After the Budget, Planning and Analysis 
Deparment crunches the numbers, the Finan- 
cial Committee assigned to the e-Scholar pro- 
gram recommends a number of machines to 
be ordered based on these predictions. How- 
ever, they must also take into consideration 
some students register and never attend, and 
some students are not due to have a new ma- 
chine for another year or so. With 100 trans- 
fer students added to the university system 
on Aug. 31, the accuracy of these predictions 
is somewhat murky. 

Next, working on the educated guesses 
of the Budget and Analysis committee, a 
smaller committee of members within the fi- 


nancial group contacts the computer vendors 
and orders the number of computers needed. 
This happens in June. However, it is not until 
August that the majority of laptop deploy- 
ment begins. 

When it became evident during the Au- 
gust deployment that there was a shortage of 
laptops, the university made the only deci- 
sion it could and deployed the new machines 
to new students. Returning students were told 
that they would be contacted as soon as new 
machines were available.

“Tm taking a fresh look at the data to 
say, okay, something went wrong,” said Jane 
Henderson, the e-Scholar program coordina- 
tor. “Where did it happen, and how can we 
keep it from happening again?” 

For the time being, most of the replace- 
ment Apple and Hewlett Packard machines 
have been received. According to Hender- 
son, “Now, it is just a matter of getting them 
imaged and setting up a schedule for deploy- 
ment with times and rooms to accommodate 
those students affected.” 


Career Conference to host 250 employers

Each year the Career Services office 
at the University of Wisconsin-Stout hosts 
a three-day conference to give students an 
opportunity to meet and discuss career op- 
portunities with potential employers.

“T figure the Career Conference will al- 
low me to network with potential employ- 
ers,” said Kari Curtis, a senior in service 
management who plans to attend the confer- 
ence. “It’s a good way to be a self-advertise- 
ment and show what I can offer employers 
and see what they can offer me.” 

The conference is open to all students 
and is free of charge. Community members 
seeking full-time professional positions are 
encouraged to participate in the career con- 
ference as well, as many employers looking 
for full-time employees within the commu- 
nity will be present on all three days. This is a

Volunteering demonstrates 
campus involvement, boosts your resume 
and allows you to work closely with visit- 
ing employers.

Helpful tips from

1) Wear professional clothing. 

A conservative two-piece business suit 
for both men and women with a white or 
pastel shirt/blouse under it is acceptable.

2) Use your manners. 

Don’t interrupt a conversation, introduce 
yourself, be enthusiastic and ask ques- 
tions. 


3) Bring numerous copies of contact 
information. 

Include resume and business cards with 
contact information.

Chancellor signs climate agreement

University of Wisconsin-Stout Chancel- 
lor Charles W. Sorensen signed the American 
College and University Presidents Climate 
Commitment on Sept. 12. The agreement is a 
promise by college and university leaders na- 
tionwide to reduce and ultimately neutralize 
greenhouse gas emissions on their campuses 
and to provide their graduates the education 
to help society to do the same. 

Sorensen, along with the staff and ad- 
ministration at UW-Stout joined at least 375 
other campus leaders in becoming a Char- 
ter Signatory of the climate commitment 
document on Wednesday of last week. The 
request to sign the document was brought 
by the Stout Student Association and sup- 
ported by leadership on the Chancellor’s 
Advisory Council. 

The climate commitment agreement 
states that those involved are “deeply con- 
cerned about the unprecedented scale and 
speed of global warming and its potential for 
large-scale, adverse health, social, economic 
and ecological effects.” The commitment 
recognizes the scientific consensus that glob- 
al warming is real and is largely being caused 
by humans. The major goal of the campaign 


“to reduce the global emission of green- 
ae gases by 80 percent by mid-century 
at the latest” in an effort to avert the worst 
impacts of global warming and to reestablish 
more stable climatic conditions. 

“UW-Stout already is the most energy 
efficient campus in the UW System,” Chan- 
cellor Charles W. Sorensen said. “Our work 
on the goals contained in this agreement will 
build on that accomplishment.” 

The program realistically states that 
there might be short-term challenges associ- 
ated with this effort, but that those involved 
believe the great short-, medium-, and long- 
term economic, health, social and environ- 
mental benefits outweigh these challenges. 

As part of his continuing commitment 
to make the campus of UW-Stout more en- 
vironmentally friendly, the chancellor also 
created an environmental sustainability co- 
ordinator position. This position is held by 
Raina Clark. 

“We already have so many people on 
campus devoted to sustainability,” Clark said. 
“,.Once we have an environmental sustain- 
ability plan in place, my biggest job will be 
communicating that plan to campus and the 
surrounding community.” 

In her role, Clark brings together the vari- 
ous people and projects on campus committed

to environmental sustainability to develop a 
cooperative campus wide approach. She also 
will develop and implement an outreach pro- 


gram to achieve maximum participation in en- 
ergy conservation, storm water management 
and recycling and waste reduction.

The time has come for Democrats to 
give on some of the $18 billion in tax increas- 
es they proposed, namely the $15.2 billion 
universal health care plan, Huebsch said. 

Doyle and Democrats have repeatedly 
said they think the entire budget can be 
finished by Friday or Sept. 28 at the latest 
if both sides compromise and make deals 
in committee.

Assembly Speaker Mike 
Huebsch argued that Republicans were giv- 
ing Democrats what they wanted by provid- 


cent of it done now 
by passing the education portion just makes 
sense, said Rep. Jeff Fitzgerald, R-Horicon. 
Supporters of passing the education bill 
Tuesday said it needed to be done to prevent 
an almost $600 million property tax increase 
by schools that could come if their state aid 
doesn’t increase. 
Under the bill passed by the Assembly, 
property taxes are estimated to increase $80 
this year on the owner of a $169,000 home. 


With no new budget, taxes on that same home 
are estimated to go up $150. 

The state has said it must know by Sept. 
28 how much aid schools will be getting so it 
can notify them before the Oct. 15 deadline. 
Not knowing how much in aid will be avail- 
able, the state Department of Public Instruc- 
tion may have to use existing funding levels, 
said state Superintendent Elizabeth Burmas- 
ter in a letter to lawmakers last month. 

Twenty Democrats joined with 50 Re- 
publicans to pass the bill funding K-12 edu- 
cation. Twenty-seven lawmakers, all Demo- 
crats, voted against it. 

The Assembly passed a bill dealing 
with local government spending on a 52-45 
vote, with two Democrats voting in favor 
and 45 against. 

State Rep. Joe Parisi, D-Madison, derid- 
ed passage of the bills given that they appear 
to have no future. 

“It looks like we’re doing something, 
but we’re not,” he said. 

Not taking up the education budget in 
the Senate now is “absolutely shameful,” 
said Senate Minority Leader Scott Fitzger- 
ald, R-Juneau. 

“With no final resolution in sight, it is 
just plain irresponsible not to pass this criti- 
cal part of the budget,” he said.

Noted speaker to address 
age-old debate

Nature versus nurture: is your slobby, 
drunken roommate a jerk because his par- 
ents taught him poor behavior or because 
they passed along a “jerk” gene? This Fri- 
day, students have the opportunity to attend 
a presentation that provides a fresh perspec- 
tive on the age-old debate of whether per- 
sonality and psychological traits are learned 
or inherited. 

University of Wisconsin-Stout will host 
Dr. Thomas Bouchard Friday, Sept. 21 at 
1:15 p.m. in the Great Hall of the Memorial 
Student Center. 

Bouchard has been the director of the 
Minnesota Center for Twin and Adoption Re- 
search since 1983 and has been recognized for 
his research on human individual differences 
in areas such as intelligence and emotions. 

The UW-Stout chapter of the National 
Honor Society in Psychology, Psi Chi, has in- 


vited Bouchard to be the featured speaker in 
their second annual Speaker Series event. 

Last year’s presentation focused on 
learning versus learned helplessness. Accord- 
ing to Psi Chi faculty advisor Helen Swan- 
son, this year’s presentation will deal with 
aspects of personality. 

“The work of Dr. Bouchard and his col- 
leagues involves the comparison of the per- 
sonality-test results of identical and fraternal 
twins who either grew up in the same home 
or were separated at birth and then reunited 
during adulthood. The comparisons allow re- 
searchers to make reasonable estimates of the 
degree to which various personality factors, 
such as religiousness and political orienta- 
tion, are inherited as opposed to learned,” 
Swanson said. 

Bouchard will discuss the surprises 
and implications in this field of study dur- 
ing his presentation, which is much antici- 
pated by Swanson.

College budget 101 


Or... how to survive on oatmeal sandwiches

From one college student to another, we 
all know that after paying tuition and tak- 
ing our final run to Wal-Mart for last minute 
supplies, the wallet tends to be a bit thinner. 
But who doesn’t still need some extra cash 
to buy that book from the school store that 
they will never read or, more importantly, 
for late night runs to Jeff and Jim’s? So 
with limited resources for 
the next four months, how 
do we manage to stay 
afloat? A budget. 

Take a look at your 
monthly income. Are 
you scraping plates 
off at the Commons 
for $200 a month, or 
are you calling mom 
and dad up weekly 
for some extra cash? 
Whatever it may be, you need 
to take into account your resourc- 
es. What you make a month will 
greatly effect how much you can spend. 

Create a list of expenses you plan on 
having throughout the semester. Write down 
everything from ramen noodles to the flu 
shot. From there you need to set up a month- 


ly budget, dividing what money you have 
wisely. Set aside money for the necessities, 
such as car payments and insurance. Then 
you can look at other supplies you might 
need and factor in their cost. Any money left 
over stick it in your favorite piggy bank or 
put it in a savings account. That way you will 
have a little extra spending cash when an 
emergency does arrive. 
Most importantly, be savvy. Ease up 
on whipping out your credit 
card on the weekends, and 
save that extra cash. When 
you go to the school book- 
store, rummage for the 
used textbooks to save 
a few dollars—and 
don’t forget to keep 
the receipt, which 
you can return with 
your book for a par- 
tial refund. 
After creating a budget it 
is important that you stick to it! I 
suggest Googling budget spread- 
sheets, fill one out and update it monthly. 
Sticking to a budget will allow you to sit 
comfortably in your dorm during finals 
rather than going broke and crashing for the 
night in the student center. 


An estimated 76 percent of undergraduates carry at least one credit card, accord- 
ing to a study published by Nellie Mae in 2005. Having a credit card can be a 
useful tool for young adults working to establish a good credit record, but it’s easy 
to fall into deep debt if credit cards aren t used wisely. The following are some tips 
to help you decide what type of credit card is right for you: 


¢ Look for a card with a low Annual 
Percentage Rate (APR). The higher 
the APR the more the credit will cost 
you if you don’t pay off your balance 
every month. 


¢ Look for a card with a low or no an- 
nual fee. This is the fee that the credit 
card company will charge you every 
year just for issuing you the card. 


¢ Learn about the credit card’s default 
interest rate. This is the interest rate 
you’ll be charged as a penalty if you 
make a late payment or pay less than 
the minimum payment required. Your 
interest rate could double or even triple. 


¢ Understand the credit card company’s 
“change of terms” policy. Many credit 
card companies reserve the right to 
change the terms of your credit card 
contract at any time for any reason. 


¢ Be sure to pay your other bills on 
time. Some credit card companies 

will raise your interest rate even if you 
always pay your credit card bill on time 
and in full. 


¢ Pay off your balance every month and 
make your payments on time. If you 
can’t do that, then pay off as much as 
you can afford and always more than 
the minimum payment required. 


¢ Pay attention to your balance and do 
not exceed your credit limit. Some- 
times the interest charged on a balance 
or fees you are charged for paying late 
can put you over your credit limit and 
trigger additional fees. 


¢ Don’t take cash advances. The inter- 
est rate on cash advances is generally 
higher than the interest rate charged on 
purchases made with the card. 


Armless artist head-butts man who later 
dies of heart attack 

On Sept. 19, a man died of a heart at- 
tack after being head-butted by an armless 
man during a fight over a woman. No felony 
charges will be filed, authorities said today. 

Investigators said they made the deter- 
mination after learning that Charles Keith 
Teer, 49, had heart problems long before the 
confrontation with William Russell Redfern, 
an artist who has won recognition for draw- 
ings he does with his feet. 

Redfern, who was born with no right arm 
and a stump below his left shoulder, kicked 
Teer, and Teer hit Redfern during the fight, 
authorities said. Teer complained of feeling 
dizzy after the fight, collapsed and died. 

“The autopsy revealed he (Teer) had se- 
rious heart disease and blockages and they’d 
been there for quite awhile,” Snellville Police 
Chief Roy Whitehead said. 

He added, however, that misdemeanor 
charges such as criminal trespass or simple 
battery against the 44-year-old Redfern were 
still a possibility. 


O.J. is in the news again. Is it: (A) because 
he has found the real killer or (B) because 
his master plan to steal back his old stuff 
backfired miserably? 

Former football star and social pariah 
who was cleared of murder charges, O.J. 
Simpson made a court appearance Sept. 19, 
a day after prosecutors lengthened the list of 
charges against him for an alleged robbery of 
sports memorabilia at a Las Vegas hotel. 

The list of charges, all but one of 
which are felonies, includes two counts of 
robbery with a deadly weapon, two counts 
of assault with a deadly weapon and two 
counts of first-degree kidnapping with use 
of a deadly weapon. 

Prosecutors contend that Simpson and 
co-defendants Walter Alexander, Clarence 
Stewart and Michael McClinton commit- 
ted kidnapping because they intended to 
hold or detain the two alleged victims us- 
ing a weapon. 


The items in the room where the alleged 
robbery took place included various base- 
balls, plaques, an historical photo featuring J. 
Edgar Hoover and a mobile phone, a police 
report said. 

Simpson had been in police custody 
since his arrest Sunday, Sept. 16. He has 
since been released on a $125,000 bond. 


Bin Laden’s wife divorces him. Yes, you 
read that right.

A British woman who married the son 
of Osama bin Laden announced Tuesday, 
Sept. 18, that the couple has been forced to 
divorce due to the death threats her husband 
has received. 

Jane Felix-Browne, a 51-year-old grand- 
mother and parish councillor from Cheshire, 
said that she had asked Omar Ossama bin 
Laden, 27, for a divorce because she was 
worried about his safety. She said they are 
hopeful to remarry next spring. 

“There are people who objected to him 
marrying a British woman,” she told report- 
ers. “We had to get divorced because he had 
threats to kill him if he did not leave me. ... 
Omar is devastated that it has happened but it 
had got to the point where I could not let him 
risk his life and liberty.”

Doctors stuck a breathing tube down 
his throat, and injected several doses of anti- 
venin to combat the toxins. He was put in a 
medical coma for three days. 

After three weeks, Wilkinson, who near- 
ly died from the incident, is still recovering 
from the bite. 

“They said I had enough venom in me 
to kill between 12 and 15 people,” Wilkin- 
son said.

Crosswalks are made 
for a reason and need to be utilized by the 
students and may prevent accidents. 


Your rights as a pedestrian as stated by 
the Menomonie Police: 


¢ Every pedestrian crossing a roadway at 
any point other than within a marked or 
unmarked crosswalk shall yield the right-of- 
way to all vehicles upon the roadway. 


* No person shall stand or loiter on any 
roadway other than in a safety zone if such 
act interferes with the lawful movement of 
traffic. 


¢ When crossing the roadway at an inter- 
section or crosswalk where traffic is not 
controlled by traffic control signals or by 

a traffic officer, the operator of a vehicle 
shall yield the right-of-way to a pedestrian. 
This needs to be consistent with the safe use 
of the crosswalk by pedestrians, who are 
crossing the highway within a marked or 
unmarked crosswalk. 


¢ The operator of a vehicle at a controlled 
intersection shall yield the right-of-way to 
pedestrians, who have started to cross the 
highway on a green or “walk” signal and 

in all other cases pedestrians shall yield the 
right-of-way to vehicles lawfully proceeding 
ahead on a green signal. 


* No pedestrian shall suddenly leave the 
curb or other place of safety and walk, run 
or ride into the path of a vehicle which is so 
close that it is difficult for the operator of the 
vehicle to yield.

Public Broadcasting Services to host 
pre-screenings for series on contemporary 
art at Stout 


The award-winning PBS series on 
contemporary art, Art: 21 Season 4, will host 
two pre-screenings of upcoming episodes at 
Stout Oct. 8 and Oct. 10. The screenings will 
be held from 5:15-7:45 p.m., in room 210, of 
the Applied Arts Building. Stout is part of the 
“art21 access ‘07 partners” program. 


UW-Stout receives two grants on race 
and ethnicity 


Two faculty members at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout received grants from the 
UW System Institute on Race and Ethnicity. 


Kitrina Carlson, assistant professor of 
biology, received a research grant to evaluate 
medicinal plant use in the Hmong population 
in Wisconsin. The project is a collaborative 
effort between at least four faculty members 
and four students at UW-Stout and UW- 
Manitowoc. Team members will survey local 
elders, and UW-Stout student La Vang-Lor 
will serve as translator. The results will be 
used to develop a database of plants, includ- 
ing how and why the plants are used by the 
Hmong population. Team members will then 
detect, extract and evaluate the plant’s mol- 
ecules that have potential to have medicinal 
properties. 


“All information we collect will be 
shared with the Hmong community,” Carlson 
said. “We are hoping our work creates 
a bridge between cultures and serves to 
preserve this information for future genera- 
tions.” 


Hollace Anne Teuber, assistant profes- 
sor in the department of speech, language, 
theatre and music, received a curriculum de- 
velopment grant to create a multidisciplinary 
course titled, “The Ethnic Experience.” 

The course will examine the experiences of 
ethnic minorities in the United States and 
address ethnic formation, public policy, 
stratification, and belief systems related to 
race and gender. Simultaneously, the Ethnic 
Studies Committee at UW-Stout will revise 
the ethnic studies requirement to focus on 
ethnic minority groups to broaden diversity. 


“This course will prepare UW students 
for the reality they will live and work in 


when they leave our institutions,” Teuber 
said. “Students will gain insight into social 
issues and diversity.” 


UW-Stout students satisfied with job 
placement services 


A recent student opinion survey at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout found that 
job placement services rated high in student 
satisfaction. 


Students were queried on 22 college 
services. In three of the services, UW-Stout 
rated statistically higher than the national and 
public college samples. Students were satis- 
fied with UW-Stout’s job placement services, 
its student health insurance program and the 
library. 


Students also were surveyed on the 
college environment. In four of 21 college 
environment factors, UW-Stout rated statisti- 
cally higher than the national and public 
college samples. Students were satisfied with 
the variety of courses UW-Stout offered, the 
Campus Bookstore, the availability of stu- 
dent housing and the university in general. 


Other survey findings include the fol- 
lowing statistics: 


¢ Library facilities and services, as well 
as recreation and intramural programs 
and services, are consistently the two 
highest rated student services reported 
by the student opinion survey since 
Stout first participated in 1999-00. 


¢ Stout has always received high student 
ratings on the facilities section of the 
survey. Average ratings range from 3.60 
to 3.99 (on a 1-5 scale) and approxi- 
mately half of the ratings are statistical- 
ly higher than the comparison groups. 


¢ The highest rating of all questions on 
college environment is the class size 
relative to the type of course. This ques- 
tion averaged 4.12 (on a 5-point scale) 
over four years. The rating on this item 
is higher than the comparison groups. 


UW-Stout conducts the student opinion 
survey to determine the level of satisfaction 
with certain services and programs, as well 
as the overall college environment at UW- 
Stout. Results are compared with national 


user samples of four-year, post-secondary 
institutions. 


UW-Stout honor society initiates

Officers of the UW-Stout chapter 
of Phi Upsilon Omicron, a national honor 
society in family and consumer sciences, 
initiated 38 student members and two honor- 
ary faculty members into the University of 
Maryland chapter. The two universities were 
connected digitally during the initiation 
ceremony. 


The ceremony was the first digital 
initiation ceremony conducted between U.S. 
chapters of Phi Upsilon Omicron.

Re-writing the record books one win at a time

When Brett Favre announced he would 
be returning for a 17th season in the NFL, he 
put himself in excellent position to rewrite 
the NFL record books. Favre came into the 
season already holding several illustrious 
passing records such as most career pass 
completions (5,044) and most seasons with 
30 or more touchdown passes (8). 

The records that Favre is likely to take 
sole possession of in the 2007 NFL season 
are all-time career regular season wins by a 
quarterback, career touchdown passes, and 
the not so renowned career interceptions 
thrown record. 

Against the New York Giants last 
Sunday, Favre was able to guide his team 
to victory for the 149th time in his career, 
breaking the record that was previously 
tied with John Elway. Of all the records Fa- 
vre has gathered throughout his career this 
one will probably be his most prized as it 
shows his “team first” attitude about simply 
getting the victory. 

It was just another typical Favre perfor- 
mance as he was able to dissect a subpar Gi- 
ants secondary that for the second week in a 
row gave up three or more touchdown pass- 
es. After a scoreless first quarter, both teams 
traded touchdown drives and New York was 
able to tack on an additional field goal before 
halftime giving the G-Men a 10-7 lead going 
into the locker room. 

As the Packers took the field for the 
second half, they took the initiative and 


reclaimed the lead as they received the 
opening half kickoff and marched down the 
field for a drive that was capped by a Favre 
pass to Bubba Franks in the front middle of 
the end zone. The touchdown reception was 
only Franks’ second since 2005. 

The Giants were able to match the 
scoring drive with one of their own as Law- 
rence Tynes kicked a 32-yard field goal with 
4:22 left to go in the third quarter. This 
would turn out to be the last contribution 
that the Giants would be giving to their side 
of the scoreboard. 

Favre was able to sync up with his re- 
ceivers and move the football with relative 
ease. The fourth quarter consisted of touch- 
down drives of 80 and 22 yards going to a 
couple of guys named Donald. Mr. Lee and 
Mr. Driver were able to cap off their respec- 
tive drives with touchdown receptions while 
giving insurance points for number four’s 
record-setting victory. 

In addition, those two touchdown 
passes by Favre gave him career numbers 
416 and 417, leaving him three away from 
tying the all-time mark of 420, currently 
being held by former Dolphins quarterback 
Dan Marino. 

The final stat line for Favre was 29 com- 
pletions on 38 attempts going for 289 yards 
and three touchdowns with one intercep- 
tion. He was able to keep the Giants at bay 
by spreading the ball around to his relatively 
inexperienced receiving corps. Five differ- 
ent receivers had four or more receptions. 

One of the unsung heroes of the game 
was rookie running back DeShawn Wynn. 


The seventh-round pick from the reign- 
ing national champion, the Florida Gators 
was able to pick up 50 yards on the ground 
while rushing for touchdowns of six and 
38 yards. The combination of Wynn and

fellow rookie Brandon Jackson was able 
to produce a steady running game that al- 
lowed Favre to direct his team to victory for 
a very special occasion.

From the Associated Press: President 
Bush vetoed a measure to expand a popular 
children’s health care program, launching the 
first in a series of major battles with Demo- 
crats over domestic spending. 

The legislation had bipartisan support in 
the U.S. Congress and the veto risks angering 
many Republicans who fear the issue could 
hurt their party in the 2008 elections. 

Democrats called the veto “cruel” and 
“heartless.” The measure would have pro- 
vided an extra $35 billion over five years for 
a health program for low-income children. 

Cigarette taxes would have been raised 
to fund the expansion from the current $25 
billion level. : 

Supporters of the bill said the extra 
money would have helped provide health 
coverage for 10 million children. 


Dirty apes rob and assault ATM customers 


In Orlando, Florida, two robbers wear- 
ing gorilla masks held up and pistol-whipped 
aman at an ATM early Wednesday, Oct. 3. 

According to police, these gorilla gue- 
rillas are suspected of robbing another ATM 
customer at the Vista Credit Union located on 
south International Drive a short time later. 
Deputies are investigating. 


Man exposes butt to police officers. Result- 
ing arrest and DNA testing gets man life 
in prison for old rape charges. Now man 
doing best to keep butt covered up. 


Lee Myrick, 41, was convicted Tuesday 
of raping a Hawthorne, Calif. woman during 
a burglary seven years ago. 

The crime was unsolved until he exposed 
his bare buttocks years later. After Myrick 
was convicted of mooning officers outside 
his Watts housing project during a demon- 
stration, he was required to submit a DNA 
sample for a law enforcement database. 

Fast-forward to Oct. 2, Myrick faces 


- multiple life terms because, in addition to be- 


ing found guilty of residential burglary and 
two counts of rape, jurors found true special 
allegations that a gun was used, the burglary 
was gang-related and the rape occurred dur- 
ing a burglary while the victim was tied up. 
“Thank goodness for DNA,” said Los 
Angeles Deputy District Attorney Jodi Link. 


“No, really! Our employees voluntarily 
work through their paid breaks!” Yes, we 
know: Wal-Mart’s evil. But this story has 
a happy ending ; 


Wal-Mart workers in Pennsylvania, who 
had previously been awarded $78.5 million 
in a class-action lawsuit for working off the 
clock, will share an additional $62.3 million 
in damages. 

About 125,000 people will receive $500 
each in damages under a state law invoked 
when a company, without cause, withholds 
pay for more than 30 days. A Philadelphia 
jury awarded the workers the exact amount 
they had sought, rejecting Wal-Mart’s claim 
that some people chose to work through 
breaks or that a few minutes of extra work 
here and there was insignificant. 

The Pennsylvania class-action suit in- 
volves 187,000 current and former employ- 
ees who worked at Wal-Mart and Sam’s 
Clubs from March 1998 through May 2006. 

The initial $78.5 million award repre- 
sented the wages lost by those workers. 

Similar suits charging that Wal-Mart 
violated state wage laws are in play across 
the country. 


Mass Toy Recall, part 2 


You may have heard that last June, more 
than a million “Thomas & Friends” toys were 
pulled from store shelves because of lead 
paint. The maker of the smiley-faced trains 
(of death) sent customers “bonus gifts” so 
they’d stay loyal. 

The catch: some of those toys have now 
been recalled, as well. . 

Among the 200,000 or so items on the 
new recall list were about 2,000 tainted train 
cars that RC2 Corp. sent to customers who 
tumed in recalled items over the summer. 

The double recall dredges up issues of 
global supply chain management and China’s 
role as factory to the world. 

Tt also shows how a company that says it’s 
doing everything it can to ensure quality cannot 
guarantee that its products are lead free. 

“We are deeply apologetic for and em- 
barrassed by this turn of events, and remain 
determined to make it up to you and restore 
your confidence,” wrote RC2 CEO Curt 
Stoelting and President Pete Henseler. 

It won’t be easy — already parents are 
venting on blogs.

Community volunteers 
along with Stout students have 
joined forces to help build a 
brand new, fullly customized 
playground for River Heights El- 
ementary school Oct. 10-14. 

In a “grass roots movement,” 
community members have banded 
together to organize the planning 
and executing of this special proj- 
ect. The River Heights Communi- 
ty Playground is being constructed 
on the same site as the wooden 
playground that was torn down 
early summer of 2007. The old 
playground was unacceptable due 
to its Arsenic-preserved structure 
and unsafe conditions. 

The customized playground 
was designed by John Dean of 
Leathers Associates, based out of 
Ithaca, New York Leathers Asso- 
ciates has 30 years of experience 
designing over 1,600 playgrounds 
around the country. 

Dean came to Menomonie 
in February 2007 and sat down 
with students of River Heights 
Elementary for “Design Day.” 
Students gave Dean their ideas 
and input on what they thought 
should be included. Among the 
ideas were a Viking ship and a 
rock wall. Dean also met with 
John Russell, a historian from 
the city of Menomonie. Togeth- 
er, they incorporated city history 
into the students’ ideas. They cre- 
ated the Mabel Tainter Castle as 
the focal point of the playground. 
In addition to the castle, a mural 
will be painted to visually outline 
city history. 

Being a grass roots move- 
ment, donations and volunteers 
were of the utmost importance. 
Considering expenses like materials and con- 
sulting fees, the estimated cost of the entire 
project is $150,000, with much of the money 
coming from local businesses. 

Menomonie Community Help Founda- 
tion awarded a grant of $43,000 to make the 
playground compliant with American with 
Disabilities Act. Because of this, children in 
wheelchairs will be able to access all parts 
of the playground. Other donations came 
from Presto, Inc. /LE Philips in the denomi- 
nation of $25,000 and Bremer Banks in the 
amount of $15,000.Other money was col- 
lected through private donations. Events like 
Buy-a-Board or Buy-a-Picket allowed people 
to purchase a piece of the playground for $3 
or $25. Other fundraising events included a 
pancake breakfast at Applebee’s and a penny 
drive. People also donated various materials 


that accounted for $10,000 of the budget. 

Prior to the build of the playground, 
committees formed to organize aspects like 
childcare for volunteers during the build, 
food for meals, public relations promoting the 
event and organizing donated tools. These 
committees have worked exceptionally hard 
to recruit other volunteers to help. 

At least 500 volunteers are needed for 
the building portion of the project. There 
will be three shifts a day over the five-day 
period. Shifts run from 8 a.m. to noon, 
12:30 p.m. to 5 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. to 10 p.m. 
Terry Mason, a volunteer coordinator of the 
River Heights Community Playground Proj- 
ect, has worked countless hours along with 
his wife Beth to recruit enough volunteers. 
“We plan on having 14 shifts with over 100 
people on each” says Terry.

John Grape and Todd Edwards are the 
general coordinators of the entire project. a 
“T’ve been really impressed with the generos- 
ity of the community” says Grape, Chariman 
of Committees. “When its all said and done, 
this project is going to be something the com- 
munity can be really proud of’. 

Mason agrees. “Community excitement 
is building about this project. We’re building 
not just a playground, but building a commu- 
nity across all of Menomonie.” 

University of Wisconsin-Stout students 
are also getting involved. Students from 
the Stout Student Construction Association 
constructed 50 saw horses for use during the 
build. The organizational leadership class has 
all signed up to help throughout the five-day 
build. The CS-248 web and internet pro- 
gramming class have built and maintained 


the playground website redcedar2.uwstout. 
edu/rh/. 

Volunteers are still needed for several 
areas. Construction volunteers will be as- 
signed to a group of three to five people based 
on skill level which depends upon comfort 
level with sawing, sanding and nailing. Food 
preparation and childcare volunteers are also 
still needed. Childcare is available all day, 
but children must come with a lunch and 
snack. All volunteers will be given a meal 
during their shift with the food being donated 
by various groups. 

Donations and volunteers are still need- 
ed.

Remember in junior high when Johnny 
signed up for home economics so he could be 
in a class full of girls? Or how about flirty 
Suzy who was so daring that she took shop 
so she could “build stuff?” 

Children could get away with it, but 
can adults? 

And what if grown-up Johnny isn’t sign- 
ing up for home economics so he can be with 
all the women; what if he just really enjoys 
sewing? And if Suzy could care less about 
getting a date but just wants to build some- 
thing, does that make her manly? 

The idea in middle-school that all the 
girls should learn to 
sew jumpers and bake 
pies, while the boys 
fixed motors and built 
soda-bottle lamps has 
continued into adult- 
hood. At University 
of Wisconsin-Stout, 
a brave group of 23 
students has decided 
to break the unspo- 
ken rules surrounding 
certain career choices 
and go into a field that 
they have a passion for—even if society tells 
them they shouldn’t. 

Adam Schofield is a super-senior in the 
apparel design and development program. He 
said he picked his major during his junior year 
of high school when he took a sewing class and 
discovered how much he enjoyed it. Schofield 
was the only male in that class and not much 
has changed now that he is in college. 

Gindy Neidermyer, director of the ap- 
parel design and development program, said 
she has taught 12 of the 19 courses offered 
in Apparel, and the most men she’s had in 
a single class is two. That isn’t surprising 
considering the fact that out of 243 Apparel 
Design majors, only 11 are males. 

A significant reason for the small num- 
ber of males in the major is that people tend 
to stereotype men who enjoy apparel design, 
Neidermyer said. 

“When males come to talk to me about 
the program, they do worry about how they 
will be viewed by people across campus,” 
Neidermyer said. “And I tell them, if you 
have the self-confidence not to worry about 
what people will think, then do it.” 

Senior Terra Turner has applied that 
mindset to her experiences at UW-Stout in 
the construction major. Turner, like Scho- 
field, declared her major before coming to 
college and has never looked back. Although 
she is usually the only female in her classes, 
Turner said, “The guys have never made me 
feel like I should feel out of place.” 

And according to the director of the 
Construction program, Ph.D. Joseph Wright, 
Turner not only fits in, she excels. 

“She’s so good, she’s scary,” Wright

said. He has similar feelings about the other 
women in the major. 

“They’re very focused on what they 
want to achieve. They set high standards and 
achieve them,” Wright said. “You don’t just 
drift into construction.” 

Julie Mathis, another senior in the con- 
struction program, admits that it is hard work 
and, “you have to prove yourself a lot more 
than the males do.” Mathis also finds that 
older men in the construction field can be ap- 
prehensive about females. 

“You can always tell the ones that have 


_ worked with women and which ones haven’t,” 


Mathis said, “The ones that haven’t, tend to 
ignore you.” 

Being ignored isn’t always the prob- 
lem, though. 

“You do get hit 
on a lot,” Turner said. 
“You definitely get 
more looks than the 
guy next to you. You 
kind of have to blow it 
off; men will be men.” 

Even though be- 
ing a woman in the 
construction field 
in the United States 
draws more attention 
to a person, Wright 
explained that it’s different in other parts of 
the world. 

Wright, who moved to UW-Stout from 
an equivalent position at the Coventry Uni- 
versity in the United Kingdom, said that it’s 
more common for women to be in a construc- 
tion program there. 

“Tt’s a cultural thing—in the United 
States it’s regarded as a man’s profession. In 
the UK, the population is much more ethni- 
cally diverse, and that is reflected in the stu- 
dents,” Wright said. 

The program Wright directed overseas 
was approximately 10 percent female, where- 
as here—with 12 women out of 506 construc- 
tion majors—it’s just over two percent. 

“T have to express a personal sadness in 
the lack of females in the group...Not that I 
want to get rid of the guys—I just want to get 
more of the others!” Wright said. 

Neidermyer agrees with Wright’s desire 
to have a more diverse group of students in 
her program; however, she believes that in 
this region of the country, her’s will continue 
to be a female dominated major. 

One main factor for that is the ever-con- 
troversial issue of a man’s sexuality if he’s in 
the apparel industry. 

“People care about perceptions here in the 
Midwest. For some reason, sexual persuasion 
is associated with careers,’ Neidermyer said. 
“Tt shouldn’t be, though,” Neidermyer said. 

“If you go back to the history of the 
apparel industry, men started it, and those 
men were not gay.” 

Neidermyer believes this trend be- 
came dominant when fashion became pop- 
ularized in the media, and most of the high

profile male designers did seem to be gay. 

Michael Arthurs, a graduate of the 
AD&D program, agrees with Neidermyer 
and said shows like Project Runway—which 
featured seven gay male designers in the 
eight last seasons—contribute to people’s 
false beliefs of fashion-focused men. 

Schofield and Arthurs have both come 
to the conclusion that if they’re going to suc- 
ceed in the apparel industry, they can’t worry 
what people think of them. 

“They look, assume and wait to find 
out,” Schofield said, “I don’t really care, so it 
doesn’t bother me.” 

Arthurs, who was the winning designer 
of Best in Show at last year’s Silhouettes 
Fashion Show, thinks more men should be in 
the apparel program but are too afraid. The 
uneven ratio of men to women in class didn’t 
bother Arthurs, though. 

“Tt pushed me more. It made me more 
driven,” Arthurs said. “T initially felt that I 
had to prove myself.” 

Arthurs always wanted to work in fash- 
ion but didn’t realize he could until his junior 
year of high school. 

“My parents always pushed me to do 
architecture, and that’s what brought me into 
clothing. You look at a garment and break it 


down, and it’s all about the construction and 
how to put it together the right way...the ar- 
chitecture of it,” Arthurs said. 

So while Arthurs and Schofield are con- 
structing clothing, Turner and Mathis are 
constructing buildings. What do they think 
of each other? 

In reference to men in apparel, Turmmer 
commented, “I think it’s awesome. If that’s 
what you want to do with-your life, no one 
should tell you can’t just because you were 
born female or male.” 

Schofield has a similar viewpoint of 
women in construction, “I think if anyone 
can pull their weight, they can do whatever 
they want. I think it’s pretty cool.” 

If everyone shared Schofield’s and Turn- 
er’s acceptance of going against the gender 
grain, maybe we’d see more students excel- 
ling in programs they were previously afraid 
to enter. Until then, Johnny will have to settle 
for sewing amidst a sea of women, while Suzy 
builds with her bare hands next to the men. 

And maybe someday, Wright and 
Neidermyer’s hopes of diverse classroom 
content will be realized when more men are 
ready to make their dress-up dreams a reality, 
and more women are prepared to leave their 
forts behind for fieldwork. 


Woman left in CT scanner for hours 


TUCSON, Ariz. — A cancer patient 
says she was left alone in a CT scanner for 
hours after a technician apparently forgot 
about her, and she finally crawled out of 
the device, only to find herself locked in the 
closed clinic. 

Elvira Tellez of Tucson said she called 
her son in a panic, and he told her to call 911. 

Pima County sheriff’s deputies arriving 
at the oncology office had her unlock the of- 
fice door to let them in, said Deputy Dawn 
Hanke, a department spokeswoman. The 
deputies contacted the office manager, who 
was not aware of the situation. 

Tellez was taken to a hospital as a pre- 
caution, then released early the next day. 

Tellez said she’s had trouble sleeping 
since last week’s incident. She and her family 
said they want an explanation from the medi- 
cal office, Arizona Oncology Associates, but 
have yet to receive one. She said the techni- 
cian did call to apologize the next day. 

“T don’t know what to think,” Tellez said 
in Spanish. “I think and think and think, but I 
can’t understand it.” 

The executive director of Arizona On- 
cology Associates, Sonya Holm, was in a 
meeting today and not immediately available 
for comment, her assistant said. The assis- 
tant said no one else at the statewide medical 


ptactice was authorized to comment. 

Diagnosed with bone cancer, the 67- 
year-old Tellez had been sent to the clinic for 
tests to see if her cancer had spread. 

A technician placed her inside the large 
machine at about 4 p.m. on Sept. 19, dimmed 
the lights so she could relax and told her not 
to move during the 25-minute procedure. 

“At some point, my mom lost track of 
time and felt like too much time had passed, 
but she couldn’t look at a clock or anything be- 
cause it was dark,” her son Ariel Tellez said. 

After calling out, then screaming for 
help, she said, she spent several hours try- 
ing to free herself from the machine. Finally, 
she wiggled out from under a heavy blanket 
and out of the machine. By the time deputies 
found her, it had been five hours since she 
was placed inside. 

A physician who works at the practice 
and knew of the incident told The Arizona 
Daily Star it’s not the first time such a thing 
has happened. 

“People have been left in the office af- 
ter hours. When something like that happens 
— it’s the same sort of thing,” Dr. Steven 
Ketchel said. “My guess is she was lying on 
the table, waiting and waiting and nobody 
told her she could go home.” ~

As a frequent movie goer, I see lots of 
previews. A month or so ago I saw a preview 
for “The Kingdom”. “The Kingdom” stars Ja- 
mie Foxx, Chris Cooper and Jennifer Garner 
and follows U.S. special agents investigating 
the bombing of a building in Saudi Arabia. 
When this preview flashed before my eyes, 
my only thought was, “oh great here come 
the Iraq war/Middle East conflict movies”. To 
think, I thought we would be done with them 
after “United 93” and “World Trade Center”. 
Apparently not. I figured, “alright one movie 
is ok, I just won’t go to see it despite my love 
for action and gun fire.” 

It doesn’t stop with “The Kingdom.” 
When reviewing this fall and winter’s coming 
features, I saw at least six films with the Iraq 
war and Middle East conflict themes. Are we 
really ready for this, I wondered? 

“Tn the Valley of Elah” was released on 
Sept. 14 featuring Tommy Lee Jones, Susan 
Sarandon and Charlize Theron . This film fol- 
lows an American war veteran who enlists the 
help of a private detective to search for his 
son, a soldier who disappeared after a recent 
stay in Iraq. Basically Tommy Lee Jones 
decides to take the investigation into his own 
hands, uncovering what I predict will be an 
Army scandal. Seems similar to some other 
war movies doesn’t it? Although many of the 
critics in favor of the movie remind us that it 
is based on a true story. 

“Redacted” with Kel O’Neill and Daniel 
Stewart Sherman, two actors I have never 
heard of will hit theaters later of this year. 
The story involves a montage of soldiers’ sto- 
ries but also involves a U.S. Army squad that 
tapes a teenage Iraqi girl and kills her entire 
family to cover it up. Oh that sounds like fun. 
(Sense my sarcasm there.) 


“Grace is Gone” has John Cusack, which 
is the only name I recognize in the list of ac- 
tors. A winner of two Sundance film awards, 
this film brings us a story of a widowed man 
who cannot seem to break it to his two daugh- 
ters that their mom is dead. It seems that the 
war may be minimal in its appearance, only 
briefly being talked about in the beginning as 
to the effects on the family and then the sub- 
sequent death of the wife and mother. I must 
admit the trailer for this looked good and I do 
respect Cusack as an actor. All three of those 
films closely follow the Iraq war and/or their 
effects upon us. 

Then comes the more broadly Iraq 
linked movies that focus more heavily on 
the Middle East conflict. Jake Gyllenhaal, 
Peter Sarsgaard, and Reese Witherspoon 
star in “Rendition”. This story, although not 
directly involved with the Iraq war, deals with 
an Egyptian-born chemical engineer who 
disappears on a flight from South Africa to 
Washington. His wife tracks him down, find- 
ing out he is in a prison outside the U.S. for 
people who are suspected terrorists under an 
authorized U.S. government program called 
Rendition. In another part of the story a CIA 
man questions his assignment that involves an 
unorthodox way of interrogating a man. This 
movie has a full cast of decent actors includ- 
ing Alan Arkin and Meryl Streep. “Rendition” 
movie may be worth my time if they can keep 
the politics directly relating to the United 
States at minimum. 

Tom Cruise as a senator in a politi- 
cal filled movie? Great just what I always 
wanted. I just can’t take that guy seriously 
anymore. I wonder how his recent status 
among people will affect the box office for 
“Lions for Lambs.” Meryl Streep and Robert 
Redford also star in this movie which means 
you will get some seriously good acting. Red- 
ford directs this film and it looks to be a very 
promising film with some actual depth to it. 


It is a shame Cruise had to be in it. The film 
follows two university students, a senator, 
journalist as well as a professor. The round 
and short of this one is about two students 
who end up fighting in Afghanistan after 
inspiration from their idealistic professor and 
a senator who is about to make a decision that 
could change the fate of those two students. 
One thing that I did not think about 
until pointed out to me was the fact that the 
cinema is very quick to the draw in produc- 
ing these movies while movies that dealt with 
the Vietnam war took four years after the war

The People’s Organization for Network 
Gaming hosted an event to celebrate the re- 
cent launch of Halo 3 in the Memorial Stu- 
dent Center On Saturday, Sept. 29. The eight- 
hour event, which took place in the Crystal 
Ball Rooms of the Memorial Student Center, 
brought groups of gamers together for some 
great multiplayer carnage. 

Four large screens were set up in a 
square for the event, with four projectors 
each hooked up to a separate Xbox 360. At 
most, there were four players for each screen. 
Divided into four sections, each player was 
given a high definition, big screen-sized view 
of the battlefield. Each console was then con- 
nected to the same game, resulting in game 
matches of up to 16 players. 

Halo 3’s large number of game modifi- 
cations allowed players to take advantage of 
many unique game modes. While students 
still played Halo’s standard “Team Slayer,” 
there was also “Oddball,” “Capture the Flag,” 
“King of the Hill,” and the new “Infection” 
game mode. Infection starts out a small num- 
ber of players as “zombies” that are only able 
to wield swords. They are outnumbered, by 
every kill they make turns that person into a 
zombie as well. The game is scored for every 
person you turn into a zombie, or how many 
zombies you kill. 

Further from these modes, variants were 
added mix up the action even more. “Rocket- 
ball,” a variant on “Oddball,” had everyone 


wielding rockets while trying to capture and 
hold onto the ball as long as possible. There 
were enough differences to make every match 
something new and different. 

While Halo 3 was the main attraction of 
the event, there were other options for people. 
On the other side of the room was a table with 
a few people playing various PC LAN games. 
There were also some smaller TVs set up for 
anyone to bring their own console and play 
their own games with friends or strangers. But 
the majority of people stuck with Halo 3. 

Jackey Rymsha, a sophomore in early 
childhood education, thought the event was 
lots of fun. Rymsha said. “I like how these 
events bring people together.” Letting gamers 
play games they may not have purchased yet is 
also something Rymsha likes about the PONG 
events. Rymsha has been attending PONG 
events since last year, and is interested in join- 
ing the organization. 

Riley Schultz, a freshman in multimedia 
design; agrees with Rymsha. Schultz said this 
of the event, “The (PONG) event was a lot of 
fun and pretty well organized.” Being able to 
play on projector screens in high-definition 
was also something that pleased Schultz. Both 
Rymsha and Shultz found the game a lot of 
fun. Schultz thought it was a worthy succes- 
sor to the previous two games, while Rymsha 
summed it up as, “freaking awesome.”

Edwards speaks with students

A new era of presidential campaigning 
has dawned with collaboration between MTV, 
Myspace.com and candidates for the upcom- 
ing presidential election. On Thursday, Sept. 
27, MTV aired a television event in which 
John Edwards stood in front of an audience 
of college students at the University of New 
Hampshire in Durham, NH. 

For an hour he answered questions from 
the live audience who posed questions both in 
person and via instant messenger on Myspace. 
com. There were many issues addressed in this 
dialogue including Hurricane Katrina, the War 
on Terror, universal healthcare, stem-cell re- 
search and of course issues concerning college 
students directly. 

Edwards spoke about his idea, “College 
For Everybody,” in which college students 
would be given more opportunity for financial 
help to pay for schooling. If elected, Edwards 


‘plans to knock out the intermediary banks that 


handle student loans. He also plans to raise the 
capital gains tax rate from 15% to 20%. The 
money saved and earned by doing so would be 
put towards financing higher education. 

A student also asked about funding for 
the arts in school, since it is a trend lately to 
take money away from the arts and apply them 
to other scholastic areas, such as sports. Ed- 
wards supports funding for the arts in school 
starting early on. 

“Those who are talented in the arts should 
not feel less valuable,” said Edwards, “but 
should be embraced as more valuable than ath- 
letes and good students because their art rep- 
resents our country and lasts longer and means 
more than any sport or grade.” 

Edwards believes there are many things 
to fix about our nation. He rejects Bush’s ter- 
minology for “the global war on terror,” be- 
lieves that the catastrophe in New Orleans 
should have been handled much differently, 
and calls for Americans to band together for 
patriotic issues besides the war, like reducing 
carbon emissions. 


“We want the rest of the world to say, 
“America: that’s who we want to be like,’” 
said Edwards.

Peering into the minds of UW-Stout faculty 


Art professors. They do more than just teach students how to color in the lines.

On Wednesday, Sept. 26, all students as 
well as the general public had the opportunity 
to find out more information about the artwork 
produced by art and design professors cur- 
rently teaching at the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. This event, known as the “Artist Talk,” 
took place at the Furlong Gallery. 


This was a time in which people could . 


have their questions answered about faculty 
pieces they most admire or simply find puz- 
zling. For anyone who has an interest in the 
arts, there is no greater pleasure than uncover- 
ing the methods and concepts behind the art- 
work that they most admire. 

The event began early in the afternoon, 
during a time that made it somewhat dif- 
ficult for students with a full load of classes 
to attend. The “Artist Talk” was an informal 
gathering in which each artist explained their 
artwork and past and present influences on it.

Craig Cully - Paintings 

Craig Cully, who is a new art and design 
faculty member this year, was the first to speak 
about his artwork. Cully presented a large va- 
riety of his paintings from past years through a 
PowerPoint presentation, describing each one 
with great energy and enthusiasm. 

The majority of Cully’s artwork deals 
with the specific relationships and experi- 
ences he has shared with his spouse, family 
and friends. There is a variety of themes in his 
artwork: positive and negative aspects of mar- 


riage, sexuality, family relationships, depres- 
sion, hope and freedom. Cully also finds the 
most inspiration through personal experiences 
that have been a great impact on his life. 

There are two detailed and intriguing oil 
paintings of Cully’s that can be seen at the 
Furlong Gallery: a large surreal painting titled 
“The Consummate Victims Son and the Per- 
petual Provocateurs Husband” and one of a 
smaller scale titled “Sweet One.” 

The first painting mentioned showed two 
emotionally charged figures in a room that is 
completely empty except for one box. The 
box’s wrapper appears to be torn off with the 
contents strewn about the room. This solitary 
object directly reflects the chaotic and unset- 
tling nature of the scene. 

At first glance the painting “Sweet One” 
consists of abstract shapes that resemble fabric 
with a random highly realistic spoon. However, 
with a closer look, the colors and shapes that 
are shown in this piece reveal a pornograph- 
ic scene, which makes the title more fitting. 
Much of Cully’s artwork, which is a delightful 
mixture of realism and abstract imagery, has a 
strong narrative that is highly captivating and 
thought provoking.

Ryan Hurst - Ceramics 

Ryan Hurst, an adjunct faculty member 
and UW-Stout alumni, gave a slide presenta- 
tion of his artwork. Hurst spends quite a lot of 
time around the ceramics room at UW-Stout, 
since he is teaching a fair amount of ceramics 
classes here. 

Unlike Cully, the majority of artwork pro- 


duced by Hurst is pottery, with Greek, Asian, 
or Middle Eastern influence. 

Hurst’s ceramics pieces in the faculty 
show are bursting with both politically and so- 
cially charged messages that address issues re- 
lating to capitalism, consumer culture and the 
Bush administration. The three ceramics piec- 
es that are currently on display are “Shmuck,” 
“Homogenized 
Landscape,” 
and “Corporate 
America.” All of 
these pieces are 
porcelain vases 
that have a form 
similar to ancient 
Grecian pottery. 

The absence 
of color in these 
pieces is a delib- 
erate attempt by the artist to further emphasize 
the point that his pieces are focusing on mass 
media. Hurst compares these pieces to news- 
paper and the idea that issues presented in the 
news are portrayed as being either black or 
white. 

When asked, Hurst will say he finds most 
of his inspiration 
from the intricately 
detailed and stylized 
forms of Islamic and 
Chinese art. 

More recently, 
Hurst has begun 
combining his de- 
tailed _ illustrations 
about social and 
political issues into 
his pottery. He is 
also known to use an 
interesting stacking 
technique, where he 
stacks one pot on top 
of the other, creating 
monumental sculp- 
ture like forms. 

One piece that isn’t on display titled “Give 
Me all Your Cookies,” is extremely comical, 
featuring Sesame Street’s very own cookie 
monster. This piece reflects the artist’s direct 
response to a news report, which stated that the 
cookie monster may be seen eating fruits and 
vegetables in the future because America’s chil- 
dren are getting too fat. 

Overall, Hurst’s artwork touches on a 
variety of major themes. Hurst also gets mo- 
tivated to create artwork by listening to punk 
rock music. Even though this artist and pro- 
fessor may listen to edgy punk rock music, he 
considers the time that he spends on the wheel 
to be a calming and meditative experience.

who has been teaching here at UW-Stout for 
many years, described his one abstract oil 
painting titled “Chaos Comes and Goes.” 

During his brief talk about this piece, 
he explained the process and methods that he 
used to create it. This oil painting is a mixture 
of highly intense colors and angular geometric 
forms. In describing his piece, Dehoff laugh- 
ingly admits that he 
loves laying bright 
obnoxious _ colors 
onto the canvas. 

As DeHoff ex- 
plained his thoughts 
and feeling about 
this piece he said, 
“To most people 
color is considered a 
noun but to me color 
is an adjective.” 

The colors in this piece are deliberately 
meant to portray emotions representing tran- 
quility and chaos. It is fair to say that most art- 
ists share DeHoff’s opinion regarding the idea 
of seeing colors as a means of representing a 
variety of feelings and emotions. While view- 
ing his painting, it is apparent that the bright 
_ and vibrant colors are 
intentionally used to 
capture feelings of fren- 
zied chaos. 

In contrast, there 
are light and pale pas- 
tel colors that provide 
a momentary sense of 
calm in certain areas. 
As a whole, there is an 
interesting interplay 
between the geometric 
shapes and colors that 
represent tranquility 
and stability, and those 
that reflect chaos. De- 
Hoff also has a quirky 
method of creating his 
artwork where he pe- 
riodically rotates his paintings around on his 
easel, approaching the painting at different 
angles. DeHoff also creates interesting effects 
in his paintings by combining spray paint with 
oil paint. It’s obvious when viewing this paint- 
ing that the artist really enjoyed the process of 
creating it. 


Charlie Loom — Installation art- 

The final artist to speak was Charlie Loom, 
a painter and installation artist who is current- 
ly teaching painting classes here at UW-Stout. 
Loom spent time discussing the major influ- 
ences in his life and how it has impacted his 
work as both an installation artist and painter. 
Loom’s major influences include his spiritual- 
ity and his passion for soccer.

Although class is only starting on its third full week, already the wish to escape the treachery 
of college life has already settled in. With this realization comes the desire to travel some place far, 
far away and enjoy it for all it’s worth. 

Taking this into mind, food is the first area of which most would like to explore. Being that 
this is, after all, a food column, the plan is to do just that. In this issue (and the weeks following), 
unfamiliar and far away places will be at the forefront, bringing with them a description of the local 
cuisine, and hopefully a point of view that, although far from the excellence of the true thing, will 
hopefully hold a glimpse into what the rest of the world has to offer in a form that can be enjoyed 
from the dorm room, apartment or wherever else this article may lead. 

Beginning this journey, it seems only appropriate to showcase a country of much tropical 
splendor. After all, summer is quickly fading into fall, leaving only the dreaded winter months to 
be pondered. The first country to come to mind to do justice to the summer months is Jamaica. 


The food in Jamaica is quite different, and understandably so, than what one might find in 
more northern countries. Jamaicans.com offers a quick overview of the native provisions: 


Jerk 

The most popular dish in Jamaica is jerk. 
The main ingredient — pork, chicken or fish 
— is marinated with a fiery mixture of spices, 
including Scotch bonnet, a pepper that makes 
a jalapefio taste like a marshmallow, pimento 
or allspice, nutmeg and thyme. 

It’s all served up with even more hot 
sauce, rice and peas, and the wonderful fes- 
tival bread. Jerk is one of the ultimate Jamai- 
can dishes, dating back to the island’s earliest 
days. The practice of cooking the meat over 
the flame was started by the Arawak Indians 
and then later seasoned up by the Maroons. 


Corn pone 
Cornmeal gives this pudding its name. 
It’s made with coconut, sugar and spices. 


Duckanoo 

The recipe for duckanoo was brought 
from Africa. This delicious dessert is made 
with cornmeal, coconut, spices and brown 
sugar, all of which are tied up in a banana leaf 
and slowly cooked in boiling water. 


Fish tea 

This spicy soup looks and tastes much 
better than it sounds. Like a fish bouillon, 
this broth captures the taste of the sea. Watch 
out for fish bones when eating this bone 
favorite. 


Escovitch 
Escovitch is a style of cooking using vin- 
egar, onions and spices brought to Jamaica by 


the Spanish Jews. In Jamaican grocery stores, 


bottled escovitch sauce can be found to make 
the preparation easier. 


Mannish water 

This spicy soup is reportedly an aphro- 
disiac (along with many other Jamaican spe- 
cialties). Mannish water is sometimes called 
power water, and is made from goats’ heads 
(some cooks include tripe and feet as well), 
garlic, scallions, green bananas, Scotch bonnet 
peppers and spinners. White rum is an optional 
ingredient. Often, men enjoy mannish water 
before drinking rum, but this item is a rarity on 
restaurant menus — it’s usually sold at roadside 
stands, along with roasted yam 


Ital food 

Nope, it’s not Italian food but Ital (eye- 
tal). This is the food of the Rastafarians, a veg- 
etarian cuisine that does not make use of salt. 
Look for the red, green and gold Rasta colors 
on dining establishments as a clue to locating 
Ital eateries, which are often quite small. 


Curried goat 

It doesn’t get any more Jamaican than 
curried goat. Look for it on any traditional is- 
land menu. It’s especially popular at festivals 
and parties. 


Rundown 

This entrée is pickled fish cooked in a 
seasoned coconut milk until the fish falls apart 
or literally “runs down.” 


Rice and peas 

This dish is found on just about every 
lunch and dinner plate and is sometimes nick- 
named the Coat of Arms. It features rice, and 
either peas or beans are cooked in coconut milk 
and spices. In Jamaica the preferred “pea” is 
the red kidney bean.

Struggle to pass Wisconsin state budget leaves students in financial strain

Do you have an extra $800 lying around? 

Most students are already working 
multiple jobs and taking out loans to cover 
college costs. So what happens if the state 
budget for Wisconsin doesn’t get passed 
by Nov. 1, and tuition 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout goes 
up $800? 

Do you think you 
can squeeze in one more 
shift at work before your 
8 a.m. class? Or would 
you rather take a stand 
and try’ to prevent this 
increase in tuition? 

“We the students need to band together 
and put pressure on our legislature,” Michael 
Lubke, president of the Stout Student Asso- 
ciation, said. 

“We need to do this by sending let-

Thousands of college students in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-System are waiting to re- 
ceive their Wisconsin Higher Education Grant 
(WHEG) from the government. The number 
of Stout students waiting for their subsidized 
grants stand at 287, up from 234 on Sept. 4. 

Wisconsin has been without a new state 
budget since July 1, 
the beginning of the 
biennial 2007-2009 
fiscal year. After the 
legislation failed to 
pass the budget due 
to disagreement be- 
tween the Republi- 
can and Democratic 
parties, a waiting list 
was created to help 
filter grant applications. With no budget in 
place, the amount of money guaranteed for 
students in need is unknown. 

The state stopped processing applica- 
tions after June 27, the earliest the grant 
program has ever suspended requests. Any 
applications submitted after the June date are 
on hold until the budget is passed. 

The WHEG program provides grant 
assistance to undergraduate, Wisconsin resi- 
dents enrolled at least half-time in a degree or 
certificate program at University of Wiscon- 
sin, Wisconsin Technical College and Tribal 
institutions. Eligibility for these grants is

ters, calling and emailing saying that the 
way things are being handled is unaccept- 
able. The people of Wisconsin need a 
budget, especially a student-friendly bud- 
get,” Lubke said. 

Right now, that student-friendly budget 
is over 100 days overdue. 

On Monday, Oct. 15, the State Senate 
passed a budget that supported the UW-Sys- 
tem. Lubke, who says he is very disappoint- 
ed in our legislators, hopes to see a similar 
budget passed by both houses of the state 
legislature for Wisconsin’s state budget. 

“There is a million dollar cut to Stout, 
but it would be much less detrimental than 
the five million dollar cut that’s been talked 
about,” Lubke said. 

If a budget is passed that cuts funding 
in a great amount like that or if no budget 
is passed at all, the Board of Regents might 
raise tuition—up to an $800 increase for 
spring—in order to ensure that the system 
has enough money to operate. 

“In addition to the large tuition sur- 


charge, classes and programs may be cut 
and faculty could be laid-off, Lubke said. 

Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen re- 
sponded to the growing budget concerns by 
addressing faculty and staff through an e- 
mail on Oct. 17. 

“Acedemic programs and program de- 
velpoment are the engines that drive every 
university. The budget deadlock restricts the 
development of programs so critical to our fu- 
ture and crucial to attracting companies with 
high paying jobs.” says Sorenson. “We must 
replace our retiring faculty with the very best 
in the field, but the budget impasse has cre- 
ated an environment that is not attractive to 
bright, young new faculty.” You can read all 
of the chancellor’s urging to action on Page 
12 of the Opinions section. 

Because the UW-System is one of the 
state’s main economic drivers, Lubke hopes 
the legislature will support it. If not, you 
have a decision to make. Raise your voice by 
calling or writing our legislature, or prepare 
to pay the consequences, literally. 


igher Education Grant fails students 


based primarily on financial need and spe- 
cific eligibility requirements. 

On average, the WHEG program gives 
out $2,000 per student. “Students who qualify 
for state grants are the neediest of the needy,” 
said Doug Mell, Director of Communications 
at the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

“Right now, they are just waiting in lim- 
bo to see if they will get the money that they 
qualify for,” said Mell. 

If the students 
who qualify for these 
grants do not receive 
them, many ramifica- 
tions await them. Tak- 
ing out loans through 
other institutions with 
high interest rates, 
dropping credits, 
working more hours, 
or even dropping out 
of school alltogether are unappealing pos- 
sibilities but could potentially be reality for 
these students in need. 

“Tt seems like the money usually comes 
through, we’ve just never sat this long with- 
out a budget before” said Financial Aid In- 
terim Director Beth Boisen. 

State budget problems are not only ef- 


fecting students, but the entire UW-System. 


Chancellor of UW-Stout, Charles Sorensen 
said, “The whole UW-System is cutting back 
on student enrollment, the hiring of faculty, 
everything, just to pay for things we need.” 
The University of Wisconsin-Madison 


is considering slowing down the admission 
rates for the incoming freshmen class of fall 
2008 if state funding support remains un- 
certain or declines. Having an insufficient 
amount of faculty due to lack of funding 
could cause class sections to be dropped or 
class size to increase. In order to maintain 
quality in the classroom, reducing the num- 
ber of enrolled students is an gption UW- 
Madison is considering. 

While UW-Madison is already consid- 
ering precautions, it is still very early to see 
what the actual impact would be on UW- 
Stout and other universities if the budget 
does get cut. 

The state budget problem has left many 
people wondering what is being done so this 
doesn’t happen again. “There’s been a mas-

sive attempt at lobbying from students, alum- 
ni and local businesses to the government,” 
said Sorensen. 

“The strongest voice is the students,” 
said Boisen. “We need to encourage students 
to be involved in their financial aid and to 
contact the legislature to let them know spe- 
cifically what they need.” 

Statewide, the number of eligible stu- 
dents will continue to climb as students keep 
qualifying for grants. Other universities in 
western Wisconsin have wait lists similar to 
UW-Stout’s. The University of Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire has 266 students waiting for $566,196 
in aid and University of Wisconsin-River Falls 
has 206 students waiting for $431,752. The 
total number of Wisconsin students waiting is 
5,544 with aid totaling up to $11.97 million.

The last week of September was not a 
routine on-campus week for University of 
Wisconsin-Stout’s Chief of Police Lisa Wal- 
ters. Instead of serving and protecting UW- 
Stout’s ever unique and diverse community, 
Walters found herself serving and appreci- 
ating the unique and diverse athletes of the 
Special Olympics. It wasn’t her typical an- 
nual torch run throughout Wisconsin; this 
torch run took the chief of police along the 
Great Wall of China. 

For those who are not familiar with the 
Special Olympics Torch Run, it is an event 
in partnership with law enforcement that 
leads up to opening of the Special Olympics 
games. The Special Olympics Web page 
states that the Law Enforcement Torch Run is 
the “largest grass-roots fundraiser and public 
awareness vehicle.” Walter’s participation in 
this event contains the same motives, to raise 
money and awareness. 

Because of Walters’ 14 years of dedica- 
tion to the Special Olympics and partnership 
through law enforcement, she was nominat- 
ed and chosen to be part of the Torch Run 
and Final Leg for the opening of the Special 
Olympics World Summer Games in Shang- 
hai, China. Lisa Walters carries a long list 
of service in the Special Olympics. She is 
on the state Polar Plunge Committee and 
Torch Run Board. Walter is also the co-chair 
of the Chiefs of Police Association and the 
International: Association of Campus Law 
Enforcement Administrators, in which she 
helped create the partnership between the 
Special Olympics. Besides her participation 
on these committees she is committed to rais- 
ing knowledge and financial support for the 


Special Olympics year-round by partaking in 
numerous activities. Walters states that her 
ultimate goal is to, “Motivate and encour- 
age the students of UW-Stout to get involved 
with the Special Olympics”, because she sees 
the potential students have to encourage and 
motivate the athletes through coaching and 
volunteering. By her participation she hopes 
to influence college students to do the same. 

Ninety-nine other officers from the 
United States and five athletes from the Spe- 
cial Olympics were also awarded this honor 
to take part in the Torch Run. As the Sum- 
mer Games were scheduled to start on Oct. 
2, Walters headed to China along with hun- 
dreds of others to commemorate the opening. 
Their first stop landed them in Beijing. 

Beijing was the location for the Arriv- 
al Torch Ceremony on Sept. 24. A minor’s 
lamp carried the flame that lit the beginning 
torches. Eleven torches were lit to signify 
the 11 teams that were to begin their quest 
throughout China for the next several days. 
The ceremony ended by all 11 teams carrying 
the torch along the Great Wall of China. 

For the next three days, each team par- 
ticipated in ceremonies throughout different 
host cities in China. Host cities are communi- 
ties where the athletes stay to learn about the 
culture and to settle in before the games begin. 
Lisa Walters’ team, team nine, was stationed in 
Beijing. Her team was a combination of law 
enforcement officers from around the world 
and one athlete, Katie Crawford from Indiana. 
For three days, team nine traveled throughout 
districts and communities in Beijing; start- 
ing at the Temple of Heaven, to Tiananmen 
Square, the Forbidden City and other smaller 
communities within the district, each contain- 
ing a Torch run and ceremony. 

Walters recalls the experience in the

Forbidden City, “It was a surreal site, running 
down an eight lane highway, with hundreds 
of on-lookers and supporters waving their na- 
tions’ flags. China was not always like this. 
Being a Communist nation that in previous 
years lacked awareness and recognition of 
individuals with intellectual disabilities, it 
is a significant change. China went from a 
country with no acknowledgment, to hosting 
the Special Olympics Summer Games. It’s 
amazing. This is when I knew we were mak- 
ing a difference.” 

After all the ceremonies ended in Bei- 
jing, team nine flew to Shanghai and met 
up once again with the rest of the teams 
for the Flame Unification Ceremony. The 
teams then split up to celebrate throughout 
Shanghai’s districts. Walters commented, 
“China is a very ceremonial nation. We 
were privileged to be part of their sacred 
customs, and welcome warmly by each 
community.” Finally on Oct, 2 it was time 
for the final leg and the opening ceremo- 
nies for the Summer Games. 

Eighty thousand people filled Shang- 
hai Stadium for the Opening Ceremony. 
Walters was privileged to be part of the 
celebration, cheering on the athletes as 
they carried the torch. Walters expressed, 
“This ceremony was all about the athletes; 
it is their games, their talents and their time 
to shine.” As the ceremony ended, Walters 
and other law enforcement officers from 
throughout the world left the ceremony in 
awe and tears. They were humbled by the 
privilege that they took part in, and the dif- 


ference they were able to make. They had 
reached their goals even further than what 
they had expected. 

“When it came to the end, we knew we 
changed China. But we did not realize how 
much China would change us. It still has 
not soaked in how much my life has been af- 
fected,” Walters said. She will always have a 
place in her heart for all those who impacted 
her throughout the trip, including her team- 
mates, roommate Katie Crawford, peers she 
ran with and the citizens of China. Walters 
remains in awe of those who continue to 
work with and support people with intellec- 
tual disabilities, and to know now that China 
is supporting those families amazes her. 

A parent once told her that they do not 
see the Special Olympics as a sports program 
that specializes in improving lives, but a life 
program and specializes in sports. Walters 
states that she now understands, and has seen 
with her own eyes that reality. Walter de- 
clared, “None of us have to go to China for 
the kind of experience I was part of. Those 
experiences are right her, if we cease the op- 
portunity.” Walters ended by stating that as 
UW-Stout students, the learning doesn’t be- © 
gin and end in the classroom, but resonates 
throughout programs in the community.

Colbert 2008! Finally: a reason to vote. 


From the Associated Press: Stephen 
Colbert announced his candidacy for presi- 
dent on “The Colbert Report” on Oct. 16. 

“T shall seek the office of the President 

of the United States,” announced Colbert on 
his Comedy Central show, as balloons fell 
around him. 
_ Colbert had recently satirized the coy- 
ness of would-be presidential candidates by 
refusing to disclose whether he would seek 
the country’s highest office — a refusal that 
often came without any prompting. 

The Comedy Central host has often 
mobilized his fans. For example, he has in 
the past encouraged them to vote to have a 
Hungarian bridge named after him. On an- 
other occasion he prompted his viewers to 
vandalize Wikipedia.com with his version of 
“truthiness” and “wikiality.” 

How far the mock conservative pundit 
planned to stretch his impression of a presi- 
dential candidate wasn’t clear. 

Colbert planned to get his name on the 
primary ballot in South Carolina, where the 
comedian is originally from. Earlier this 
week, South Carolina public television sta- 
tion ETV invited Colbert to announce his 
candidacy on its air. 

When recently asked what party affilia- 
tion he would adopt if he tossed his hat in the 
ring, Colbert replied: “Both. I can lose twice.” 

In a guest column for Maureen Dowd in 
Sunday’s New York Times, Colbert wrote: 
“T am not ready to announce yet — even 
though it’s clear that the voters are desperate 
for a white, male, middle-aged, Jesus-trum- 
peting alternative.” 


Good news for cigarette and alcohol com- 
panies: Bush will veto any legislation 
aimed at using the tax code to “single out 
specific industries.” 


According to a letter from the director 
of the National Economic Council to House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, President Bush’s se- 
nior advisers will recommend he veto any en- 
ergy bill that raises taxes or uses the tax code 
to “single out specific industries.” 

Democrats in Congress are interpreting 
this to mean that President Bush will veto 
any energy bill that seeks to raise taxes on 
oil companies. One Democratic congressman 
from Massachusetts accused the Bush admin- 


istration of “coddling Big Oil instead of de- 
veloping alternative energy resources.” 

House and Senate leaders are working 
to prepare a compromise energy package 
from two different packages, and Hubbard’s 
letter throws down a challenge on a number 
of key provisions dear to Democrats. 

For instance, the House package would 
result in new taxes for oil companies to the 
tune of $16 billion and would also require 
that investor-owned utility companies gener- 
ate at least 15 percent of their electricity from 
renewable energy sources by 2020.

Cynthia Hunter, 38, was arrested in 
Tampa, Florida on Aug. 15, charged with pet- 
ty theft after she was accused of stealing from 
a Wal-Mart store.

Hunter protested, saying the substance 
was dehydrated cat urine for her son’s sci- 
ence project and that it had been purchased 
at an animal clinic. She was released from 
jail Thursday, Oct. 4, after lab tests found the 
substance was, in fact, cat urine. 

Hunter pleaded guilty to petty theft 
and a judge gave her time served. It was not 
clear if she had an attorney and why the sub- 
stance might have tested positive for meth- 
amphetamine.

UW Stout Library receives name change

On Friday Oct. 5, 2007 the Universtiy of 
Wisconsin System Board of Regents decided 
to approve a name change for the campus li- 
brary. The new name will be the Robert S. 
Swanson Learning Center, named after re- 
tired chancellor Swanson. 

At their meeting at UW-River Falls, the 
regents approved a proposal from Chancellor 
Charles W. Sorensen that the Library Learn- 
ing Center’s name be changed to the Robert 
S. Swanson Learning Center. 

Kevin Thorie, local historian and librar- 
ian explains the process, “The current chancel- 


lor went to the honors committee and asked for 
a building to name after Chancellor Swanson. 
There were a lot of buildings built around that 
time and the chancellor was given a list of the 
buildings that could be named after him. He 
chose the library because Chancellor Swanson 
was the one who had the library built.” 

“He went to Madison, Wis. requesting 
$3 million to build an addition to the existing 
library. When he returned he had received a 
commitment to build a $7 million new build- 
ing, funding for the renovation of the old li- 
brary building into a vocational rehabilitation 
center and $235,000 for a new LLC computer 
system that replaced Stout as the leader in 
technology in the UW-System.” says Thorie.

Chancellor Sorensen said naming the li- 
brary after Swanson is appropriate because “He 
dedicated his life to UW-Stout, to furthering 
the educational quality of the region and state.” 
Swansons continued, “The learning center is 
more than a symbol of the university—it is the 
very soul of the university. It is an honor to rec- 
ognize Bob Swanson in this manner.” 

Having the library built was definite- 
ly not Swanson’s only accomplishment. 
In 1973 he created the mission statement 
for the university. Also in 1973 Swanson 
placed greater emphasis on international 
teaching and students. He made agree- 
ments with schools in Taiwan, Wales, and 
other countries.

Swanson served as chancellor from 
1972-1988, but that was just one part of his 
long affiliation with the university. He be- 
gan his studies at the Stout Institute in 1942, 
served in the U.S. Army in World War II and 
retumed to the university in 1946. He taught 
during his junior and senior years and while 
pursuing his master’s degree. In 1950 he be- 
came a full-time faculty member, teaching 
general shop. He eventually earned his doc- 
torate at the University of Minnesota. 

When asked what kind of chancellor 
and man Swanson was Thorie said, “He’s the 
most decent human being I’ve ever met.” A 
ceremony honoring Swanson and celebrating 
the new name of the learning center will be 
held at 10 a.m., Tuesday, Nov. 6, at the learn- 
ing center.

Let’s be a safe face at UW Stout

Besides the posters and rainbow pins 
at your hall’s front desk, many of us may 
not know that October is LGBT Awareness 
Month. LGBT and a Q stands for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender and question. 

Oct. 11 is National Coming Out Day, 
and the University of Wisconsin-Stout cele- 
brated by having a “Be Safe Face” campaign 
where students, faculty and members of the 
community could sign a pledge to be a “Safe 
Face.” Those who signed agreed to be an ally 
for the homosexual community and received 
a button and a small tip card listing ways to 
be an ally for the LGBT. 

Coming Out Day was founded on Oct. 
11, 1988, a year after the first gay march in 
Washington D.C. The UW-Stout participated 
this year in their own way. Beginning at the 
Ally Center in the Memorial Student Center, 
the participants walked through campus to 
the clock tower behind a “Safe Face” banner, 
holding a color of the rainbow balloon. As 
the clock struck noon, Chancellor Sorensen 
spoke on how our campus is “too divided,” 
and that, “we all share a common bond, 
doesn’t matter sexuality, we are all com- 
mon human beings... we all share common 
desires.” The balloons were then released 


to symbolize the many different faces in the 
community, and to spread the word that all 
people are accepted. 

Dr. Susan Wolfgram, an ally for this 
community for over 30 years and a human 
development and family studies teacher, 
agrees with the Chancellor. “Regardless of 
how different any human being is from an- 
other, once you get to know someone, those 
differences melt away.” 

The focus this year, according to Scott 
Griesbach, the Director of Housing, is on 
the allies of the LGBT. “There’s a process 
for a straight ally to be confident to support 
the LGBT people, they are often labeled as 
gay, too.” Allies are fundamental to change 
society. “In every human rights movement, 
it’s the majority population that creates the 
biggest change, because the majority listens 
to them,” says Wolfgram. “It’s unfortunate 
that the LGBT population is harassed, but so 
are the supporters,” adds Griesbach. 

Katie Johnson, a senior in the industrial 
design program believes, “It’s important on 
campus, where the LGBT population is a qui- 
et voice and minority, to have ally support. A 
lot of people say that they’re allies, but don’t 
understand what it means.” In our conserva- 
tive campus, a lot of people give what Ka- 
tie describes as “conditional support.” Matt 
Swanson, a fifth year R.A. for South Hall,

agrees that “Passive harassment is offensive, 
and just unintelligent.” 

But not all reactions are negative. A 
display case in the Commons holds pictures 
of famous gay actors and actresses. “I saw 
groups of students walk up...look at the pic- 
tures...say, “Wow, I had no idea they were 
gay,’...and just keep walking.” Griesbach 
states this as another example of Wolfgram’s 
idea that “once a person can familiarize with 
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a gay person, they become a human being.” 
Bethany Nelson, a fifth year human develop- 
ment and family science student, sees this as 
a personal issue because she has a gay cousin. 
“T am trying to get involved as an ally in the 
LGBT community,” said Nelson. 

We don’t all have to jump to sign the 
pledge, walk in the march and join the ally 
program at UW-Stout, but caring about the 
people around us; lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, questioning and straight, is im- 
portant. As Wolfgram noted, “If you look at 
one of your friends, you see them as your 
friend instead of a label, your judgments 
change, you reevaluate how you feel about 
people and your views change.” 

The pledge can still be signed through the 
month of October in the lobby of the Univer- 
sity Housing Office, in the Merle Price Com- 
mons building. There will be events to raise 
LGBT awareness throughout the month.

otate budget impasse

The state budget impasse is a planning 
nightmare for University of Wisconsin Sys- 
tem institutions. With the defeat Monday of 
the 2007-2009 budget compromise, a single 
question must be asked: What now? 

I represent a campus well known for its 
practical, applied professional programs, its 
commitment to assisting regional companies 
with an excellent technology transfer program 
and its commutment to serve the citizens of Wisconsin. 

At University of Wisconsin-Stout, 
we have a refined, sophisticated planning 
process-- and recognized so by winning 
the prestigious Malcolm Baldrige National 
Quality Award in 2001. Yet, it is difficult to 
plan intelligently without a budget, and the 
responsibility of our elected officials is to 
pass a budget so we can continue to serve this 
fine state. 

To be very honest, the lack of a budget- 
puts us in a hole: We need clear ground rules, 

and that is precisely what a budget provides. 

I have been asked by faculty, staff and 
students alike, what the impact of not having 
a budget is. The answer is very unclear. 

What is clear is the damage that may be 
done to our future. Students may not be able 
to continue their education without support 
from the Wisconsin Higher Education Grants, 


and currently these students are victims of the 
budget impasse. 

Academic programs and program 
development are the engines that drive every 
university. The budget deadlock restricts the 
development of programs so critical to our 
future and crucial to attracting companies 
with high-paying jobs. 

We must replace our retiring Bde with 
the very best in the field, but the budget im- 
passe has created an environment that is not 
attractive to bright, young new faculty. 

Wisconsin has an excellent university 
system, and I represent an outstanding univer- 
sity. We want to serve this state by providing 
superior programs and exceptional graduates- 
- men and women who will become part of a 
vibrant, growing economy. 

We have done exactly that for the past 
decade or more in spite of repeated budget 
cuts or lapses. UW-Stout serves nearly 8,500 
students; we graduate about 1,400 annually, 
and 97 percent get jobs within six months 
after graduation. But we must plan to reduce 
UW-Stout’s budget from between $1 million 
and $6 million dollars, which certainly will 
make it difficult to continue this success. 

What’s next? The legislature must pass a 
budget that supports the state’s most important 
asset: the University of Wisconsin System.

“Help Wanted” cultural diversity on stage

Imagine that you grew up in an impover- 
ished community with no job prospects or fu- 
ture. Every day for you is a struggle and your 
family is constantly worried about whether or 
not they will be able to put food on the table for 
themselves as well as your sisters and brothers. 
This life might be your worst nightmare, and 
for the Albino sisters from Guerrero Mexico, 
this nightmare was an everyday reality. 

If you had such a life, would you con- 
tinue living in that impoverished environment 
or would you fight to take whatever measures 
necessary in order to help make a better life 
for yourself and your family? Chances are that 
you would probably choose the same course 
of action as the Albino sisters and say, “yes” to 
the latter question. 

These sisters, having realized that they 
had no future in Mexico, took a great leap 
of faith and paid a Coyote (boarder bandit) 
everything they had to transport them across 
the border undetected. The dramatic story of 
these sisters and their struggle to live in the 
United States is the basis of an educational 
and interactive play being performed on the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout campus called 
“Help Wanted.” 

This somewhat controversial play, which 
tackles immigration issues, will be performed 
on October 17 at 7 p.m. in the Great Hall of the 
Memorial Student Center. 

“Help Wanted” is a play that addresses 
controversial issues surrounding today’s im- 
migration laws in the U.S. 

What makes this play so interesting is 
that it focuses on Latino minorities, high- 
lighting their culture, beliefs and traditions. It 
also opens a window into how most Latinos 
perceive Minnesotans, poking fun at quirky

who were working in Minneapolis as illegal 
immigrants draws issues concerning immi- 
gration closer to home. The Albino sisters 
and other illegal immigrants who worked 
for the Holiday Inn Express in Minneapolis, 
were deported after having tried to join the 
Hotel Employees and Restaurant Employees 
Union (HERE). 

Now that we are in the middle of an elec- 
tion season, one main thing everyone wants 
to know about is how politicians stand on im- 
migration issues. Overall, the flaws in immi- 
gration policies and continual border control 
problems have been issues of main concern 
for many Americans, and a cause for heated 
debate among some of the most powerful and 
influential politicians. 

‘?’m hoping that this performance will 
encourage students to engage in open discus- 
sions about the problems surrounding immi- 
gration and teach people to be more tolerant 
and respectful of other ethnic groups,” said 
Sheila Regan, the Educational Coordinator for 
Teatro del Pueblo. Teatro de Pueblo is the the- 
atre company producing “Help Wanted.” 

One of the main reasons Teatro del 
Pueblo decided to produce this play was in 
part because they have the strong desire to 
raise issues affecting the Latino commu- 
nity. Teatro del Pueblo is a non-profit Latino 
theater company from St. Paul, Minn. that 
produces Latino inspired play productions, 
which help to promote, preserve and support 
Latino culture. It is considered to be the one 
and only company in the mid-west that spe- 
cializes in producing educational plays based 
on Latino culture. 

This play, which has been performed on 
many college campuses throughout the mid-west, 

is an excellent way of learning more about Lati- 
no culture and issues surrounding immigration. 

Writer/director Virginia McFerran tried to 
stick as closely as possible to the true story of 
the Albino sisters. However, some aspects of

the performance are slightly dramatized. Once 
news reports surfaced in 1999 about the Albino 
sisters fight to join the union group H.E.R.E. 
and their lawsuit with the Holiday Inn Express, 
McFerran said that she quickly began doing re- 
search on the Albino sisters in hopes of creating 
both an influential and dramatic play that would 
raise questions about the government’s current 
immigration policies. In order to capture the 
true perspective and feelings of the Albino sis- 
ters, Mcferran went to the point of conducting 
an interview with the sisters, which was entirely 
in Spanish. 

In addition to reading numerous articles 
about the Albino sisters and their fight to con- 
tinue living in the United States, she also in- 
terviewed the priest who helped support the 
Albino sisters through their struggles as well 
as other illegal immigrants. 

McFerran, who has very strong feeling 
about issues concerning immigration, be- 
lieves that there are many flaws within our 
government and the business sector that feed 
problems concerning illegal immigration. 
As we talked about the unfair treatment and 
abuse that many of today’s illegal immigrants 
face McFerran said, “The bottom line is that 
people are people, and whoever you are, you 
should be treated with decency and respect.” 
Unfortunately, many undocumented workers, 
as in the case of the Albino sisters, are dis- 
respected by employers and stripped of their 
rights as workers. 

When I asked her about what she hoped 
students would get out of this play she said, 
“Anyone who sees this play should start think- 
ing more about how to create alternative ways 
of handling the problems surrounding immi- 
gration, and have more discussions with their 
peers about this important issue.” 

The format of this play is also especially 
unique because the theater company uses Chi- 
cano theater techniques, where a small cast of 
characters play multiple roles through the use 


of various masks and costume changes. An- 
other interesting aspect of this play is that it 
is meant to be interactive, where questions are 
posed to the audience in an effort to get people 
actively thinking about the main concepts and 
ideas interwoven in the play. 

Throughout the play, the actors are also 
known to jump off the stage and wildly run 
out into the audience in order to make view- 
ers feel as though they are a greater part of the 
performance. Audience members also play an 
influential role as judges, ultimately deciding 
the fate of the Albino sisters. 

While talking with McFerran about 
whether or not she was happy with the general 
outcome of the play she said, “This story was 
a wonderful way for me to be able to illustrate 
the harsh reality surrounding illegal immi- 
grants in the U.S, and raise questions about the 
inherent flaws in our government concerning 
this problem.” 

When I asked McFerran if there was a 
specific message. that she wanted students to 
grasp she said, “Students should start follow- 
ing key issues such as immigration and work 
with each other in becoming more actively in- 
volved in helping to change policies surround- 
ing immigration laws.” 

Jorge Saaverda, one of the attorneys for the 
Albino sisters, echoes Mcferrans message by 
saying, “This event is a reminder that the most 
powerful voice does not come from any one in- 
dividual, but from the people united together.” 

Although many people believe that it is fair 
and just for the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service to storm into meat packing plants, hotel 
chains, etc., and arrest illegal immigrants, there 
is a steadily growing number of people who be- 
lieve otherwise. ‘ 

It is worth considering that many illegal 
immigrants that live in the United States to- 
day, traveled here because they had no other 
options. Mainly because they were leading im- 
poverished lives with no job prospects in their 
former countries. 

The American Federation of Labor and 
Congress of Industrial Organizations, which is 
a voluntary federation that is composed of over 
55 national and international labor unions, has 
found that there are an estimated 6 million 
undocumented workers currently living in the 
United States. 

It also may come as a surprise that de- 
porting a worker costs the local economy at 
least $20,590 per year in industrial output and 
10,350 in wage-based spending according to 
a study conducted by bank market researcher 
James Kielkopf. Whether we like to admit it or 
not, most undocumented workers who are toil- 
ing away in low paying industries are helping 
to make our economy thrive. 

In order to gain greater insight into the 
issues that Latino groups face relating to im- 
migration as well as a deeper understanding of 
Latino culture, seeing the play “Help Wanted” 
is well worth one’s time.

Last week, a popular game for the PC 
community was put in a compilation with 
other games and released as The Orange Box 
for Xbox 360. 

The most notable fact about this com- 
pilation is that all five games included have 
a critically acclaimed or anticipated history. 
The five games are as follows: “Half-Life 2”, 
“Half-Life 2: Episode One”,”’ Half-Life 2: 
Episode Two”, “Portal” and “Team Fortress 
2”. While it depends on the person, many 
have viewed “Half-Life 2” as the best inclu- 
sion in this compilation, mainly because it 
was almost universally well-liked by critics 
and consumers when it released on the PC 
in 2004. But there’s something different in 
most of these games. 

While the two “Half-Life 2” episodes 
are mentioned as separate games, they are 
more of smaller expansions upon the original 
“Half-Life 2”. Regardless, all three are of the 
first-person shooter genre, similar to “Halo 3”. 
They follow the events of Gordon Freeman, as

“Portal”. “Portal” uses the same graphics en- 
gine and storyline setting as “Half-Life 2”, but 
is more of a comedic puzzle game instead of 
an action game. The game play involves us- 
ing a gun to create portals to progress through 
a laboratory testing facility. The storyline is 
basically just that, although the 


player is con- 
stantly pushed on- 
ward by a computer program 
running the test that promises 
a moist, delicious cake at 
the end. But as the player 
progress, they learn there is ~ 
more to the story than just a 
simple test. 

Lastly, there is “Team Fortress 2”. As 
the name implies, it is a sequel to the origi- 
nal “Team Fortress”, a highly popular mul- 
tiplayer game. Similar to the other games 


in The Orange Box, “Team Fortress 2” also 
uses the same graphics engine and is a first- 
person shooter. 

What sets The Orange Box apart from 
other first-person shooters is that there are 
nine classes each player can choose from, 
and each class is unique from another. For 
example, the Scout class is extremely fast and 
has a double-jump to increase aerial move- 
ment, but suffers from low health. Almost a 
complete opposite is the Heavy class, which 
is very slow but has almost three times as 
much health as the Scout. With nine of these 
unique classes, the action can be very unique 
from one game to another. 

Available for a retail price of $59.99, 
The Orange Box offers a lot of content for 
just one game. However, it should also be 
noted that The Orange Box can be down- 
loaded off of Steam, the developer’s online 
download service for PC gamers. It also 
includes the option to download each of the 
games separately.

Acquiring another running back was 
not a top priority for the Vikings in the 2007 
draft. Rather, they had much more serious 
concerns at wide receiver. When Georgia 
Tech’s superstar wide out Calvin Johnson 
was taken off the board by the Detroit Lions 
with the second overall pick, the Vikings de- 
cided to draft the best available player. 

Knowing of his durability issues, the 
Vikings selected Peterson even though they 
were not in dire need of a new running back. 
These durability concerns were not evident 


in his performance against Chicago, as he 
ran over and around Bears defenders with 
an uncanny ability. Recording a career day 
of 224 yards rushing on a modest 20 carries 
with three trips into the end zone, Peterson 
was jettisoned to the top of the list in most 
fantasy football leagues. 

When the game concluded, Peterson ac- 
counted for a total of 361 all-purpose yards, 
the third most in a single game in NFL histo- 
ry. He also broke a franchise rushing record 
for the Vikings and was named NFC player 
of the week. After week six concluded, Pe- 
terson immediately received national recog- 
nition and has been proclaimed as the best 
“pure runner” in the NFL. 

On just 96 carries, Peterson has ac- 


counted for 607 rushing yards from scrim- 
mage with an average of 6.3 yards per 
carry, including four rushing touchdowns. 
His productivity as a rookie has only been 
surpassed by Erik Dickerson, who ran for 
a mere 38 yards more than Peterson in his 
first five professional games with the Los 
Angeles Rams in 1983. 

In a city that has lost its professional 
superstars, Peterson has single handedly 
took the weight of a faltered franchise on his 
shoulders and began to pump life back into 
it. With a break out game at Soldier Field, 
which put Minnesota back on the map, Pe-

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Students rejoice! | Wisconsin state budget is passed

After 1,700 pages, 114 days and eight 
hours of deliberation and debate, 23 Re- 
publicans and 37 Democrats finally voted 
‘aye’ on Oct. 23 to pass a budget for the 
state of Wisconsin. 

Wisconsin students applauded the sign- 
ing of the state budget, which increases fund- 
ing to the University of Wisconsin System and 
allows for greater access to higher education. 
The budget includes $32 million in financial 
aid, and fully funds the UW Growth Agenda. 

“This is a winning budget for Wisconsin 
students,” College Democrats of Wisconsin 
Chair Kira Brenner said. “It gives the Uni- 
versity System the funding it needs to retain 
our best professors, build needed facilities and 


increase financial aid for low income students. — 


This budget will no doubt keep Wisconsin as a 
national leader in higher education.” 

The budget also includes funding for 
veterans’ tuition remission, which allows 
veterans of the armed services to attend 
Wisconsin colleges and universities free 
of charge, and provides a tax credit for tu- 
ition expenses. 

“This budget deal means that we can get 


on with the important business of educating 
our students so they graduate and become 
productive taxpayers and involved citizens,” 
Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen said. “This 
budget finally reverses the steady decline in 
state support for public higher education in 
Wisconsin. It is a budget that we can use at 
UW-Stout to move forward as Wisconsin’s 
Polytechnic University,” explains Sorensen. 

According to the Legislative Fiscal Bu- 
reau, the proposed funding for the UW-Eau 
Claire and UW-Stout is $2.1 million, which 
will be used to “educate more students in ad- 
vanced science, technology, engineering and 
mathematics disciplines including nanotech- 
nology, biotechnology, polymer engineering 
and computer and electrical engineering.” 

In addition, these monies will go to 
“improve access to science and engineering 
facilities and expertise for both students and 
regional businesses and industry,” and to “en- 
hance the science, engineering and technol- 
ogy training of graduates to attract and retain 
high-end employers.” 

The 2007-09 state budget will allow 
UW-Stout “to proceed with some very im- 
portant initiatives, projects that have been 
discussed on campus for a long time,’”’ Chan- 
cellor Charles W. Sorensen said. 


How UW-Stout intends to divide the funding: 


1. Harvey Hall Theater Remodeling: The project spends $5.14 million to upgrade the 
Harvey Hall Theatre. Built in 1916, this theater needs major renovation. The project 
will improve accessibility and replace the sound system, lighting, rigging, curtains and 
track, reconstruct the balcony, renovate other rooms, and upgrade the ventilation, elec- 
trical and plumbing systems. 

“We have been working on getting this project for 20 years, and now it will happen,” 
Chancellor Sorensen said. 


Construction i is anticipated to begin in winter 2009 with completion in late fall to a - 


winter 2010. 

2. Price Commons Second Floor Renovation: The budget deo calls for the: Ton : 
of the second floor of Price Commons for $3.08 million, which was built in 1967. 
The work includes asbestos abatement and upgrading the mechanical systems and the 
food service area. 

3. Funding for the $3 million NanoSTEM initiative, a partnership between UW-Stout, . 
UW-Eau Claire and Chippewa Valley Technical College. At UW-Stout this means pro- 


_ viding two new majors important to the plastics and high-technology sectors in the 


Chippewa Valley: the polymer and computer/electrical majors. Furthermore, the Nan- 
oSTEM part of the budget provided money to add two faculty members for biotechnol- 
ogy and two positions for nanotechnology. There are also positions for the polymer and 
computer/electrical majors. 

4. Financial aid: Finally, the budget includes an increase in financial aid under the Wis- 
consin Higher Education Grant program, which will help address our current financial _ 
aid waiting list of about 300 students. The budget includes state support for veteran’s _ 


tuition remission.

One cause seems to be the decrease in 
interaction between students.

understanding of the environment that sur- 
rounds them. 

~ As important as consideration and com- 
munication are to campus travel, it is also 
important to remember there are laws and 
regulations that govern. Sergeant Starck of 
Menomonie police department emphasizes, 
“There seems to be many students who are 
uninformed in the regulations that are set for 
pedestrians and bicyclists. 
This is something that 


Bikes are considered 
vehicles. For this reason 
they need to follow the 
same traffic laws as all 
other vehicles. They should 
remain on the roads unless they are unable to 
get to a campus building. Bikers also need to 
treat pedestrians the same as a parked car, no 
swerving in and out of pedestrians and leave 
three feet between the two. 

Police Officer Heins states, “Bikers who do 
not follow these laws can be issued a ticket, it is 
better to be safe than sorry.”

Stout students support victims of

According to a University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout campus violence survey, only 10 
percent of respondents reported experienc- 
ing an incident of sexual assault while en- 
rolled at UW-Stout, but 75 percent agree 
that all forms of abuse are harmful. 

Sexual abuse is something rarely wor- 
ried about by UW-Stout students, but it can 
not be denied. 

Sarah Finger is a representative for the 
Wisconsin Alliance for Women’s Health 
(WAWH). It is the goal of this group to ad- 
vance womens’ health, and support womens’ 
health policy. “25,000 women in the United 
States become pregnant each year as a result 
of rape,” Finger said. 

“However, 88 percent of these pregnan- 
cies could be prevented if these rape victims 
had access to emergency contraceptives,” 
Finger said. 

Though the American Medical Associa- 
tion considers pregnancy prevention “A nec- 
essary component of treatment for women 
who have been sexually assaulted,” WAWH 
states 42 percent of Wisconsin hospital emer- 
gency rooms do not offer emergency contra- 
ceptives to rape victims at all. 

The Compassionate Care for Rape Vic- 
tims bill will require all Wisconsin hospitals 
to educate and give access to emergency con- 
traceptives to sexually assaulted women. 

The bill was passed in May of this year 
by the Senate, and the Coalition launched the 
Faces of Compassion Campaign on Oct. 22, 
following a statewide Community Day of Ac- 
tion in which hundreds of activists declared 
their support for the Compassionate Care for 
Rape Victims bill. 

However, there is a proposed amend- 
ment to the bill, which lets a hospital or doc- 
tor decide if they wish to supply the emer- 
gency contraceptive or not. 

This amendment completely obliter- 
ates the bill’s entire purpose. Doctors may 
disagree with providing the medication 
because of their personal belief that it is 
“unconstitutional” or that emergency con- 
traception is abortion. 

In the 10 states that have already 
passed the bill, its constitutionality has 
never been questioned. The fact is that 
emergency contraceptives can only prevent 
a pregnancy; they do not destroy an exist- 
ing pregnancy. 

By Wisconsin law, hospitals are re- 
quired to educate patients of all possible 
treatments. However, only one-third of Wis- 
consin hospitals offer emergency contracep- 
tives to rape victims. Why is it so important 
that rape victims get emergency contracep- 
tives in hospitals? 

“Emergency contraceptives may work 
up to 120 hours after the incident, but it is 90 
percent effective within the first 12 hours,” 
says Sara Finger, a representative of the Wis- 


consin Alliance for Women’s Health. “This is 
why it is important that patients can get the 
medication as soon as possible, and that’s in 
the emergency

“Rape victims deserve to get basic care 
which is recommended by every major medi- 
cal association,” said Murray. 

“Hopefully the assembly can make a 
decision on this issue by the end of 2007, 
which will provide them with the care they 
deserve,” said Murray. 

The Men for Violence Protection 
(MVP) is a student organization whose goal 


support the fight against sexual violence. 

Frank Baird first proposed Walk a Mile 
in Her Shoes: The International Men’s March 
to Stop Rape, Sexual Assault & Gender Vio- 
lence in 2001. “This march gives men the op- 
portunity to publicly demonstrate their cour- 
age and commitment to preventing gender 
violence,” said Frank. 

This year, the Menomonie, Wis. po- 
lice department approached Men in Vio- 
lence Prevention wondering what could

be done about offensive signs outside of 
homes on Main Street on moving-in day. 

“The officers can only take down signs 
with swear words,” said the MVP’s advisor, 
Jessica Bryan. “Next year, the MVP’s plan to 
talk to the houses on this street, and educate 
them about sexual harassment,” said Bryan. 
The Dean will also be going to some of the 
houses along with the members of MVP. 

Bryan is also involved as the project 
coordinator for the Campus Violence Preven- 
tion Project, which strives to educate, pre- 
vent, intervene and coordinate efforts against 
violence on the UW-Stout campus. The 
CVPP offers free and confidential services to 
all students-women and men- who may ex- 
perience sexual assault, dating or domestic 
violence or stalking. 

If you wish to help the Compassion- 
ate Care for Rape Victims bill become 
law, the best thing to do is write a letter to 
your legislator, and share the information.

Mabel Tainter gets a facelift 


Local theatre receives a much needed renovation after being open since 1889

With $4.55 million in renovations for 
the new Mabel Tainter Center of the Arts, 
Gary Schuster, executive director of the the- 
ater, has some innovative ideas on how to 
tackle the needs of the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout students. 

Wireless Internet and a coffee shop are 
being added after Thanksgiving, lounge areas 
and an extended library are just a few new 
features to find at the new Mabel Tainter. 
With these features, Schuster is hoping to 
bring in more UW-Stout students. 

The coffee shop will be contracted with 
On Fire Ovens, owned by Jenny Elliot and- 
will provide coffee and food service in the 
public room in late November. 

“The first thing I did was to discontinue 
locking the building up and started an open 
door policy”, said Schuster upon his arrival 
into his executive director position three 
years ago. 

This. meant no 
more mandatory guid- 
ed tours and people 
could come and go 
as they pleased. 
Schuster’s only 
request is that 
visitors remain 


respectful of the property during their un- 
guided exploration. 

Schuster has had many nationally rec- 
ognized acts perform at the Mabel Tainter. 
He joked, however, “Some of us are in our 
50s and are really not in tune with what 
students are listening to today,” Schus- 
ter said. “If someone wants to see a cer- 
tain band or DJ come in and play, just let 
me know and we will get them in here”, 
Schuster emphasized. 

UW-Stout student bands are also more 
than welcome to come and play at the newly 
renovated Mabel Tainter. “Tf there is a stu- 
dent band who wants a chance to play on a 
professional stage, have ticketing and mar- 
keting done for them, we will do it,” Schuster 
said enthusiastically. 

It could put some money into the band’s 
pocket and could help strengthen the rela- 
tionship with students, he thought. 

For UW-Stout students only, $6 rush tick- 
ets are available. A rush ticket can be purchased 
two hours before any show that is not sold out. 
The tickets are not confined to any sec- 
tion; rush seating is available wher- 
ever there are open 


seats, which could be in the front row, accord- 
ing the Schuster. 

With tickets for professional theatre 
now ranging near $100, shows at the Mabel 
Tainter are a deal at $24, and a steal at $6 
for students. 

“The rush ticket is a cheap way to see 
a professional show,” said Schuster. This is 
another way that the Mabel Tainter is trying 
to reach out to UW-Stout students. 

Because of the current hours of opera- 
tion from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., it has been hard to 
accommodate students in the past. But with 
the new hours of operation being instituted 
sometime in November, this will change. 
The new hours of operation will be 10 a.m. 
to 10 p.m., which gives UW-Stout students a 
new, cultured place to study. 

UW-Stout groups, whether they are a 
small study group or large meeting groups, 
are also welcome at the Mabel Tainter. “We 
have several data ports and wireless Internet 
in every room,” Schuster said. 

Groups of 15 people or more are encour- 
aged to call and make a reservations to ensure 
that a location and time is available. 
Thinking of hosting a reception or din- 
ner at an upcoming show? Schuster 
said that UW-Stout groups could 
have a private reception in the 
Public Room before, 
during and after a

but would be provided free of charge to uni- 
versity organizations. 

In addition to the available meeting space 
for students, the Library for the Arts is open to 
the public. It contains mainly art history books. 
John Russell’s collections of vaudeville books 
are currently featured in the library. The Mabel 
Tainter will be purchasing about $3,000 worth 
of art books in the upcoming months. 

As of now, library books can’t be 
checked out, but Schuster said that they hope 
to someday become a lending library. 

Last spring Schuster met with UW-Stout’s 
deans and provosts to discuss possible part- 
nerships between the university and the- 
ater. Exchanging free classroom and 
meeting space in return for access 
to the daily student e-mails was 
one deal that Schuster was trying 
to propose to the university. 

Individual faculty and staff 
from the university have been 
putting forth effort to help the 

theater with their advertising 
endeavors. Private donations 
have come in and professors 
like Mark Pruett and Stephanie 
Graber have brought their class- 
es in to experience the theater.

Mabel Tainter History 


The entire Mabel Tainter Theater renovation was a $4.55 million project. It included up- 
grades of everything from the draperies to the electrical system, along with a complete structural 
renovation. The last time a renovation was done on the theater was in the 1980s. 

In addition to the upgrades, an annex was added to the north side of the building to make 
the theater compliant with the ADA. Now functioning with an elevator to accommodate dis- 
abled people and provide public safety, the annex also provides a master staircase with access 
to all three floors of the theater. 

Approximately $3.75 million of the construction budget came from money that was do- 
nated or given through grants from the city of Menomonie, Wis. and Dunn County. Of the 
$600,000 left to raise, $200,000 will be awarded through the Jeffris Grant if the theater can raise 
the remaining $400,000 on its own. This money will come through either the theater’s Bravo! 
Campaign or other private donations. 

The Mabel Tainter opened its doors in 1889 as a memorial to Andrew and Bertha 
Tainter’s daughter, Mabel, who died three years prior to the construction of the theater. 
Mabel, being a lover of music and the arts, was the inspiration to her parents to build the 
Victorian-era Theater. 

The Mabel Tainter Theater is listed on the National Register of Historic Places, a desig- 
nated Wisconsin Historical Marker Site, and a charter member of the League of Historic Ameri- 
can Theaters. Still fully functioning after 120 years, the theater remains on its original site in 
downtown Menomonie.

College without drinking?

Ever wonder what would happen if you 
quit drinking? ; 

If you think that life would be a lot less 
fun, exciting or adventurous, then think about 
this: According to the Phoenix House web- 
site, the average college student spends about 
$900 on alcohol each year. 

Added up over a student’s four years 
of college life, that is $3,600 you could be 
saving and using for something else. Some- 
thing like a Sony Bravia 52-inch High Defi- 
nition Flat Panel. LCD TV, which retails for 
$3,499.99. Or a ticket for a main-level end 
zone seat at the 2008 Super Bowl XLII. 
How about installing a whirlpool with a Hy- 
dro massage system in your new apartment 
after graduation? ; 

All of these are possibilities with the 
cash you would save from not drinking. If 
those benefits are not motivation enough, 


The Hard Facts

then consider the many consequences you 
could encounter as a result of drinking. 

According to a report released by the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison’s Popu- 
lation Health Institute, Wisconsin adults 
have the highest alcohol use in the nation, 
and underage drinking rates also top na- 
tional averages. 

You’ve heard all the statistics about 
death, assault and sexual abuse that go along 
with unhealthy alcohol consumption. How- 
ever, what about the less talked about conse- 
quences? Such as missing class, ruining an 
interview or failing to secure a job because 
of the underage drinking ticket you got fresh- 
man year? 

These are less severe but still very dam- 
aging penalties. 

Todd Paavola is the Project Coordina- 
tor for a Department of Education Grant that 
is directed toward reducing high risk drink- 
ing of first-year University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students. 

“The choices that you make in col- 
lege—even the judgment of putting things 
online—can affect you in the future, seri- 
ously,” Paavola said. “Most don’t think the 
underage drinking ticket is a big deal, but 
that will show up on their criminal record.” 

Amber Gerber, who is the coordinator 
of the alcohol and other drug education pro- 
gram at UW-Stout, has similar thoughts on 
the issue. 

“Alcohol citations stay on a person’s 
record for five years, and drunk driving is 
longer. Future employers take legal records 
into consideration when they’re selecting 
employees,” Gerber said. 

With the help of the Internet, employers 
can now more easily discover the legal back- 
ground of potential candidates. 

One website—http://weca.wicourts. 
gov/index.xsl—is public domain and shows 
all Wisconsin court records and citations, 
including traffic, underage drinking and dis- 
orderly conduct. Any kind of ticket shows 
up on this website and anyone, including em- 
ployers, can view them. 

Paavola also commented that employ- 
ees are using websites such as Facebook and 
online dating services to find the personal 
information about candidates that they can’t 
find elsewhere. 

This increase in an employer’s ability to 
discover personal information should cause 
student’s to think not only about what they’re 
putting online but more importantly, about 
what they’re using their college-years to do. 

“You have to make a choice as to what 
you’re here to do,” Paavola said. “If people 
can learn to modify their drinking behaviors 
and concentrate on schooling, they’ ll perform 
better once they get out of college.” 

It’s hard to see past college though, and 
many students use drinking as a way to fit in 
and meet new people their first year. 

“Based on our-focus group results,” 
Paavola said, “The overwhelming rea- 


son people reported for underage drink- 
ing is that it helped them approach people 
that they wouldn’t otherwise be confident 
enough to approach.” 

While alcohol may boost confidence 
temporarily, it usually destroys it in the end. 


Gerber commented that many students — 


make “negative choices while under the in- 
fluence that go against their values and usu- 
ally lead to negative consequences.” 

One of those harmful consequenc- 
es is doing poorly in school and then being 
unable to get a job after graduation. . 

“Being careful of what you do and how 
you’re presenting yourself and the university 
is really critical for your success later in life,” 
Paavola said. 

Paavola completed his undergradu- 
ate degree at UW-Stout years back and re- 
members the party scene then and how it 
affected people. 

“A lot of the patterns people are devel- 
oping now will carry on in their profession- 
al life, and that can be dangerous. I know 
people who left this place who were heavy 
drinkers and they couldn’t break out of that 
habit,” Paavola said. 


Those people, Paavola said, had a hard 
time advancing in their jobs, if they could get 
hired in the first place. 

Behavior in college greatly affects 
your future, especially in the area of alcohol 
abuse. Gerber urges students to check out 
the Alcohol and Other Drug Education web- 
site (www.uwstout.edu/aod), which features 
an instrument called the “e-CHUG” that can 
calculate the impact alcohol use is having on 
students’ finances, body image, and ability to 
succeed in-school. 

It also lists risk factors, how to make 
changes and many resources that are avail- 
able to help a person struggling with alco- 
hol use. 

If the consequences and threats aren’t 
enough to curb your thirst, just think about 
how much more fun you could have watch- 
ing Dr. McDreamy in high definition or Brett 
Favre in person instead of being too hung- 
over to work.

Defense attorneys told jurors the mother 
had trouble with her rebellious daughter and 
the girl agreed to the piercing to help rebuild 
her mother’s trust. 

Child welfare officials were called after 
the girl became infected from the piercing.

Social Security dying with the aged

applied for Social 
Security. She is the

Kathleen Casey-Kirschling applied for 
benefits on October 15. Casey-Kirschling 
was born one second after midnight on Jan. 
1, 1946, gaining her recognition as the first 
baby boomer. The baby boomers genera- 
tion consists of nearly 80 million born from 
1946 to 1964. An estimated 10,000 people a 
day will become eligible for Social Security 
benefits over the next two decades.

Of all the King’s books I have read, the 
Dark Tower series is without a doubt the 
pinnacle of his work.

This will ultimately result in drastically 
higher taxes, reduced benefits, increased 
debt or cuts to other critical government 
programs. Unless, of course, they get rid of 
Social Security altogether, or it just disap- 
pears into oblivion. It is said that Social 
Security will be broke by 2042. I'll be a ripe 
age of 56. Hmm Social Security gone before 


The book introduced Roland Deschain, the 
main character in the series.

He created some phrases and words that he 
would use throughout the series, such as ka, 
which means destiny, and Can-Toi, which 
means “low men”. King has said that the 
series was based mostly off a poem written 
by Robert Browning, Child Roland to the 
“Dark Tower Came.” He also said that Clint 
Eastwood was a major source of inspiration for 
the character of Roland.

Guitar Hero: 
Now a trifecta of ROCK

Available in stores now, the latest addition 
to the popular “Guitar Hero” franchise features 
new songs, competitive play, and a graphical 
overhaul for the next-generation systems. 

The” Guitar Hero” video games bring 
the world of rock to the average consumer. 
Rhythm-based, “Guitar Hero” turns classic 
songs into note charts that continuously flow 
towards the bottom of the screen. As they 
reach the bottom, the five colored fret buttons 
on the guitar-shaped peripheral specifically de- 
signed for the games must be held down based 
on the notes approaching the bottom next, and 
a small strum bar must be flicked at the ex- 
act moment they hit. The game can be played 
with a regular controller, but it loses the appeal 
of feeling like a rocker that way. 

Seventy-five new songs are included in 
“Guitar Hero III: Legends of Rock”. Fifty-one 
songs in that list are master recordings, while 
the remaining 20 are covers not performed by 
the original artist. Some highlights include 
Black Sabbath’s “Paranoid”, Guns N’ Roses’ 
“Welcome to the Jungle”, and Metallica’s 
“One.” Within those 71 songs are three unique 
songs designed specifically for competitive 
play in the game’s new battle mode. One of 
those songs is Steve Ouimette’s “The Devil 
Went Down to Georgia.” 

The battle mode replaces the usual “Star 
Power” reward system, basically a multiplier 
for points earned while playing, with special 
attacks that can be activated against the oppos- 
ing player. Some of these attacks are making 
the notes flash, flipping the notes to suit a left- 
handed person, or even increasing the song 
difficulty up a notch. Some of these attacks 
stay active for a period of time, while oth- 
ers must be removed by certain input by the 
player. The song ends when one player fails 
a song, usually due to the attacks by the op- 
posing player. 

Other new features include a completely 
redesigned graphic system, although it plays 
exactly as “Guitar Hero” always has. There is 
also a greater emphasis on cooperative play, 
with some songs exclusive to the cooperative 
career. Further on that is on-line play for many 
of the game modes, like Battle Mode. 
Another interesting feature is downloadable 
content, as the publisher Activision intends 
on continuing to support the game with new 
songs that can be purchased online. 

“Guitar Hero III: Legends of Rock” re- 
tails various prices depending on the system 
and if you purchase the guitar peripheral with 
it. It is available both with and without the 
peripheral, and is available on the Playstation 
3, Xbox 360, the Wii, and Playstation I. The 
most notable difference between the consoles 
is that the Playstation II version has no on-line 
play, and both the PS II version and the Wii 
version have no downloadable content.

Video puts Hillary in the spotlight

One video, which is both shocking and 
revealing, will be making its debut on Nov. 5, 
exactly one day before we vote for our nation’s 
president. This is a rare movie that has succeed- 
ed in exposing the corruption and lies behind 
one of the most powerful and influential female 
politicians in the United State’s history. 

“Hillary! Uncensored — Banned by the 
Media” is one of the first documentaries on 
Hillary Clinton, which follows the scandals and 
crimes committed by Hillary and her political 
friends during her 2000 Senate race.

This 13 minute trailer has already been 
viewed by well over one million people 
since it first became available on-line on 
July 18 of 2007. One of the most shocking 
aspects of this trailer includes a five minute 
taped conversation between Hillary Clinton 
and Peter Paul, proving that Hilary was ille- 
gally involved in a fundraiser that exceeded 
well over $25,000. 

According to John Armor, a consti- 
tutional law specialist, “It is considered 
a felony, punishable for up to five years 
in jail, for a candidate to be directly in- 
volved in this type of fund raising activ- 
ity if it exceeds $25,000, and the [Federal 
Election Committee] found that it exceed- 
ed $1.2 million.”

Considering that the trailer itself has 
already been viewed by over one million 
people to date, it is logical to say that there 
is an obvious amount of public interest 
surrounding the not so public side of Hill- 
ary Clinton. 

Concerning the allegations that Hillary 
accepted and later covered up the receiving

For fifty-nine minutes the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout Blue Devils and the 
University of Wisconsin-River Falls Fal- 
cons engaged in a game that was too close 
for comfort.

What do sinkholes, zebrafish and electrodes have in common?

“Student Chelsea Treiber sits down in 
front of a computer as Jo Hopp, Ph.D., assis- 
tant professor of physics, places electrodes at 
her temples. Additional electrodes are taped 
above and below her eye.” 

Sound like something that happens 
in a science-fiction film?

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Several months 
after the United States Senate took action to 
address digital piracy on college campuses in 
its Higher Education Act (HEA) Reauthoriza- 
tion bill, lawmakers in the House introduced 
their own legislation that will further the 
fight against piracy, a problem that costs our 
economy millions of dollars and Americans 
thousands of jobs each year. Motion Picture 
Association of America, Inc. (MPAA) Chair- 
man and CEO Dan Glickman lauded the bill 
as a positive step in educating students and 
deterring illegal downloads and file-sharing 
on college campuses. 

House Education and Labor Committee 
Chairman George Miller (CA) introduced 
the College Opportunity and Affordability 
Act of 2007 on Friday, Nov. 9. In the bill, 
Chairman Miller included a provision that 
would direct institutions of higher educa- 
tion to inform students and employees about 
policies and procedures related to illegal 
downloading and distribution of copyright- 
ed materials. Additionally, the legislation 


“T especially enjoyed learning how Stout 
students were involved in research and creative 
activities, and that Stout is the only campus in 
the UW System where some of the patentable 
inventions have come from students. These 
facts and these research stories are reasons for 
Stout to be proud,” Short said. 

Another reason to be proud, according 
to Chancellor Sorensen, is that UW-Stout 
utilizes an applied-learning technique that 
allows students and professors to work on 
“real-world projects.” 

“UW-Stout’s applied-learning philoso- 
phy translates new ideas, technologies and 
business models into successful solutions 
for business, industry and society. I believe 
you will see these traits come through in the 
magazine articles,” Sorensen said. 

Short expects the magazine to have 
many beneficiary effects. 

“T hope that as more people know about 
the depth and breadth of Stout’s research ac- 
tivities that this publication would serve as 
a tool to recruit students, recruit faculty and 
staff, encourage collaboration with research- 
ers at other institutions and entice potential 
donors to consider funding Stout’s research 
initiatives,” Short said. 

StoutQuest will be published once a year 
to highlight examples of research initiatives 
that were accomplished that year, Short said. 

The first issue includes examples such 
as: saltwater-filled sinkholes in Lake Huron; 
zebrafish and their similarity to humans; the 
bog “classroom” at UW-Stout; red-legged 
grasshoppers; and, of course, electrode ex- 
periments on UW-Stout students.

Act a step in right direction to curb campus piracy 


would instruct colleges and universities to 
develop a plan for offering alternatives to il- 
legal downloading or peer-to-peer distribu- 
tion of intellectual property as well as a plan 
to explore technology-based deterrents to 
prevent such illegal activity. The bill takes 
the added step of authorizing the Secretary 
of Education to award grants to institutions 
of higher education to develop programs of 
prevention, education, and cost-effective 
technological solutions to reduce and elimi- 
nate the illegal downloading and distribu- 
tion of intellectual property. 

“The MPAA commends Chairman 
Miller for taking this step to protect intel- 
lectual property on college campuses,” said 
MPAA Chairman and CEO Dan Glickman. 
“Intellectual property theft is a worldwide 
problem that hurts our economy and costs 
more than 140,000 American jobs every 
year. We are pleased to see that Congress is 
taking this step to help keep our economy 
strong by protecting copyrighted material 
on college campuses.” 


Glickman noted that the MPAA’s most 
recent data shows that the U.S. motion picture 
industry lost $6.1 billion to piracy in 2005. 
About 44 percent of the industry’s domestic 
losses — over $500 million annually — are at- 
tributed to college students illegally sharing 
files over peer-to-peer (P2P) networks. 

“We have been working closely with 
the higher education community and value 
that partnership because we are all in this 
together,” Glickman said. “Illegal download- 
ing doesn’t just hurt the motion picture and 
music industries, but it can also be harmful to 
universities as it puts their systems at risk for 
security purposes, takes up bandwidth, and 
slows systems that are designed for research 
and other educational purposes.” 

Glickman noted that many colleges and 
universities have already successfully de- 
ployed technologies to address digital piracy 
and have found that the technology is saving 
them money in the long run. He also point- 
ed out the growing list of legal alternatives, 
which can be found at www.mpaa.org.

The particular 
class she is part of, sociology of altruism, 
taught by Dr. Bruce Pamperin, is given the 
rare privilege to participate in a fundraiser 
to support a cause of its choosing.

Useful Facebook application, Carpool, helps match students with rides home 


Finding a ride home for Thanksgiving 
with friends and classmates has never been 
this easy. For the first time ever, students 
will be able to safely and conveniently use a 
Facebook application to share rides home for 
some homemade turkey. The application is 
called Carpool, and having launched just this 
summer, it is already the most popular online 
ridesharing service in North America. 

It is especially popular among students 
on college campuses, where it has replaced 
traditional ride boards at student centers with 
a more convenient online interface. 

Over 10,000 rides have been posted 
on Carpool in less than four months. “The 
growth is unprecedented,” comments Logan 
Green, the creator of Carpool. “It shows that 
not allpopular Facebook applications have to 
involve ninjas and vampires. An application 
like Carpool helps students find safe rides in ad- 
dition to cutting their gas expenses and reduc- 
ing CO2 - and it’s clear students value that.”

The Carpool ap- 
plication uses Google 
Maps technology to 
match students trav- 
eling in the same di- 
rection. After the trip, 
users are encouraged 
to leave feedback, 
to help inform future 
Carpool users. The application makes ride- 
sharing a more social experience. 

“Tt really feels like I’m part of a com- 
munity,” says Meredith Hoffman, a junior at 
Cornell University. “I could never trust an 
anonymous service like Craigslist because I 
wouldn’t know anything about the other us- 
ers. Using Carpool on Facebook, I can choose 
to ride with people in my school who I know 
I can trust.” 

Carpool on Facebook was built by a 
diverse team of students from around the 
country. Rajat Suri, a developer of Car- 
pool, says, “We’re students, so we know 
what students need in terms of ridesharing. 
And we’re thrilled that they’re responding 
to our application and helping ridesharing 
become a part of mainstream culture on 
college campuses.” 


The Honors sociology of altruism 
class agrees with this statement and has 
built their fundraiser around supporting 
this cause. Each student has the opportu- 
nity to sell water bottles with “Every Drop 
Helps” printed on the side to raise money 
for AWF. Prins comments, “It’s great that 
it’s so simple for everyone to help out. $1 
helps one person get clean drinking water. 
So if you’re able to give $5 or buy a $10 
water bottle, it’s going to improve the lives 
ofso many people.” __ 

“This is a really good opportunity to 
help someone in a situation we never have 
to experience; it is different from anything I 
will probably ever encounter,” Frisch states. 
“Tt’s a good cause; the foundation is excel- 
lent, and the people are in desperate need of 
our help. If students feel at all responsible 
to want to help, they can easily do this by 
purchasing a water bottle.” 

The aim of this fundraiser is to not only 
reach Africa, but the classroom as well. Dr. 
Pamperin’s goal for the sociology of altru- 
ism class has both long-term and short-term 
benefits. It provides a case study of a social 
problem and also brings an improved under- 
standing of what effective kindness is from 
an individual to corporate level. Frisch, along 
with the rest of the class, sees this as a unique 
opportunity for the student body to step out- 
side of their own realities, take a-look at the 
rest of the world, and make:a difference. 

“Each person on campus can help to 
bring fresh water to an African village,” Dr. 
Pamperin comments. “I’ve been thinking, it 
just takes the University of Wisconsin-Stout 
community to help raise a village.”

“We wanted to show the community 
the different things you can do with the 
things you normally throw out,” said Stacie 
McCormack. McCormack is the president of 
GreenSense, a non-profit, UW-Stout student 
organization that does community clean- 
up projects and sponsors environmental 
awareness events. 

The competition had approximately 40 
entries in the five categories of elementary, 
middle school, high school and college 
students and non-college adults residing in 
Dunn County. Two prizes were awarded for 
each category; one for judges’ choice and one 
for popular choice of those attending. 


Beside the art competition, attendees 
could listen to music from the band Little 
Willie, view educational displays and play 
games put together by Biology students. The 
games and displays were used to raise the 
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awareness of Dunn County residents about 
the benefits to the ecology, economy and 
national security. 

GreenSense has done other events 
including being a part of “Green My Apple,” 
a grass roots effort to convince Apple 
Computers to change their manufacturing 
methods to the greener side. They are also 
looking to a future project of a community- 
composting site. Because of the big response 
from the community, the Recycle Art 
Competition may become an annual event, 
said McCormack. :

But to what end? 

Now, I won’t start ranting about the 
greedy drug companies, but here’s a fact 
I found researching for a paper for Jonna 
Gjevre’s Critical Writing class: over 50 
percent of all Americans are on some sort 
of prescription drug for depression, social 
anxiety, insomnia, and other social disorders 
that cause us poor social-bound creatures 
undue stress.

We are depressed, we 
feel alone, like no one understands us but our 
false friends on the Net. Pill-popping is not 
the answer, my friends. To risk sounding like 
a hippie: love is the answer. 

My cry to you is this—don’t let tech- 
nology make you lazy. Get up off your ass 
and figure out how to do things the hard way, 
the way our ancestors have done it since the 
dawn of time. You might be happier because 
of it.

The Alarmists band performed at the 
Underground on Thursday, Nov. 8. After 
about 10 minutes of set up, the band’s 


front man Eric Lovold introduced himself 


and the rest of the band to the audience. 

The stage lights blazed as the Alarm- 
ists began to play their first set of songs. 
It was apparent that this was an expe- 
rienced band that had a very clear and 
distinctive sound. 

Their music contains elements of clas- 
sic rock mixed with a catchy Brit pop sound, 
somewhat reminiscent of the Beetles. 

Unlike many up and coming bands, 
there was a strong sense of synchronicity 
between each of the members, lending to a 
set of incredibly strong and impactful songs.

Plenty of establishments in 
Menomonie, Wis cater to our apparent 
desire to yell over loud music and drink 
average-tasting beer. While shouting at 
friends in a crowded bar may never lose 
its charm and average beer is firmly 
rooted in college tradition, Das Bierhaus 
offers a culturally distinct alternative for 
your entertainment needs. 

Das Bierhaus is an authentic Bavarian 
brewery and beer hall which opened in 
January of this year. True to its claim, Das 
Bierhaus serves authentic German food 
and brews its own beer. 

To create a beer hall atmosphere, 
traditional German music is streamed over 
the Internet and the décor was purchased 
entirely in Germany. 

At night, the music is still streamed 
from Germany, but you would never 
know it until you hear the announcer 
speak German. 


The beer brewed at Das Bierhaus 
follows the Reinheitsgebot of 1516 
which ensures the purity of the beer. 
Robert Wilber, Das Bierhaus’ brew 
master, is a native German and earned 
his brewing degree in Germany before 
coming stateside. 

Five beers are continuously brewed 
at Das Bierhaus with four seasonal beers 
also in the rotation. German wines are 
also available. 

“Our boots are a novelty,” said 
Marge Quale, one of the owners of 
Das Bierhaus. 

A boot is nothing short of amazing 
the first time you order it. Two liters 
of beer in a boot shaped glass is shared 
between friends, usually ‘accompanied 
with the tradition of flicking the boot 
before passing and receiving. 

“T really like the Hefeweizen,” said 
Darin Kovalske, a senior in engineering 
technology, when asked about what beer 
he has ordered for the boot. 

The kitchen is managed by the brew 
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master’s wife, Karen. Schnitzel and 
currywurst mit pommes are popular items 
onthe menu. Vegetarians are accompanied 
by options tailored towards them as well. 
“Our menu has changed about every 
month as we’ve got feedback,” said Quale. 


Das Bierhaus is not your run-of- 
the-mill drinking establishment. 
Unique to the area, the bar and 
pub also doubles as a micro- 
brewery. Experience one-of-a- 
kind beers and cuisine in the old 
germany fashion nd converse 
with one of the owners, like 
Marge Quale, pictured below.

iconoclastic band fronted by mad social visionary calls for revolution

Caeser Pink and the Imperial Orgy is un- 
like any musical phenomenon one could find. 
A band whose style has resonated old-school 
punk, psychedelic funk and experimental art 
rock, managed to stray from common alter- 
native standards as well as their own for their 
album, “Gospel Hymns For Agnostics And 
Atheists.” 

The title is most assured to comman- 


deer one’s attention. It alone often starts the’ 


cycle of controversy surrounding the band. 
They have been banned from airplay for 
being “anti-religion,” “unethical” and “too 
political.” They’ve even canceled shows 
due to threats of extreme violence or the 
eruption of riots at the venue. And this isn’t 
from more conservative markets; even.col- 
lege radio and media has less than embraced 
the band’s tracks. 

But there is nothing explicitly or implic- 
itly blasphemous or heretic about it. It does 
not promote or defy any particular sect or 
faction of religion, but rather illustrates more 
universal truth. 

The music has a folk twinge to it, with a 


traditional rock flow, and spiritually uplifting 
overtones. If Bob Dylan had started writing 
songs in this era, this is what he’d have writ- 
ten. Also, in the spirit of being truly unify- 
ing and cohesive, the third track “So It Is” 
derives its rhythms from the style of South 
African “Township Music.” 

The truly original lyrical performance 
is brilliant; the words are not just lyrics to a 
song, but pure poetry. They are not just heard 
or read, they are felt and experienced. No one 
walks away untouched. 

Perhaps this is why they have been re- 
peated targets of censorship and protest. 
Perhaps the reason that Pink and his orgy are 
often so fiendishly contested is because they 
present raw thoughts and ideas reflected from 
the very face of the human condition. 

Rock ‘n’ roll has an association with 
drugs, and The Orgy does not disappoint with 
lines like “Pills can make you happy, I seen it 
on TV. So drug me with your video screens, 
S&M scenes and altered genes, drug me drug 
me drug me till I believe,” from the album’s 
first track “The Amazing Tenacity of Job & 
His Brethren.” 

The song’s chorus follows, echoing, We 
preach what we lack, we curse what we sow, and 


people are the opposite of what they show.” 

The controversy, the debate, the vio- 
lence, the passion elicited by the sounds of 
this band tells us something vital. That this 
band does not just make music, they do not 
just make records; they create art. 

Pink, the band’s enigmatic leader, feels, 
“Art is either revolutionary or conformity.” 
That being said, Pink is disturbed by trends 
in the censorship of expression on college 
radio. Depriving free access to the media de- 
prives artists of a voice to reach people. 

“Tt’s a sign of the conformist spirit that 
America has taken,” said Pink. “Americans 
have forgotten that music is an artform with 
which to express ideas, and that there was a 
time when rock music was a conduit for so- 
cial change.” 

These lyrics clearly do not condone 
reckless chemical consumption or active 


rebellion of any sort. They simply reflect 


some of the hypocrisy of common life. And 
that is why they are met with such malice. 
They challenge the power structure at its core 
ideas. They expose the overlooked. 

In the song “Praise of Shadows” they 
profess that, “Everybody’s got a skeleton 
somewhere.” Maybe this is an example of 


what arouses such contempt; skeletons are 
where they are because people want them 
hidden. Later in that verse they ask, “What 
should we do now? Should we huddle in the 
comer, live with fear in our hearts?” 

Do we hide from our skeletons, do we 
fear our truth? It would seem that many do. 

Caeser Pink and the Imperial Orgy may 
offend because they make art and good art is 
made to offend. To be offended one must feel 
the foundation of their beliefs has been chal- 
lenged or threatened. 

This implies that not only does one pos- 
sess a foundation of beliefs, but feels its pres- 
ervation to be a priority. The artist’s goal is 
not to make friends, but to make thinkers. 

This is what The Orgy does and this is 
why they rock. 

They refer to the tracks as “Gospel 
Hymns” because the specific concoction of 
chords and comprehensive lyrics compose 
ballads of being.-They say they’re for Ag- 
nostics and Atheists because they speak of a 
“Ubiquitous experience of spirit transcendent 
of any specific doctrine.”

The Blue Devils had to fight through 
turnovers and a consistently tough War- 
hawks defense but came up on the short end 
as the clock read zeroes.

The colleges within the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout are scheduled to be reorga- 
nized on July 1, 2008. 

To identify with the polytechnic des- 
ignation, the realignment of the colleges is 
a logical step in maximizing the impact of 
clustering similar disciplines together. 

Throughout the beginning stages of the 
realignment, representatives of various pro- 
grams were able to request and receive ap- 
propriate placement inthe different colleges. 
By reshaping where the different programs 
are placed, the means to get the largest im- 
pact possible can be focused. 

As of now, there are two possible 
models for the new realignment. One will 
be chosen by the end of the fall semester. 
“Beginning in January 2008, we will begin 
the process of implementing the change so 
it can be finished by July,” says Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen. 

Tentatively, there will be four colleg- 
es within the university as well as a new

I had hoped that at the meeting with 
Blue Drive, I would get to try out a new taxi 
service at the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 
One that would maybe drive you from North 
Campus to your classes, to Wal-Mart, or may- 
be to Applebee’s for lunch. I was surprised 
when everyone else at the meeting pulled out 
informational packets and sat down. 

Blue Drive turns out to have nothing to do 
with cars, but it is another useful tool for UW- 
Stout students. “The old network storage was 
really difficult to share information, and this is 
where Blue Drive shines,” stated Mike Dodor, 
the network manager. “With Blue Drive, stu- 
dents can access data from any place that they 
have Internet access, and share that information 
with anyone they wish, whether it be a teacher, 
another student, or their mother, even if that 
person doesn’t have a UW-Stout account.” 

Blue Drive is a web-based tool for stu- 
dent storage, which can store, publish, orga- 
nize and share files. “Blue Drive is a program 
from the Xythos company, which can also be 
referred to as a digital locker,” said Dan Dun- 
bar, the network specialist. “This is what the 
old network storage did, but much simpler 
and user friendly,” adds Jane Henderson, the 
e-scholar program coordinator. 

Dunbar believes that, “The best aspect 
to the Blue Drive is that you access your data 
from any place that you can get Internet ac- 
cess; at your home, at school, or on vacation.” 
“Students get one gigabyte of storage with 
Blue Drive as opposed to only 200 mega- 


Center for Interdisciplinary Collaboration. 
According to Faculty Senate President, Dr. 
Jerry Kapus, “A goal of the center is to pro- 
mote interdisciplinary classes and connec- 
tions in curriculum.” 

The specific goals of the center are not 
outlined very clearly.as of yet, but the main 
focus is to enhance the learning experience 
of students. Ideas for doing so include team 
teaching, joint appointments and other inter- 
disciplinary activities. 

The new College of Education, Health 
and Human Sciences will house the School 
of Education, including the Child and Fam- 
ily Study Center. Departments included in 
this college are the department of food and 
nutrition, department of psychology, de- 
partment of human development and fam- 
ily studies, department of rehabilitation and 
counseling, department of physical educa- 
tion and also the Stout Vocational Rehabili- 
tation Institute. 

The new College of Arts and Letters will 
include the department of art and design, de- 
partment of English and philosophy, depart- 
ment of social science, and the department of 


bytes with the current storage,” says Dodor. 
“There are 8,000 students at Stout, but only 
the 3,000 students on campus can use the cur- 
rent storage,” said Henderson. 

Korawan Muangmode is a graduate 
assistant helping design tutorials for Blue 
Drive. “The icons for Blue Drive are like 
those in the students’ email accounts so they 
are familiar and less confusing.” The tutori- 
als are short, online video clips which can be 


accessed in the Blue Drive Website. “They_ 


show what Blue Drive is, what it looks like, 
how to access it, and basically how to use it; 
there is even a ‘help’ icon on every page,” 
adds Muangmode. 

Blue Drive was tested in four classes as 
pilot groups. “We tried to find four classes 
that would use the storage and sharing capa- 
bilities in different ways,” explained Dunbar.

The new College of Management will 
house the department of hospitality and tour- 
ism, department of business, department of 
operations and management and the depart- 
ment of military science.

“We wanted to find glitches in the program 
before it is open to all Stout students, and 
how we could design it to be as easy for the 
students to use as possible,” he added. 

“Tnitially, we were looking for new stor- 
age, but after we got into it, we see that there 
are many more uses,” said Doug Wahl, the 
Chief Information Officer (CIO). “We want 
students to make suggestions, because then 
they can be addressed...this is really about 
the students,” adds Henderson. . 

“We are hoping that once the whole stu- 
dent body uses it, they will see where it goes; 
there are so many uses we don’t even know 
yet,” said Dodor. “A lot is going to depend on 
how the students use it.” 

To log into Blue Drive, the user would 
go to its website (bluedrive.uwstout.edu) and

students and their majors at all. “The pro- 
grams are still the same programs, and the 
departments are still the same,’ she said.

Tn relation to the realignment, Chancel- 
lor. Sorensen.is hoping that within the next 
five years, eight to 10 new programs will be 
added. “The new majors should be focused 
around program expansion and the polytech- 
nic designation,” he said. 

Cognitive science, biotechnology, gam- 
ing and design, two engineering majors and 
others are programs the chancellor wants to 
see added to UW-Stout’s list of degrees. 

The realignment will affect the univer- 
sity in many positive ways. “More efficient 
use of resources, better visibility of programs 
to external stakeholders and potential for 
great interdisciplinary collaboration,” thinks 
Kapus of the change in the colleges. 

“The realignment has potential to ben- 
efit student learning,” said Kapus. Anyone

a product they invented for the Functional 


Clothing class through the apparel design and 
development program. 

The Functional Clothing class is aimed 
at problem solving for the product industry. 
Students are instructed to design and create 
clothing that functions a particular need, dis- 
covering new processes to be fashionable and 
perform in a certain way. Their projects tend 
to be very open ended, focusing on defining a 
market and finding a need. 

Gindy Neidermyer, program director for 
apparel design and development, comments, 
“Performance of product is where design is

going. It is important for my students to be ex- 
perienced to that.” Through the class students 
develop greater problem solving skills, which 
ultimately makes their design of fashion gar- 
ments even better. 

Anhalt was a student of Neidermyers 
Functional Clothing class in 2004. As An- 
halt began to explore possible ideas for 
functional garments she realized she wanted 
to focus on outdoors wear. Anhalt comment- 
ed, “I wanted to design a removable garment 
lining that my dad could use when he goes 
fishing. He always goes fishing early in the 
morning when it is cooler out and he usually 
ended up layer sweatpants over his shorts. 
So I wanted to design him something that 
was more functional.” 

Anhalt, along with the help of her fiancé 
Fels, created a one-of-its-kind removable pant 
lining, which can be removed at any time with- 
out undressing. Doing this makes temperature 
fluctuation more bearable when you’re spend- 
ing the day outdoors. 

When Neidermyer was introduced to their 
garment she commented that she was “blown 
away at such a cutting edge design.” Neider- 
myer, along with Anhalt and Fels, knew this 
was a design they wanted to pursue even far- 
ther. This is when Neidermyer got in contact 
with the WiSys Technology Foundation. 


WiSys is a foundation designed to support 
the UW System, stating that their intent is to 
encourage and assist scientific research. Their 
activities include attracting innovative ideas, 
managing patents, and licensing technologies. 
By supporting basic research throughout the 
University of Wisconsin it benefits the Uni- 
versity System, the inventor, the licensee, and 
society as a whole. 

After numerous meetings and legal jargon 
Anhalt and Fels were able to take their design 
to the next level. WiSys was able to provide a 
patent for their product, and the apparel manu- 
facturer JMI USA Ltd. out of Merril, Wis. has 
exclusively licensed it. 

Anhalt expresses, “I never expected my 
design to be patented or even licensed for a 
company to manufacture, market, and sell. 
We are both thrilled that our design concept 
and my execution have come this far!” JMI is 
working on developing the product for mass 
production and has the plans to produce the 
lining for hunting and construction uses. 

Not only are the inventors getting recogni- 
tion for their product, but so is UW-Stout. It 
is currently the first college in the UW System 
that has an invention exclusively licensed ac- 
cording to the UW System technology transfer 
organization WiSys. Anhalt remarks, “UW- 
Stout is unique in this way that they encourage 


students to come up with their own inventions, 
and have them protected through WiSys.” 
Through a class project Anhalt and Fels 
were able to establish a beginning that one 
can be proud of. They made the most of their 
education and went beyond the class doors. “I 


~ personally learned you can achieve anything 


in life as long as you believe in what you are 
doing,” Anhalt stated. 

So as your sitting in class thinking you 
would rather be somewhere else, remember 
you can make something out of your educa- 
tion, and make money while you’re at it. 
Anhalt and Fels are proof of this, and will be 
enjoying what their classes and tuition brings 
them in the near future.

Text messaging while driving; you 
know you do it, just admit it. Pretty soon 
a bill will be introduced in Wisconsin 
prohibiting text messaging while driving 
According to State Senator Alan Lasee, 
who is authoring the bill, “It does not take 
a rocket scientist to come to the conclu- 
sion that text messaging is one of the most 
dangerous things that one can do while 
driving. This is no different than writing out 
Christmas cards to your family while driving 
down the road, and it is an accident waiting 
to happen.” Hmm, yes and no. If you are 
like any typical text messager, you can prob- 
ably text message with your eyes closed or 
on the road and send it without even having 
to look at what you wrote. With over 2,000 
text messages a month sent in my prime, I 
should know. That’s not the point though. I 
am wondering how this is supposed to work. 
When a police officer pulls you over, is he 
going to confiscate your phone and look 
through your sent messages or inbox? What 
if your phone doesn’t save sent messages? 
But in all reality, technically they can’t look 
at your phone in the first place because it is 
an invasion of privacy. 


Nine states have considered leg- 
islation banning text messaging while 
driving and Washington State passed a 
text messaging ban this year that will take 
effect on Jan. 1. The Washington law only 
prohibits texting while driving if you are 
pulled over for another traffic offense, 
and even then the fee is only $101. But 
Washington also added on a cell phone 
law that will be enforced starting in July 
2008 prohibiting cell phone use without a 
hands-free device. 

The law is not without merit; this past 
summer five recently graduated girls from 
East Bloomfield, N.Y., were killed in a car 
accident as the driver was text messag- 
ing with friends back and forth. The story 
made national news. A survey conducted 
by Seventeen Magazine and AAA found 
approximately 46 percent of teens claim to 
text message. A Harvard study indicated 
that almost 2,600 deaths per year were at- 
tributed to cell phone use. The study also 
concluded that cell phone users are four 
to five more times likely to be in a car ac- 
cident than non users. Shouldn’t the bill be 
authored banning cell phone use altogether 
then, if there is more risk with cell phone 
usage in general? Lasee said he thinks it 


makes sense to specifi- 
cally ban text messag- 
ing because it is more 
dangerous and a bigger 
distraction than talking 
on a cell phone while 
driving. What a joke. I 
mean, honestly, that cell 
phone talking soccer 
mom is probably just as 
dangerous. What about 
that company big wig 
making a heated busi- 
ness deal while driving 
55 mph in his Mercedes? Lasee probably 
doesn’t want to ban cell phone talking 
while driving because he himself does it. 

I do think cell phone use can be 
dangerous while driving, and I do believe 
that you should be careful when using your 
cell phone while driving. But, I think that if 
they want to ban text messaging then they 
should ban doing makeup, brushing teeth, 
shaving, eating food and other things while: 
driving too. Just recently I was driving 
on Highway 29 when I saw an older man 
watching a movie on a portable dvd player 
while driving! I bet you wouldn’t do that if 
a police officer was nearby. You probably 
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wouldn’t text message while the police 
were near either. That brings up another 
issue: Lasee’s bill will require persons 
who violate the law to be required to forfeit 
not more than $400 on first offense and 

not more than $800 for a second offense. 
People text messaging while driving that 
cause an accident resulting in bodily harm 
can be fined up to $2,000 and sentenced to 
jail to no less than 30 days. If a driver uses 
a text messaging device and causes an acci- 
dent resulting in death of another'person or 
death of an unborn child, the driver may be

found guilty of a Class G felony, 
which is punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$25,000 or imprisonment not to exceed ten 
years, or both. If the police can’t confiscate 
your phone and look in your sent message 
folder then how in heck is he going to 
know you were text messaging? Well, ap- 
parently they expect you to admit you were 
text messaging so you can get that nice 
hefty fine. Yeah that’s going to happen. 

Maybe I am just mad since I text mes- 
sage, or maybe it’s because the law seems 
ridiculous in the fact how do you prove 
someone was text messaging? If people are 
going to introduce these laws, maybe they 
should think them through a bit better.

For those who are not coffee drinkers, 
the Outback Coffee Shack offers chai teas, 
Numi teas, smoothies, cremosas, and blended 
iced green teas. Goods from Kate’s Custom 
Bakery of Glenwood City, Wis. are also sold 


here. The Outback Coffee Shop provides an 
arrangement of scones, cookies, cinnamon 
rolls, and special breads to have along with 
any choice of beverage. 

The name of the Outback Coffee Shack 
is no accident, and while none of the drinks 
are Australian, there is another reason why 
the coffee shack was named after the land 
down under.

It’s still, however, a very difficult poem 
to get through for many. But luckily for those 
people, the story is now captured on the big 
screen. And I mean “big;” the cinematic 3- 
D adventure known as “Beowulf” is being 
shown not only on the big screen, but in 
IMAX theaters across the country. 

While the movie (loosely) follows the 
storyline of the original poem, the allure of 
this movie is not the execution of telling an 
ancient fairytale, but the epic computer-gen- 
etated battle scenes that infiltrate the entire 
movie. One might think that a movie with 
only battle scenes can get long and boring, 
but the imagery and imagination behind each 
scene keeps the viewer in full sway through- 
out the feature.

This epic CG execution of the old poem 
was directed by Robert Zemeckis, who has 
also directed the “Back to the Future” trilogy, 
“Contact” and “Castaway,” among others. 

Neil Gamon, a Brit-born author who calls 
Menomonie, Wis. his home base, wrote the 
screen play with Roger Avary, who has writ- 


ten screenplays for movies like “Pulp Fiction,” 
“Reservoir Dogs” and “Silent Hill.” Together, 
Zemeckis and the writers created the movie in 
a way that mimicked the feel of the ancient 
poem, keeping to an eerie, haunting style of 
old English dialogue and storytelling. 

This movie is pure entertainment for the 


eyeballs — if the viewer isn’t insulted by the 
fact that the storyline doesn’t live up to the 
storyline of the oldest existing monument to 
the written English language. In order to fully 
appreciate this movie, it is advisable to make 
the trek to Carmike Cinemas in Eau Claire, 
Wis. to watch it in 3-D.

Will you be my friend? | Planning a dinner party for those you like best

With the holiday season here and quick- 
ly inching towards Christmas, it’s a great 
time to pull together a group of friends and 
have a dinner party. Though the concept may 
seem overwhelming at first glance, it’s amaz- 
ing how incredibly fun, easy and inexpensive 
hosting a party can be. 

Breaking down the planning process 
helps to alleviate any potential last minute 
stress or nervousness that can be a part of 
creating a successful gathering. The follow- 
ing information serves as a guide for the 
aspiring host or hostess to create a success- 
ful dinner party for a gathering of friends, 
which is a great weekend event, whether it 
be Christmastime, St. Patrick’s Day, or any- 
_ where in between. 


First thing’s first 


The first step in creating a dinner party _ 


covers the ideas of who, what, where and 
when. Think about a theme. This may be 
a rather easy decision based on the time of 
year. Does a holiday dinner lend itself well 
to the time? Is there an upcoming football 
game that would allow for a lot of team col- 
ors? Pick something that excites both you 
_ and your friends. 
Next, think about who should come to 
' this gathering. Choose friends or family, or 
teally go out on a limb and invite individuals 
you'd like to get to know better. Consider 
what type of dinner this gathering should be; 
a pot luck is a great way to ease some of the 
pressure. A standing dinner allows for a lot 
of light finger food while everyone mingles; 
a sit down dinner can be a great way to remi- 
nisce and catch up with your invitees. 

It’s a good idea to start this venue of 
planning as early on as possible. If at all 
possible, shoot for about a month before the 


actual event to allow plenty of time for plan- 
ning, and ample time for guests to find room 
in their plans. 

Once the potential guest list is estab- 
lished, consider how invitations should be 
sent. Though e-mail is a quick and convenient 
way to handle matters, area stores have fun 
party invitations that add a special touch to 
the upcoming day. Request that guests RSVP 
at least two weeks prior to the date,so that the 
food quantity may be adjusted accordingly. 
Moving right along 

After invitations are sent out, start think- 
ing about recipes. The Internet is a great start- 
ing point for all types of foods, regardless of 
how simple or complicated. Keep in mind 
that most recipes are designed for four serv- 
ings. This will have to be adjusted depending 
on the number of guests. 

To change this, simply multiply the reci- 
pe by a factor to yield the proper amount. For 
instance, if a recipe serves four, but 12 guests 
are expected, multiply the original recipe by 
three. Also keep in mind that having a little 
extra never hurts; most leftovers can be fro- 
zen and kept for later. 

Once recipes are chosen, consider gro- 
cery shopping, as well as setting aside steps 
that can be done ahead of time. For instance, 
if a spaghetti and meatball dinner is planned, 
consider making the meatballs two weeks be- 
fore and freezing them so they simply need to 
be thawed and cooked the day of the event, to 
save a lot of time and energy. 


The countdown begins 

By the time a week prior to the event 
rolls around, the guest list should be final- 
ized, recipes should be chosen, grocery shop- 
ping should be done and with any luck, a 
portion of the recipes may already be frozen, 
awaiting their debut. Also consider any type 
of decorations that could add to the party’s 
atmosphere. 


The day of 

First and foremost, don’t forget to 
breathe! Hosting a dinner party can be a lot 
of work, Don’t expect everything to go per- 
fectly. Some of the best dinner party moments 
will be the ones that were most unexpected. 
Don’t let nerves become an enemy! Be sure 
meal preparation is started with ample time 
before guests are set to arrive; allow time for 
error or a quick run to the store in case of a 
forgotten item. It’s better to have too much 
time than not enough! 

Be sure table needs are set out, with ev- 
erything from napkins and glasses to silver- 
ware and toothpicks. Consider setting a table 
or leaving supplies in a pile for guests to take 
at their own need. 

As guests begin arriving, don’t be afraid 


to enlist in the help of friends. After all, they 
came for the food and friends—most are so 
thrilled to have a home cooked meal that 
they'll willingly do just about anything! 

Even if time becomes a little crunched 
and the meatballs become rock hard, don’t 
worry! If all else fails, there’s always a take- 
out menu from the local pizza joint. The most 
important thing is to remember that dinner 
parties are supposed to be fun and relaxing! 

Take each step of the process as it comes 
and don’t let little snafus become huge prob- 
lems. As was stated before, some of the big- 
gest mistakes can become the best results! 
The more times one plans a dinner party, the 
easier it becomes. Above all, relax, have fun, 
and enjoy the great time that friends and food 
have to offer!

Fin- 
landia was able to tie the game at 89 with 
just under two minutes to go, but last year’s 
leading scorer Jerrel Enerson-Matthews ran 
down a fast break and made a layup with 12 
seconds to go, giving UW-Stout the lead for 
good. Miles Webb was the game’s leading 
scorer and rebounder with 32 points and 11 
boards. With the victory, they advanced to 
the championship game the following day. 

Vs. Viterbo, W 81-63: In the champi- 
onship game of the UW-Stout Tip-Off Tour- 
nament, UW-Stout faced Viterbo University. 
The defense played a spectacular game as it 
was able to hold the V-Hawks to a 30 per- 
cent shooting clip. It was also able to hold all 
but one player to single digits in the point’s 
category, this was Eric Ambrose who led all 
scorers with 27 points. 

The Blue Devils picked up another dou- 
ble-double from the starting line-up, as this 
time Jerrel Enerson-Matthews picked up 19 
points to go with a career high 10 assists. 

The leading scorer, for the second 
game in a row, was Miles Webb with 20 
points. The boards were kept under control 
by Eric Heisler who 
led with 7 rebounds 
while also chipping in 
13 points. The win al- 
lowed the Blue Devils 
to start off the season 
2-0. The offensive 
output by Webb in 
the first two games 
earned him WIAC 
conference player of 
the week honors. 

@ Winona State, 
L 95-68: The first legit- 
imate challenge faced 
by the Blue Devils was 
the number one ranked 
team from Division 
II, the Winona State 
Warriors. Being the 
first road game-of the 
season, the Blue Dey- 
ils had to focus on the 
game at hand while not 
letting the rowdy Winona State crowd affect 
their concentration. 

They started the game off in a positive 
way by hanging with the Warriors through 
the early goings of the first half. They were 
even able to take their first lead of the game 
when freshman Jerrod Buchholtz sank a 3- 
pointer to give them a 19-17 lead. 

Winona decided at that point to stop 
letting their Division III counterparts hang 
around and initiated a 18-5 rally that ulti- 
mately swung the momentum in the War- 
riors’ favor. With their first basket at the 


beginning of the second half, Winona State 


never held a lead less than 20 
points for the remainder of 
the night. 

Buchholtz, along with 
newcomer Alex Mason were 
tied for the lead in scoring 
with 15 points apiece. Cur- 
rent WIAC player of the week, 
Miles Webb, contributed 14 
in the defeat.

Vs. Northland College, 
W 73-53: Hosting their sec- 
ond tournament of the season, 
Blue Devils basketball was 
looking to replicate the same 
effort and endure the same 
results. They got half the job 
done as they were able to dis- 
place Northland College in a 
20 point victory that placed 
them in the championship 


many tourneys. 

The intangibles in this _ 
game were bench play, as UW-Stout was 
able to shut down any fresh leg surprises 
from the Lumberjack bench. The deep Blue 
Devils were able to exploit Northland the en- 
tire game as they continued to rotate rested 
players into the game. In the end they held a 
26-10 advantage in points from the bench. 
This was one of the most balanced efforts by 
the team at this point in the season. 

The leading scorer in this contest was 
again Miles Webb who tacked on 15 of his 
21 points in the second half. With the vic- 
tory, the Blue Devils will now play Puget 
Sound, the 4-0 team that readily disposed of 
challenger Bemidji State 91-68. 

Vs. Puget Sound University, L 85- 
70: Putting themselves in position to win 
their second tournament of the season the 
Blue Devils came into this game against a 
team that liked to play at an up-tempo style. 
The Loggers of Puget Sound University had 
come into the game averaging just less than 
105 points a game. 

They were certainly expected to play 
an up-tempo game again and came out on 
the winning end 85-70.

When choosing a major at University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, a student may pause over 
the Golf Enterprise Management Program 
and think, hey, I like golfing, how hard could 
learning to run a golf enterprise be? Rent a 
couple golf carts, clubs, print off a few maps 
and they’re on their way, right? 

It’s not quite that easy, as the program 
director, Tom Franklin, explains: “From 
the sciences of chemistry, biology, and 
ecology to the business practices of ac- 
counting, marketing and human resource 
management, these students learn from a 
variety of disciplines in an academically 
rigorous program.” 

The major is really a collaboration of 
many majors, particularly business and sci- 
ence. The Business Administration program 
and UW-Stout requires just one internship, 
but Franklin mentions that, “Included in the 
four year program are two required intern- 
ships [for the GEM program].” Though the 
title of this program sounds fun and easy, the 
reality is that it is a very difficult major to 
complete. So how many students actually en- 
roll in the program? 

“The program is only two years old and 
with nearly 200 students, the fastest grow- 
ing program in the history of UW-Stout,” 
states Franklin. 

That growth on campus mimics the 
massive growth in the entire industry, Frank- 
lin says: “The students will graduate to entry

cal device is used to measure carbon diox- 
ide (CO,) injected into the body during an 
invasive operation. CO, opens the body cav- 
ity, allowing surgeons to work but has been 
known to bring about a long and painful re- 
covery. The device manufactured by Lexion 
carefully warms and humidifies the CO, gas, 
providing patients the luxury of a quicker and 
less painful recovery time. 

Automating the manufacturing process 
of the medical device increases the quality 
of the product by minimizing the risk of hu- 
man error. UW-Stout students designed and 
built a prototype to manufacture the devices 
more effectively. 

Projects of this kind are usually doled out 
over two semesters and two separate classes; 
the first is used entirely for research and de- 
sign while the actual building is completed 
during the second. A capstone 2 engineering 
course made up of six students completed the 
assignment in a single semester

dins, the manufacturing engineering program 
directors, acted as co-managers during the 
venture. The students answered to them on 
deadlines and budget, just as they would in 
the industry. 

Students were responsible for the job 
from start to finish. All designs were scru- 
tinized and improved upon. Schedules, re- 
sources, budgets and quality assurance were 
undertaken nearly entirely by the classmates. 
The students were able to work with Lexion’s 
procurement office and purchasing agents, an 
opportunity that college students typically do 
not have. 

“The project becomes a passion for 
them,” Stradins said. “By the time students 
graduate from UW-Stout, they will already 
have built something and seen firsthand the 
repercussions of their work” 

The device the students made is a pro- 
totype. It is a proof of design that Lexion 
will make improvements on before putting 
it to work. 


Two graduates who worked on the 
project are now employed by Lexion. Lucas 
Dudzik and Steve Williams went to work with 


‘the company after completing the project. 


Students in the manufacturing engineer- 
ing program can look forward to one of the 
highest average starting salaries of UW-Stout 
graduates. Creativity and the ability to “think 
outside of the box” are necessary attributes 
of any engineer. 

“If you like solving puzzles and work- 
ing with people and you take great pride in 
your work, then engineering is the major for 
you,” Stradins said. 

The university-industry partnership 
of automating the medical device assembly 
gave UW-Stout students the opportunity to 
apply their skills in a real world setting while 
allowing Lexion to harness the creativity of 
UW-Stout students.

These days, almost anything a person 
wants can be found online. 

Feel like visiting Europe? Jump on 
Google Earth, and you’ll be staring at the 
Eiffel Tower in less than a minute. Hoping 
to meet that special someone? Sites such as 
eHarmony or Match.com offer the opportu- 
nity to fall in love at the push of a button. 
How about getting a degree that could help 
you get the job of your dreams? 

Look no further than the online course of- 
ferings at the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Juli Hastings Taylor, Ph.D. is the pro- 
gram director for the Bachelor of Science in 
Career, Technical Education and Training at 
UW-Stout and author of the article “Tradi- 
tional Yet Progressive: A Twist on Teacher 
Preparation” published in Sept. 2007. 

According to Taylor’s article, in the 
summer of 2006, the School of Education 
offered the 35-credit professional core of the 
CTET degree online. 

Taylor says one reason for this is that 
there is a huge demand for online classes, es- 
pecially from non-traditional students. 

“Many learners have families and jobs 
and are committed to living in a community, 
and it is just not feasible to travel to a campus 
to take classes,” Taylor said. “Life demands 
and activities are great, and their timeris al- 
ready spread across many responsibilities.” 

Raymond Hayes, associate dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences, agrees with 


Taylor. He says one main reason UW-Stout 
began offering online courses is that students 
made it clear that it was impractical for them 
to leave their summer job at home in order to 
come to campus for summer classes. 

Year round, students have obligations 
that compete for their time and focus. Online 
offerings provide a more accessible option for 
students, which makes it more likely that they 
will continue their education at UW-Stout. 

“Tt’s a tool that would be foolish to ig- 
nore,” Hayes said. . . 

Professor Dan Riordan, who 
teaches both in-class and online at 
UW-Stout, adds that in order to com- 
pete with other universities, UW- 
Stout needs to have online courses. 

“There is a social demand for 
it,” Riordan said. “Universities are 
business places in addition to learn- 
ing places.” 

Learning is the main goal, how- 
ever, and pursuing as many ways to de- 
liver information to students as possible helps 
achieve that goal. 

“When online learning came along, we 
wanted to see whether or not we could use 
the capabilities of these systems to change 
the classroom,” Riordan said. “So it started 
out as a hybrid of online and face-to-face. 
We’ ve become interested in the question: can 
you learn as well and with the same amount 
of satisfaction online? Yes, you can.” 

It all depends on the student and the in- 
structor, according to Hayes. 

“There are some students who enjoy 


and thrive under that learning style. There 
are some who do not,” Hayes said. “This is 
another delivery tool. It’s not right for every- 
one, but we want to offer as many methods as 
we can for students to learn.” 

From the teacher’s perspective, Taylor 
says that faculty members are both excited 
and cautious about online education. A big 
issue is that some instructors don’t think 
their course content can be delivered in an 
online format.

“The debate is still out about how to best 
convert courses to online delivery and still 
offer a high quality, rigorous course which 
emphasizes student growth and learning in 
specific knowledge and skill areas,” Taylor 
said. “It’s not enough to simply’ put all-of 
your course handouts online.” 

Which brings up the questions of which 
type of teaching is harder to prepare for: on- 
line or in-class? 

“Some teachers find that online courses 
are much more time consuming,” Hayes said. 
“Tnitially there is more prep time to do be-

cause the instructor needs to learn how to use 

the drop box, discussion boards, etc. But any 

teacher who does good delivery is going to 
put a lot of time in.” 

“For me, online classes take more time 
for preparation and grading... wouldn’t 
say that it is more difficult, just different,” 
Taylor said. 

“Online,” is Riordan’s immediate re- 
sponse. 

So the answers vary, but overall show 
that instructors put in a lot of extra 
time so that students can receive qual- 
ity education at their convenience. 

Not all faculty members at UW- 
Stout support this convenient ap- 
proach to learning though. 

“Tn any change there is a group 
of early adopters, and they all love it.” 
Riordan said. “There is a middle range, 
who is at least okay with it. And then 
there is a group of permanent rejecters 
who are never going to do it.” 

Which is fine since Taylor, Hayes and 

Riordan all agree that online learning will 

never fully replace in-class learning. 

Although the popularity of online 
courses is,increasing, Riordan believes there 
is still too much of a demand -for face-to- 
face interaction for in-class courses to be 
eliminated completely. 

“Face-to-face is pleasant,” Riordan said. 

“T like to hear their. voices and see their 
faces in class,” Taylor adds. “Although, it is 
nice to be able to go to class in your pajamas 
every now and then.”

University of Wisconsin-Stout students can 
learn all about kayaking this winter without ever 
leaving the pool. Tim Mertz, the Adventures

19 and 21 and April 15 and 17. 

The second clinic will focus on deep water 
safety and teaches the fundamantals of safety 
and rescue. This course is required for any 
Stout Adventures sea kayak rental and will be 
held on March 11.The time for all sessions will 
be from 8-10 pm. Costs are $20 per student or 
$30 for members of the community.

WinTerm: a new way to look at school

Over the past three years I have taken 
Win-Term classes to speed graduation along. 
For anyone who hasn’t taken Win-Term 
classes, they can be taken online or in a 
classroom setting. When in class, they run 
around four hours a day for two and a half 
weeks. After class one day, I got to thinking 
about my past grades in Winterm classes, 
which were all A’s. I wondered why it was 
so much easier to get higher grades and real- 
ized I found it a lot easier to take one class 
at a time.

A problem we might encounter with 
three week classes is the fact that some 
subjects are impossible to teach in that 
time period. Perhaps these classes could be 
extended to a six week period or to a longer 
block of time during those three weeks. 

One class that seemed it would be impos- 
sible to learn in three weeks was Account- 
ing 207. However it came fairly easy. We 
would work on chapter 1 during the first 
two hours, take a break and then continue to 
chapter 2. The break that most of the teach- 
ers in Winterm provide is a great break to 
transition into another chapter. This problem 
has also been addressed by American River 


College, an institution that changed from 
five to two days a week with longer hour 
classes. “You may have to reformat your 
class,” Colleen Owings, vice president of 
instruction at American River College said, 
“You can imagine if you have labs, you 
must restructure. However, the instructional 
minutes are identical.” That is true of Win- 
Term classes as well; if you add all the hours 
you are in class during those three weeks, 
it equates to the same amount of time that 
you would spend in a fifty-five minute class 
three times a week for the whole semester. 

Some schools are already offering 
classes much like our Win-Term. While 
researching graduate study programs, I 
found at University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire 
students take a four credit class per semester 
for the master of business administration 
program. Granted, these programs are short- 
er in length, 1-2 years, but I think this is a 
wonderful schedule. These classes are often 
offered this way for working students, but 
I think it is fair to say they are also offered 
this way so that students can have a higher 
concentration on that material. Why couldn’t 
this be offered to undergraduate students in a 
similar form? 

T’m sure the idea will never fiy, but it 
is an interesting concept to ponder for under- 
graduate schools.

Throughout University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s history, students have found various 
ways to beat the winter blues.

In 1953, The Stout Student Associa- 
tion held its first Winter Carnival. It began 
slowly as an ice fishing tournament on Lake

By its third year, 
the carnival was firmly established and had a 
plethora of activities for students to enjoy, in- 
cluding a beard growing contest, speed skat- 
ing, a comedy act and broom-can hockey. The 
ice sculpting event became one of the most 
popular events, drawing recognition from not 
only students, but the community 

as well.

The carnival’s popularity peaked in the 
late 1960s when the event grew from a one 
day ice fishing tournament to a full week of 
activities, complete with awards given for 
most participation points, beard growing and 
of course carnival royalty awards. Among 
the activites were the kissing salon, tricycle 
races, snowman building, pipe smoking and 
an ice cream licking contest. Interna- 
tionally known artists were 
also invited to 


play at the event and acts such as the Kids 
Next Door and the Serendipity Singers per- 
formed over the years. 

The years following the ‘60s would be 
harder on the winter carnivals reputation and 
popularity. What began as a near beer drinking 
completion turned into what can be considered 
a full on drinking contest when the drinking 
age was lowered to 18 in 1972. While some 
student s overindulgence caused some prob- 
lems and discomfort, overall the winter carni- 
val was still fun and successful. 

1973 was a different story how- 
ever. At the end of the

Wine and Food Pairing has successful experience in Spain

My three past WinTerms at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout have 
been nothing to get excited about. 
Typically they have included taking 
a course to catch up credits missed 
during freshman year or catching 
up on bills encountered during the 
same time. 

This WinTerm, however, I 
set out to find an alternative to the 
bland winter break. I wanted to go 
someplace warm, and perhaps even 
earn some credits while at it. What 
I found was the study abroad Wine 
and Food Pairing course in Mallorca, 
Spain. Better yet, I would not be 
alone in my travels as 20 other UW- 
Stout students would be coming 
along as well. 

Emily Baugus, a senior in hospitality 
and tourism had this to say about deciding to 
take the course: “I have always wanted to go 
to Europe but was too scared to go alone. It 
was a chance for me to get my feet wet. That 
and I love food and wine!” 

Our arrival in Mallorca, an island 
off the coast of Spain, began months ago, 
starting with the Wine and Spirits course, 
which we took in fall 2007. When signing 


“up for the course, most knew little of what to 


expect beyond that we would be able to taste 
wine in class. We quickly realized professor 
Peter D’Souza had much more knowledge 
about wine than he was able to share in one 
semester. 

Before leaving for Spain, there was 
business to take care of. We had to obtain 
or renew passports, clear all the paperwork 
with the International Office and meet with 
the 20 other students who would be taking 
Wine and Food Pairing in Mallorca. 

Anxiously we sat through meetings 
to get us oriented with the course and 
expectations, and afterwards we met in 
groups to divvy up group assignments and 
responsibilities. We could not predict the 
magnitude that this trip was about to have on 
our lives, nor the friendships we eventually 
would make. 

We embarked on the first leg of the 
course, Madrid, on Jan. 2. We spent three 
days touring the city and adapting to the 
Spanish culture. One of the first things 
we fell in love with was the siesta, the 
traditional afternoon nap. While everyone 
embraced siestas on the trip, the language 
barrier made everyday tasks extraordinary. 
Combine this with the fact that many 
American and Spanish mannerisms are very 
different and many awkward encounters 
were unavoidable. 

However, these moments were fleeting 
since the beautiful surroundings quickly 
came back into focus. Favorite group 
locations in Madrid were a museum called 
the Prado, a tourist attraction called the

The class was divided into four 
groups before we left the States, and we had 
been working on these meals since early 
December.

It was 
an emotional event, culminating with each 
student receiving a diploma for the course 
and many hugs exchanged. 

Be open and 
willing to try new experiences and meet new 
people. If you do, you will have the time of 
your life,” said Sarah Foegen, a senior in 
hospitality and tourism who went on 
the trip. 


would lecture about the day’s wine and 
then we would consume those wines with 
food prepared by UIB students and teacher 
assistant Justin Lueben. 

However, all of this would not have 
been possible without the help of Alan 
Norte Leeks. Norte Leeks was hired to help 
our class with translation and help guide 
us in the kitchen. While he excelled in that 
capacity, he succeeded in doing something 
much more important: He became a dear 
friend to each of us. 

The last two days of lecture came from 
Tolo Hernandez, a professor at UIB and is 
essentially the Spanish reflection of our own 
Professor D’Souza. Hernandez also was a 
huge asset to the class’s success.

imagined.” 

After the short stay in 
Madrid, we took off for 
the island of Mallorca. 
This is where our next 
two weeks were spent 
studying wine and 
cultivating friendships. 
After a day of exploring the 
island on our own, the class visited two 
local vineyards. Our favorite stop was at 
Vins Miguel Gelabert vineyard. Gelabert 
showed us just how hospitable Spaniards 
are as he had us taste nine of his wines and 
brought out plate after plate 
of homemade Mallorcan 
cuisine.

They eventually learn 
how to rule with fear. 

In many respects this book is very 
similar to “Brave New World” by Aldous 
Huxley in that each animal is born into 
a specific intellectual caste depending 
on whether or not they are a pig, horse, 
sheep, etc. 

In a sad and ironic twist the pleasant 

society that every farm animal had 
once hoped for becomes

The average college student 
generally knows about or has played 
the video game “Guitar Hero.” 

It’s hard to find even a dorm floor 
that doesn’t have a “Guitar Hero” 
room: rockers taking turns showing off 
their skills on their console of choice. 

Eventually, every song in the set 
list had been played so often that rockers 
only stick to their individual favorites. 
Even a pseudo-rockstar needs new 
material when playing songs. 

This is where “Rock Band” 
comes in. A new rhythm game from 
the original “Guitar Hero” developer, 
“Rock Band” takes the player in the 
role of not only the guitarist, but also 
the drummer and singer. 

The entire set comes with a brand 
new guitar, the “Stratocaster” featuring 
two sets of frets and a softer strum bar 
for faster strumming. 

The drum set comes with four pads, 
a bass pedal and actual drumsticks. 
For the singer, there’s also an included 
microphone. 

Unfortunately, the price can be 
intimidating to the poorer consumer. 
The above three instruments and the 
disc retail at $169.99. 

However, Xbox 360 rockers can 
use either their Les Paul from “Guitar 
Hero III” or Xplorer from “Guitar Hero 
II” to play “Rock Band.” 

These guitars don’t have the second 
set of frets included on the Stratocaster, 
but the game can be played normally 
without them. 

Unfortunately for Playstation 3 
rockers, their Les Paul currently does 
not work with “Rock Band.” 


instrument separately. Guitars work almost 
identical to how they are played in “Guitar 
Hero.” 

There are five sets of frets with notes 
falling towards the bottom. By holding the 
correct frets and strumming as the notes hit 
the bottom, the guitar parts are played without 
any nasty screw-ups. 

Drummers have similar falling notes, 
although there is also a base line that must be 
hit with the bass pedal. Singers must simply 
match the pitch of their words with the words 
on screen to rack up their score. 

Star Power has been changed to 
Overdrive, which adds a 2x multiplier 
and keeps each rocker from failing out. 
If playing with multiple players and one 
does drop out, Overdrive can be used to 
put them back in the song. 

Other than the actual gameplay, “Rock 
Band” differs from “Guitar Hero” quite 
a bit. Instead of selecting pre-existing 
rockers to perform, “Rock Band” features 
a creation system that lets the player style 
their rocker in their own image. 

After playing songs and earning cash, 
clothing and accessories can be purchased 
to customize their rocker even more. 

“Rock Band” also supports a full solo 
career for each instrument, as well as a 
Band World Tour for the entire band to 
play through. 

Ifthat’s not enough, there’s online co-op 
and versus modes for all the instruments. 

“Rock Band” is definitely a great 
choice for those who want to expand their 
ability to rock. And if the included setlist 
isn’t enough, the developer has promised 
new songs once every week. 

Since “Rock Band” has released in 
November, they have delivered on their promise. 
So get out there and continue to rock!

“Usually the first ingredient in 
a bar is sugar, followed closely by 
refined flour,” said Gilbert. 

“Instead, opt for whole grain 
toast, bagels or English muffins. Top 
with peanut butter, jam or even cottage 
cheese sprinkled with cinnamon.”

Breakfast does not have to be 
complex.

However, 
moving beyond cereal is just as easy as 
eating cereal itself. 


Ideas for high protein, high fuel 
breakfasts: 

Fresh berries taste great on a host 
of cold cereals. 

Melon mixed with oatmeal is a 
real treat. 

Make fruit salad for dinner, and 
eat the leftovers for breakfast, mixed 
with yogurt and low-fat granola. 

Make a “pizza” from leftover or 
frozen pancakes or waffles. Top with 
yogurt, add cut-up fruit and a drizzle 
of maple syrup. 

Foods containing protein add 
additional punch to breakfast. They 
also keep our hunger satisfied longer 
and make breakfast a complete meal. 

Dairy products such as milk 
and yogurt are excellent sources 
of protein.

Instead of high-fat sausage or 
bacon, try Canadian bacon. It has far 
less fat than regular bacon, with a 
wonderful taste. 

Many people like egg 
substitutes. Make them into omelets 
filled with vegetables. Scramble 
with bits of Canadian bacon. Try 
them in French toast! 

Eat leftover rice mixed with 
vegetables and small bits of chicken. 

A turkey sandwich with a glass 
of milk and a piece of fruit is a 
great breakfast. 

Leftover pizza, if you go easy 
on the high-fat toppings, can be a 
complete breakfast meal.

It all started with a homecoming button 
sale. “Faculty wanted to give scholarships 
and thought of a way to do it, so they sold 
buttons at the 1962 homecoming,” claimed 
David Williams, the Vince Chancellor of 
the University Advancement and Marketing. 
“They made $200 total, and gave out two 
scholarships for $100 each.” 

Today, the Stout University Foundation 
awards $600,000 in scholarships to students 
each year. So how can a student take advan- 
tage of the scholarship money? 

“First and foremost, please apply,” 
advises Williams. “We do get more appli- 
cations than we have scholarships, but if 
there’s a need, you should fill one out.” 

He also reminds students that there are 
other benefits. “Besides being helpful with 
tuition, scholarships look good on a résumé 
because they tell future employers that you 
were a good student and viewed positively 
by the University.” 

“Most of the donors attended UW-Stout 
and received a scholarship so they have real- 
ized how important these scholarships are,” 
said Williams. “A lot of the scholarships are 
restricted, that is, have certain specifications

Sexual assault, including rape, is one of 
the most common and violent crimes today. 
The problem is that it is also one of the least 
reported offenses in the United States. Less 
than 20 percent of sexual assault incidents 
are actually reported to the police. 

The University of Wisconsin-Stout has 
formed a sexual assault support group here 
on campus. Although the group is new this 
year, it takes strong pride in making people 
aware of sexual assault. 

The sexual assault support group is be- 
ing run by two graduate students along with a 
sexual assault advocate, Jessica Bryan. 

Twenty-three-year-old Emily Tanke, a 
victim of sexual assault, is one of the group’s 
members. She talks openly about her story 
and would like to share it with others to raise 
sexual assault awareness. 

Tanke was 20 years old and studying 
abroad in the Czech Republic through the 
University of Kansas’ program. While out 
with a group of other students and two 
professors, Tanke was slipped the date 
rape drug. 

Abruptly waking the next morning in

such as the recipients must have a certain ma- 
jor or GPA, though there are some that are 
unrestricted.” 

Every year, 60-70 alumni, foundation 
members, faculty and staff read every scholar- 
ship application to determine which students 
deserve a scholarship, and which one they 
should receive according to the requirements. 

“There are many aspects we look at 
when we determine eligibility,’ Williams 
said. “Academic record, community involve- 
ment and service, clubs, organizations, such 
as Habitat for Humanity or the food pantry, 
are all considered, too.” 

If you get a scholarship, you must attend 
the award reception in September. 

“Donors come to Stout for the recep- 
tion, and we like to show them that we, as 
well as the students, are appreciative,” add- 
ed Williams. 

To get an application, go to: www. 
uwstout.edu/foundation. There are two re- 
quired recommendations from a professor, 
and sometimes a required essay for certain 
scholarships. 

“You need to submit four copies be- 
cause each scholarship is read by at least 
three people,” said Williams. The deadline 
for the Stout scholarship is Feb. 15th, so 
act quickly! 


her quarters to a professor at the door, Tanke 
was confused and scared. The assaulter was 
still in the room at this time but quickly took 
off running. 

He was not followed because neither the 
professor nor Tanke knew for sure at that mo- 
ment what had happened. The offender was 
never identified, and two days later, Tanke 
was sent home. 

Tanke came to UW-Stout soon after the 
incident. She found a lot of support at UW- 
Stout and the sexual assault support group. 
Victims of sexual assault can find relief 
through the support of other victims. “This 
group can be so helpful because of the com- 
mon understanding,” said Tanke. 

The group meets in Bowman Hall 425 
every first and third Thursday of the month, 
from 4-5 p.m. Anyone is encouraged to come 
and support sexual assault awareness, victim 
of sexual assault or not.

cling. The program’s Mission 
Statement is, “To enhance the 
learning environment on campus, 
by exposing students to the news in their 
living, learning and community spaces. 
The program is designed to promote 
civic literacy and global aware- 
ness on campus through students’ 
daily exposure to the news.”(USA 
TODAY) 
In my opinion, and according 
to recent surveys of campuses na- 
tionwide, college students don’t keep 
themselves up-to-date with current 
news and issues affecting their daily 
lives. There is overwhelming evidence 
to show that our generation knows less 
about non-“Hollywood current events ” 
than any other past generation, yet our 
access to that information is exponen- 
tially larger. In my opinion, this needs to 
change. The Colligate Readership Program 
takes almost all the “hassle” involved in 
obtaining the news in print form. You no 
longer have the walk down the street to 
the local gas station to pick up the paper, 
spend 75 cents a day or to multiple places 
to pick up different papers. All of these 
obstacles are taken care of. Your paper 
is now free; you can pick it up at many 
different places around campus includ- 
ing your academic buildings, dining halls 
and even in many common areas you pass 
through every day. All you have to do 
is look for the newspaper bins, pick one 


up and read. Oh and guess what, they’re 
FREE! Not only that, but you can get USA 
TODAY, Wisconsin State Journal and The 
Star Tribune. 

Next, for those of you who are envi- 
ronmentally conscious and worry about 
all the wasted paper that a program like 
this might present, I have a few words I 
am very happy to share with you; a special 
recycling program is included along with 
the distribution of papers. When College 
Readership drops off the new papers, they 
take the old ones to recycle. In addition to 
all of the places our campus already offers 
to recycle paper, additional recycling bins 
have been put in place for this program. 

For those of you thinking that it is a 
program designed to make it possible for 
papers to increase the cost of advertising, 
making this seemingly great, honorable 
mission more about money a enriching 
lives, you not quite right. Yes, it’s true they 
may make a few dollars from the program, 
but we don’t have to have USA Today on 
our stands, we could have The Post, The 
Boston Globe, The Wall Street Journal, The 
New York Times or any other newspaper. 

Our program is the deluxe version 
you might say; we have three papers out 
that cover our area and abroad. We could 
have chosen to only have one paper, or 
two, it doesn’t really matter. The point is 
that we don’t have to have USA Today, but 
they partnered up with many local papers 
to make this program possible and they are 
a usual choice for most campuses in our 
region. If there is a different national news 
paper you would like to see on our racks, 
make a point to voice your opinion when 
the post pilot survey is handed out. Iam 
sure any recommendations will be gladly 
accepted and reviewed. 

When you read a paper in print, not 
only does research show your reading 
level goes up, but you actually retain and 
understand what you have read more so 
than just reading the information online, 
hearing it on the radio or watching it on 
the television. This is a good idea to keep 
in mind when talking about comprehension 
skills that are required in just about every 
job out there today. I feel this program 
is something every campus nationwide 
should adopt. 

This program, when instituted in 
similar sized campuses, has only cost five 
dollars per student per semester in fees. 

The cost of this program is dwarfed by the 
benefit; benefits like ability to access the 
news, and sharing of ideas. The ability 

to hear other viewpoints from around the 
world, preparing students to live in a global 
community and giving students the power 
to seek knowledge outside of the textbooks 
and classroom encourages them to take on 
the lifelong learning process. Benefits also 


include educating the masses with the news 
and information that will affect their future. 
It will increase the reading level of those 
who take on the responsibility of reading the 
paper on a regular basis. It is a direct link 
to the outside world that does not require a 
power cord or a battery; it is always there 
even if the Internet is on the fritz. 

This program delivers students with 
papers every weekday that school is in 
session, so you can read the paper on your 
way to class, while you eat, in your room 
throughout the day, anywhere you want re- 
ally. This program is a great idea and pro- 
vides a very economical way for students to 
access the news. 

I feel that our campus should keep 
this program; not only does in enrich the 
lives of its students and professors, but it 
gives perspective students another reason 
for them to come to our campus. It will 
also boost the marketability of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconin-Stout students’ abilities 
and knowledge on the competitive job 
market. Employers want to have educated 
people on their staffs, which includes 
self education with the issues affecting 
our daily lives. The best way to get that 
education is by reading the newspaper. 
Don’t fool yourself either by thinking that 
watching the nightly news is enough. Most 
of the time it’s a half hour show with com- 
mercials, which is nowhere near enough 
time to talk about everything that was in 
that day’s paper. 

However, this program is only a pilot, 
which means it must come to an end at 
some point. February 15 will be the last 
day the papers are distributed, and at that 
time the program will go into review. A 
post program survey will be handed out 
and students’ reactions and comments will 
be compiled for this review. Mike Lubke, 
SSA President, told me recently, “Whether 
or not this program is permanently imple- 
mented on campus will depend on if stu- 
dents actually want it and are willing to pay 
for it through segregated fees.” He did also 
state that the cost looks to be around $3-5 
per person per semester which is in line 
with what I have found. He also stated, 
“The goal of the Collegiate Readership 
Program is to help keep students informed 
on current issues in the world.” 

I urge each and every one of you to 
look for these surveys, presumably in the 
MSC soon after February 15 and voice 
your word if you want to keep these papers 
on campus. It will enrich your life to have 
them here, it will help you be a better citi- 
zen, it will make you look smarter if you 
carry the paper and it will actually make 
you smarter if you read it. So do yourself a 
favor and read the paper, attain that knowl- 
edge that can help you change the world in 
which you live.

Frankly I’m upset; extreme- 
ly ticked off would fit it best. I have lived 
in my apartment complex for almost two 
years now. Just recently, a smoker moved 
in below me and it stinks. I live in one of 
those older typical ‘80s apartment com- 
plexes that have not so great ventilation 
and even more not so great insulation. The 
lease says nothing about smoking, however 
a verbal agreement was made about the 
fact that smoking was not permitted. I’m 
irritated, and not only am I irritated, my 
body is irritated. I have had headaches, 
nausea, dizziness and sinus issues. 

Not only that, all my clothes reek 
like smoke and I can’t imagine what my 
furniture will smell like when I move 
out. Honestly, it is not like I drag people 
with me when I go tanning so they can be 
exposed to the damaging rays that cause 
cancer. Why should people be allowed to 
impose their unhealthy habit onto me? IfI 
don’t like smoke, I don’t go into places that 
allow smoking, but how can you escape 
a nuisance neighbor? I never thought too 
much about it until now. 

Some people like to remind me that 
smokers have rights too, but do they 
really? There is no such federal or state 
constitutional right in the United States or 
in Canada that says or even implies that 
smokers have a right to smoke. In fact, it 
seems there are more rules against it than 
anything. Several provinces in Canada have 
a smoking ban in public places, and others 
have banned smoking in the workplace, 
including restaurants and bars. 

An estimated 58 countries around the 
world have some sort of smoking ban in 
place. The City of Menomonie instituted a 
smoking ban in public places and places of 


employment in September of 
2006. Minnesota banned 
smoking statewide in 
September of 2007, 
making it the 22nd 
state to do something 
in that manner. 
There was a lot of 
controversy when 
the Minnesota ban 
took place and now 
there is controversy 
in Wisconsin as 
Governor Jim Doyle 
called for a statewide 
smoking ban. Person- 
ally, I hope it passes. 
Currently, 
the law proposed 
bans smoking in 
all public build- 
ings, workplaces, restaurants and taverns. 
This won’t help my current situation, 
nor will it help any future situation with 
smoking in apartments; I think this should 
be taken a step further such as Belmont, 
California did, and ban smoking in multi- 
dwelling units. It’s a real duh-like moment; 
the U.S. Surgeon General, the American 
Cancer Society, the American Lung As- 
sociation and the American Heart Associa- 
tion report that exposure to secondhand 
smoke increases the risk of heart disease, 
lung cancer and respiratory disease even in 
non-smokers. 
Many people object to these new 
bans. Why, one might ask, if it is to protect

ban rather than decrease. I for one would 
be more willing to go to a bar or restaurant 
that was smoke free. In 2003, New York 
City amended its anti-smoking law to 
include all restaurants and bars, including 
those in private clubs, making it one of the 
toughest in the United States. According to 
the 2004 Zagat Survey, which polled nearly 
30,000 New York City restaurant patrons, 
respondents said by a margin of almost six 
to one that they eat out more often now 
because of the city’s smoke-free policy. I 
have asked several of my smoking friends 
what they thought of the bans and several if 
not all responded that they actually enjoyed 
or would enjoy the bar and or restaurant 
more themselves without the smoke. 

Some people tend to forget that smok- 
ers are also affected by the second-hand 
smoke. And honestly, as a business owner 
or worker, wouldn’t you rather have better 
health than more money? All the money in 
the world cannot completely cure cancer or 
heart disease. But I guess I forgot business 
owners tend to rarely spend a whole lot of 
time working in their own businesses. But 
what about your workers and patrons? Do 
you not care about them? A study by the 
University of Berkley, California found that 
levels of environmental tobacco smoke in 
restaurants were approximately 1.6 to 2.0 
times higher than in office workplaces of 
other businesses and 1.5 times higher than 
in residences with at least one smoker. Lev- 
els in bars were 3.9 to 6.1 times higher than 
in offices and 4.4 to 4.5 times higher than 
in residences. Who wants to sit in that?

people? Well numerous reasons are named 
but the two biggest are loss of business 
and government interference with personal 
lifestyle or property rights. 

The issue of loss of business is huge 
for a small business owner, however what 
many business owners who have com- 
plained have failed to realize is that patrons 
might actually increase with a smoking 


Then you get the people who think 
that the government is out to get you and 
god forbid they regulate ANYTHING, 
especially something they want to do such 
as smoke, own a gun ect. I get the “this 
is a free country” by many people. It is 
not as free of a country as you think, but 
that’s something I will have to hold off 
for another column because it would take 


another thousand words to talk about it. 

Back to the government. We elect our 
government, so honestly I think people 
need to shut up about it or do something. 

I understand the fact you don’t want 
somebody up in your business, but we 
elect our government so they can help 

us make decisions and protect us from 
things (you know terrorists, bad guys and 
ourselves). We want better health care and 
cures for cancer and yet millions of us take 
part in activities that could be prevented 
or stopped and in turn reduce the need for 
health care.

As for the ban on smoking in multi- 
dwellings, why would landlords want 
to leave themselves open to lawsuits by 
allowing smoking? There have been a 
number of cases in which the plaintiff won 
when a suit was brought to court about sec- 
ond-hand smoke in an apartment. How one 
might be able to accomplish this may pop 
into many minds, but there is a wonderful 
common law tort called nuisance. Under 
this tort, nuisance extends to everything 
that endangers life or health, gives offense 
to the senses, violates the laws of decency 
or obstructs the reasonable and comfortable 
use of property. 

Why bother leaving enforcement of 
smoking to the landlord, make it a state or 
even nationwide ban? An apartment complex 
ina sense IS a public place, like it or not. 
What happens when one of those smokers 
falls asleep with a lit cigarette and burns the 
complex down and subsequently themselves? 
There is a liability right there. 

Landlords not only get to deal with 
liability, but then they get to pay to have the 
apartment repainted and the carpets cleaned, 
not that that will ever fully remove the smoke 
from the place anyways. 

Smokers, it is your choice to smoke and 
you have a general right to do so, but why 
affect someone else with it? If you want to 
smoke, go outside, buy a house where you can 
smoke in it all day long; better yet, go live ina 
smoker’s community or house so you all can 
kill each other slowly. But honestly, don’t be 
selfish, smoke outside and support the smoking 
ban. You know you want to quit anyway.

The world today is littered with promis- 
es of shrunken waist lines and rock hard abs. 
The new year brings about a rush of deter- 
mination for millions of Americans to shed 
weight and make changes to live a healthier 
life. Now that February has arrived, it’s a 
safe bet that far too many individuals have 
found themselves once again buried in a bag 
of stale Doritos, justifying their indulgence 
as a source of corn. 

While it’s easy to brush off weight wor- 
ries and ignore the role a healthy diet plays 
college students should admit that personal 
eating and drinking habits are nowhere near 
as conscientious or controlled as they should 
be. After all, the college lifestyle presents 
countless obstacles, whether it be an inability 
to travel to the store, lack of time or the most 
glaring: lack of ambition. 

Somewhere along the line, the ease and 
joy of healthy eating became lost in propa- 


ganda and lecture notes. 

The good news is that shaping healthier 
eating habits is easier than pulling a caffeine- 
induced all-nighter. The University of Oregon 
provides 10 tips (for busy college students) to 
start eating tastefully: 

Eat a good breakfast. Studies show 
that skipping breakfast detracts from scho- 
lastic achievement. When there isn’t time 
to sit down and enjoy your morning meal, 
grab a bagel, piece of fruit and some juice. 
Most of these items can be easily stored in 
your dorm room. 

If you must eat fast foods, choose wise- 
ly. Choose pizza with half the cheese, a regu- 
lar-sized roast beef sandwich, baked potato, 
or green salad with reduced calorie dressing. 
Limit high fat offerings like french fries, fried 
chicken or fish sandwiches and watch out for 
salad dressing. 

Keep healthful snacks on hand so if 
hunger strikes during a late night study 
session, you won’t be tempted by vending

add to an on-the-go lunch). 


a great source of protein). 
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machine candy, chips or ice cream. Possi- 
bilities include fresh or dried fruit, pretzels, 
unbuttered popcorn, rice cakes or whole 
wheat crackers. If you have a refrigerator, 
consider raw vegetables with low-fat yogurt 
or cottage cheese dip. 

Eat plenty of foods that are rich in cal- 
cium. People in their early 20s need to be 
buildng up stores of calcium in their bodies 
to prevent osteoporosis in later life. If you 
don’t like milk, try to include ample amounts 
of low-fat yogurt, low-fat cheese and green 
leafy vegetables in your diet. 

If you need to lose weight, do it sensi- 
bly. Starvation and/or diets that offer a quick 
fix usually backfire and are harmful. There is 
not truth to the theories that suggest eating 
foods in any particular combination will pro- 
mote weight loss. The only safe way to lose 
weight, feel good while doing it and keep it 
off is to eat a balanced diet. 

Sugar provides calories in your diet 
but few other nutrients and contributes sig-

nificantly to tooth decay. Use it sparingly and 
consider sweetening coffee, tea, cereal and 
fruit with diet sweeteners instead. 

Depending upon how you chosoe from 
it, the dining hall salad bar can be an asset 
or a detriment to your diet. Of course, leafy 
greens, raw vegetable and fresh fruit are 
beneficial for your health. However, if you 
choose a lot of creamy dressing, bacon bits, 
and mayonnaise-based salads, the calories 
and fat may equal or even exceed those of a 
burger and fries. 

If you drink alcohol, keep in mind that 
it supplies calories but no nutritional value. A 
light beer, a glass of wine or an ounce of li- 
quor each have about 100 calories. There are 
also many health problems associated with 
drinking alcohol. 

Drink lots of water. Your body needs at 
least eight glasses a day, and if you exercise 
vigorously, you may need more. To remind 
yourself, carry a water bottle along to class and 
keep it handy during late night study sessions.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout had 
an impressive victory against the University 
of Wisconsin-Oshkosh on Feb. 2, winning 
with a score of 79-60. 

Sophomore Julia Hirssig scored a career 
high 27 points during the game, 16 of which 
came in the first half. The Titans were un- 
able to stop her in the paint. Midway through 
the first half the Blue Devils pulled ahead 
with a double digit lead. UW-Stout was able 
to hold that lead until the end of the first half 
when the score was 39-27. At the start of the 
second half UW-Oshkosh was starting to cut 
into the Blue Devils lead. 

Pulling the lead to within six points 
with five minutes left, putting the score at 
62-56, after a shot was made by UW-Osh- 
kosh’s Whitney Tyriver who led UW-Osh- 
kosh with 18 points. 

Junior Lindsey Gerber answered right 
back after hitting a 3-point shot when sopho- 
more Kim Stokke stole the ball. Stokke was 
fouled and made both free throws to give 
UW-Stout a 67-56 lead. 


Hirssig was 11 of 16 from the field and 
five of six on free throws, added in eight re- 
bounds and two assists. Junior Charlee Ed- 
wards added in 13 points. The Titans shot 
34.5 percent from the field while the Blue 
Devils shot 51.7 percent. 

UW-Stout squeezed out a victory 
against the University of Wisconsin-Plat- 
teville on Jan. 16 with a 69-61 score. The 
Blue Devils were in the lead most of the 
second half. 

The Pioneers pulled the lead to within 
one point multiple times with three minutes 
left to play. A tip in from Hirssig with 3:06 
remaining in the game allowed UW-Stout 
the lead for the remaining play. She also 
added in a shot with 1:11 left to play to give 
the Blue Devils a 62-59 lead. 

To put the game away, UW-Stout went 
to the free-throw line where senior Joanna 
Bird made four free throws and senior Lind- 
sey Geissler made three free throws. Hirssig 
had a career-high 21 points in the game, 12 
came in the second half. 

Because of her play in the win over UW- 
Platteville, Hirssig was given the Wisconsin 
Intercollegiate Athletic Conference play of

For a basketball team that has seem- 
ingly fallen as far as a team could fall, the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout Blue Devils 
are on the rise again as they snapped their 12 
game losing streak with a victory over the 
University of Wisconsin-Superior, they have 
since gone 2-2 after the 12 game skid. 

UW-Superior (W 79-64): Facing a 
team who was undergoing some struggles 
of its own, the Blue Devils saw this as an 
opportunity to grab their first conference 
win of the season and to break their em- 
barrassing losing streak. The victory was 
also fueled by a team that was looking to 
get back to the basics by playing shutdown 
defense. Their over-achieving defense was 
able to limit UW-Superior to an astonish- 
ing 2-23 clip from three-point land. The 
game’s leading scorer was Miles Webb, 
who led the team with 22 points. This 
boosted his conference-leading total of 
18.8 points per game. 

UW-Platteville (L 68-77): Trying to 
build off the momentum from the previous 
game’s victory, the Blue Devils tank was 
just short as they were unable to mount a 
lead after coming back from as many as 21 
points down. A new face came from the 
bench to provide the scoring spark that the 
Blue Devils desperately needed. Leading 
scorer Miles Webb was struggling from 


the field, so freshman guard Eric Hostet- 
ter added 20 points to the cause on 8-9 
shooting. His efficiency helped UW-Stout 
almost come back to claim victory. Last 
year’s leading scorer Jerrel Enerson-Mat- 
thews added 15 points in the game. 

UW-Barron County (W 99-55): Ina 
game featuring the varsity reserves, an old 
face was present to provide a dominating 
performance. Center Jesse Piehl utilized 
his 7-foot frame to attack the basket and 
lead the way with 24 points. This is the 
second stint with UW-Stout for Piehl as he 
played for a community college in Michi- 
gan last year. He was one of five players 
in double digits, joining guards Brandon 
White-Blackmon, Jerrod Buchholtz and 
De’Ante Michaud to go along with for- 
ward Chris Jardine. They scored 17, 12, 10 
and 11 points respectively. 

UW-Oshkosh (L 61-78): With the 
starters well rested and ready to play, 
UW-Stout figured it could match up with 
the Titans of Oshkosh quite well. It was 
able to hang with the Titans early in the 
game until timely three-pointers by Titans 
player Matt Miller and opportunistic runs 
by UW-Oshkosh in the second half proved 
to be the nail in the coffin. The Blue Dev- 
ils leading scorer was Miles Webb with 25 
points. For the next game, the Blue Dev- 
ils will be focusing on their shooting ef- 
ficiency as they converted 35 percent of 
field goal opportunities.

18-1 isn’t quite as fun | Giants defeat the undefeated

The New England Patriots achieved 
many records and accomplishments in the 
2007 NFL season, such as: highest scoring 
offense (589 pts), most touchdowns (75) to 
go along with the individual accomplish- 
ments of Tom Brady, most passing touch- 
downs in a season, and Randy Moss, most 
receiving touchdowns in a season (23). 

The one achievement that will forev- 
er remain in the minds of these players is 
becoming the first team to win 18 games 
and lose the championship. 

There have been several teams to fin- 
ish the season 18-1, but that was due to 
a 15-1 regular season followed by three 
playoff wins. 

In the weeks leading up to Super 
Bowl XLII, a lot of hype surrounded the 
game because of the potential to see a 
team complete the regular and postseason 
without a single loss since the 1972 Mi- 
ami Dolphins accomplished that feat with 
a 17-0 record, culminating with a victory 
in Super Bowl VII. 

Since both teams had two weeks to 
prepare for the biggest game of their lives, 
the media was on a feeding frenzy, look- 
ing for anything that might indicate which 
team had the upper hand. 

Tom Brady’s ankle, the marriage pro- 
posal by Ines Gomez of TV Azteca, NY Gi- 
ants’ Plaxico Burress’ prediction (23-17), 
and the ultimate pursuit of perfection were 
several story lines that were beaten into the 
heads of anyone who would listen. 

Besides the prediction of Burress, 
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most of the media attention was focused 
on New England and the history that they 
might make. 

The timing of his prediction was also 
spun up in a negative way toward the Gi- 
ants due to the fact that the past four play- 
ers to guarantee victory all fell short and 
embarrassed their teams. 

All of this attention toward the Patri- 
ots was just what the Giants needed to stage 
one of the greatest upsets of all time. 

In the last game of the regular season 
in which these two teams met, the Patriots 
squeezed out their sixteenth and final win 
of the regular season, but not without a 
heck of a fight from the Giants. 

The final score was 38-35 and the 
game was filled with big plays by each of 
the teams’ marquee players. Even though 
the Giants were a field goal away from vic- 
tory, they still remained 12-point under- 
dogs in the point spread. 

With the national anthem sung and 
the five F-14 jets having flown over, a 
football game was left to be played. The 
Giants won the toss and chose to receive 
the ball. They took their time and orches- 
trated the longest opening drive in Super 
Bowl history. 

While it only culminated in a field 
goal, the Giants were satisfied with the 
fact that they kept New England’s aging 
defense on the field for the game’s first 
10 minutes. 

New England responded to this scor- 
ing drive with one of their own. Their first 
offensive possession was bolstered by a 
43-yard kick return by Laurence Maroney 
and was ended when Maroney plunged 
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across the goal line for a 7-3 lead at the 
start of the second quarter. 

Given the way the game started, it 
seemed we would be in for another shoot- 
out similar to their regular season finale. 

That couldn’t be further from the 
truth, as both teams’ defenses dominated 
the rest of the game until the fourth quar- 
ter. The Giants had a chance to score their 
first touchdown in the second quarter, but 
Eli Manning threw his first interception 
of the postseason when Steve Smith failed 
to snag a pass and it deflected right into 
the hands of Ellis Hobbs, the last person 
to intercept Manning. 

After trading punts and turnovers 
for the better part of the game, the fourth 
quarter proved dramatic. The Giants 
wound up with the ball in the beginning 
of the quarter, marched 80 yards in seven 
plays that ended with unsung hero David 
Tyree beating Rodney Harrison on a slant 
for a 5-yard touchdown grab that gave 
them a 10-7 lead. 

It was also the game’s first score 
since the Maroney touchdown on the first 
play of the second quarter. The teams then 
proceeded to trade three and outs before 
the Patriots found themselves on their 
own 20 with 7:30 to play. Regular sea- 
son MVP Tom Brady then went to work, 
dissecting the New York secondary for a 
barrage of completions. 

The offense would not be denied 
again as Brady hit a wide open Randy 
Moss for a touchdown following the slip 
of a New York defender. 

This gave them a 14-10 lead with 2:39 
left in regulation. The career of Eli Man- 
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ning would soon be defined by a play that 
now ranks as one of the top three in Super 
Bowl history. 

Facing a third and five, Manning 
dropped back and it seemed as if would 
fall victim to the relentless pass rush of 
the Patriots, but at the last moment Man- 
ning spun left, pulled himself out of the 
black hole that would soon crush him, 
ran toward the right sideline, planted his 
feet and heaved a 32-yard pass that David 
Tyree amazingly pulled down while he 
had Harrison draped all over him. 

The play was completed due to the 
fact that Tyree pinned the ball to his helmet 
with his right hand while cushioning the 
fall with his left arm. Given the excitement 
of that play alone, it was amazing that there 
was still a little football left to play. 

With the time remaining, Eli calmly 
converted another third down with 35 sec- 
onds left on the clock, which was followed 
by the perfect rainbow pass to who else but 
Mr. Prediction himself, Plaxico Burress. 
The touchdown gave the Giants the win- 
ning margin at 17-14, which would be the 
final score as Tom Brady was unable to en- 
gineer any last ditch comeback attempt. 

The MVP wound up being Eli Man- 
ning who joins his brother Peyton as the 
only siblings ever to win Super Bowl 
MVPs. The victory also established Eli 
Manning as one of football’s elite quar- 
terbacks after his first four seasons were 
marred with mediocrity. 

As for the losing team, this season 
can only be seen as a failure. The impos- 
sible pursuit for perfection will remain as 
such, at least for this Patriots team.

Brian Hagen of the Menomonie Police 
Department, answers questions about how 
to protect yourself. 


Q. What are some precautionary mea- 
sures students and faculty/staff can take to 
protect themselves from identity theft? 

A big one that a lot of people overlook is 
keeping dorm rooms and offices locked. It’s 
easy to forget to do that, but someone could 
easily walk into an unlocked room and steal 
credit cards out of a wallet or off of a desk. 
When shopping online, always use trusted 
Web sites and make sure they are all secure. 
To check for security, look at the Web brows- 
er and find the little lock on the lower left 
corner of the screen. Secure Web sites also 
include an “s” on their Web address after the 
“http,” so it would read “https.” Never send 
out information over the Internet unless you 
initiate the communication. Remember to 
never reply to spam e-mails requesting per- 
sonal information.

Q. How do people get my credit card 
numbers? 

For example, at a place like a restau- 
rant where a server physically takes your 
card away from the table, they or someone 
else could copy information directly from 
the card. People are also using credit card 
skimmers, a device that is used to store in- 
formation after a card has been swiped. The 
information is uploaded onto a memory card 
and then the user downloads the information 
later. Actual theft of a credit card is still a 
large problem, too. 


Q. Am I responsible to pay back what 
someone stole? 

Not typically. Most banks and credit card 
companies offer protection for the customer. 
Some credit card companies or banks could 
hold you liable for up to $50 of the charges. If 
fraudulent charges do occur, some paperwork 
is required and most banks ask their customer 
tocomein. An affidavit of fraud form is typ- 
ically required. This states that you did not 
incur any of the charges made fraudulently to 
your account. 


end | How to avoid identity theft 


Q. If caught, what are the 
consequences of _ stealing 
identities? 

Credit card and identity theft 
is a serious crime. It 
is a felony charge 
with either prison 
time or large fines 
attached to it. 


Q. Do you have some 
advice to help keep people safe 
from identity theft? 

Remember basic security precautions. 
Never carry your Social Security 
card with you in a wallet or purse. 
Only take necessary identification 
and credit cards while shopping or 
travelling. Never write your Social 
Security number on checks. Shred 
all preapproval credit card state- 
ments and consider dropping your 
mail in a collection box rather than 
placing it in your private mailbox 
for the postal worker. 

This problem is not unique 


to Menomonie and the Dunn County area. 
There are communities around the United 
States with the same problem. Always 
keep alert of the information you are giving 
out and to whom you’re giving it to.

Soldiers’ Angels will be responsible for 
sending UW-Stout’s letters to deployed soldiers, 
just as they have done with tens of thousands of 


yourself and home as well as making 
homemade cards. Other possible sugges- 
tions include writing about where you 
live, your day, if you have any pets, or 
anything that is friendly and supportive of 
the sacrifices the soldiers have made. The 
ultimate goal of writing these letters is 
so the soldier can hear positive feedback 
from their fellow Americans; Schwandt 
suggests you do not write about politics, 
religion or personal problems. 

“T think it’s important for people to 
differentiate between support for individ- 
ual soldiers and support for the war. They 
are two very different things,” explained 
Schwandt. “Also, if people want to be sure 
they get unbiased, accurate information 
about what’s happening, what better way 
than to get it directly from the front lines?” 

So far, Schwandt has received only 
five letters from UW-Stout. The letters 
Schwandt collected were from a booth set 
up during Valentine’s week outside of the 
Pawn. You can find other ideas on how 
you can support deployed soldiers by vis- 
iting www.soldiersangels.org.

Merle M. Price Commons second floor 
to receive a MAJOR overhaul!

Look out students, the Commons is get- 
ting a makeover! 

The University of Wisconsin-Stout ac- 
cepted final approval for a $3.975 million 
remodeling project of the Merle Price Com- 
mons Dining Hall on Friday, Feb. 8 from the 
UW System Board of Regents. 

The project is not only aimed at the 
satisfaction of faculty and staff, but their 
safety as well. During the remodeling pe- 
riod, all remaining asbestos will be removed 
from the building. Much of it was removed 
in earlier projects, but some still remains in 
certain areas of the building that were too 
difficult to reach without a complete remod- 
eling project. 

The Commons was built in 1968 and 
to this day the original appliances are 
being utilized, and the mechanical and 
electrical systems are outdated. After the 
remodeling, the dining hall will be much 
more energy efficient. 

All seven of the coolers that currently 
accommodate the dining hall are powered by 


water. Hundreds of thousands of gallons are 
wasted each year to keep the coolers cold. 
During the renovation, the coolers will be 
switched to air powered, which will save the 
school huge amounts of money and energy. 
This is just one example of many that will be 
done to conserve energy. 

By now, students are probably asking 
themselves, “so, what does this do for me?” 
Well, it makes the dining experience as a 
whole much better. The dining hall will offer 
a larger selection and variety of foods. 

The remodeled dining hall will offer 
many of the same meal choices it does now, 
including deli items, pizza, tacos, salad bar, 
omelets, grill items and waffles to name a 
few, but new items will also be added. 

A grill-your-own panini station is one of 
the planned additions. Students can choose 
their own toppings and grill their panini to 
perfection. Another new station will be the 
d’jour station. This station will include ex- 
perimental items such as organic foods and 
vegetarian options. 

Not only will the wider variety of menu 
items benefit students, but plans are also in 
place to change the atmosphere of the hall. 
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The newly remodled commons will house such new additions as a Panini grilling station and a 
D’Jour station featuring organic and vegetarian treats. 


Seating arrangements will be drastically 
changed. Booths will also accommodate 
those who want privacy. Tables for two will 
seat you and your best friend, your boyfriend 
or girlfriend or anyone you plan to take to 
lunch. Bench seating will run along the win- 
dow for single dining students who would 
like to do homework or surf the Web while 
they eat. Large tables will also be provided 
for groups of students who wish to eat togeth- 
er. A warmer Midwest theme is also going to 
be applied with decorating materials such as 
soap stone and granite being used in place of 
the current stainless steel look. 

Ann Thies, director of University Din- 
ing Services, thinks that the new atmosphere 
will encourage students to use the dining hall 


more often rather than getting their meals to 
go. “The remodel will enhance the dining ex- 
perience,” said Thies. 

Talking with students made the excite- 
ment of the project apparent. “I think this is 
a really good idea,” said junior Mike Fuller. 
“T wish it would have happened when I used 
the Commons!” 

From flooring and ceilings to kitchen 
equipment, seating to menu items and more, 
the newly remodeled Merle Price Commons 
will be phenomenal. 

Remodeling will begin March of 
2009 and is projected to be completed in 
August 2009.

UW-Stout event simulates poverty to 
teach awareness 


The University of Wisconsin-Stout will 
be the site of a poverty simulation Feb. 27, 
from 2:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m, in the Crystal 
Ballroom of the Memorial Student Center. 
The event will help participants understand 
what it might be like to be part of a typical 
low-income family trying to survive from 
month to month. 

Individual participants will play the role of 
a single mom with two kids, no cash and few 
assets. The simulated families move through 
a condensed month of poverty consisting of 
four 15-minute weeks. During their month, 
the simulated families work at keeping their 
families fed, their kids in school and their 
bills paid, while finding or keeping a job. 
The object is to sensitize participants, using 
scripted resources and barriers, to the reali- 
ties faced by low-income individuals. 

A debriefing at the end helps participants 
express their feelings and insights as to how 
the simulation has impacted their thoughts 
on poverty. 

The event uses the poverty simulation 
awareness-raising program developed by 
the Reform Organization of Welfare, known 
as ROWEL. The event is sponsored by the 
UW-Stout department of human develop- 
ment and family studies, UW-Stout Ally 
Center, Leadership Menomonie, UW-Exten- 
sion and the Dunn County Emergency Food 
and Shelter Collaborative.

Universal Health Care: Bad for the CEO, good for the other 99.9% of us

Upon the arrival to college, I was 
under the impression that the United 
States was, to be quite honest, the best at 
everything. This is pounded into the head 
of innocent children who are too vulner- 
able to think for themselves. For instance, 
America has never lost a war, except for 
Vietnam which wasn’t a war, but a conflict, 
so it does not count. It is a chapter we, as 
Americans, would like to forget. America is 
the land of the free, the home of opportu- 
nity and is based on the ideal that if you 
work hard enough you can get anything 
that you want. 

Do not get me wrong, I dearly love 
my country, for I volunteered in the Armed 
Forces before being medically discharged. 
But this ideal of the “American dream” 
suddenly came to an end when I realized 
the facts of it all and how America, the land 
of the free and where in the Declaration of 
Independence it says, “All men are created 
equal, they are endowed by their creator 
with certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness,” this is all but obvious.

Almost a year after the Virginia Tech shoot- 
ings, another shooting at Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity forces students to question their safety. 

The gunman carried three handguns and a 
shotgun into Cole Hall in a guitar case around 
3:05 p.m., Thursday, Feb. 14. Six are dead, in- 
cluding the gunman, with 22 victims total. 

School shootings are a reality. Whether they 
can be prevented or not is a debatable subject. 
Planning a response to any attack can, however, 
help in these situations. 

“These issues have been on our minds re- 
cently,” said Chancellor Sorensen ina listening 
session for faculty and staff at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout on Feb. 20. “It happened 
in Illinois, it can happen on any campus.” 

So, less than 300 miles away from NIU, 
what’s UW-Stout doing? 

“Initially there was more concern on campus 
following the shootings last year, the students 
would look at situations in a different way, but 
that has slowed,” said the Interim Dean of Stu- 
dents Joan Thomas. She acknowledged that it 
is still the top topic of the University of Wis- 
consin system. 


The first few days after the Virginia Tech 
shootings, everyday classes and comfortable 
buildings all seemed to be a little less safe 
than we thought. Has safety changed at UW- 
Stout since then? 

“Students, faculty and staff have been 
more alert, and that’s a good thing,” stated 
Jim Uhlir, Jr., the Executive Director of 
Health and Safety. Training has increased for 
staff and faculty on campus, but it had started 
even before the shootings.” 

In response to the 9/11 attacks and Katrina, 
a new Federal Standard called the National 
Incidents Management System (NIMS) re- 
acts to the need for agencies to “work togeth- 
er and to perform the same functions, such 
as the city police and campus police working 
together,” said Uhlir. 

Last November, a UW-Stout police officer 
Don Gjeston conducted a training course on 
campus for first responder personnel, police 
and fire departments which follows federal 
standards of the NIMS program. 

“These trainings seek to standardize every 
emergency system in the community, so that 
everyone will know what to do if a emergen- 
cy should happen,” added Uhlir. 

Both Uhlir and Thomas commented on the 
fact that UW-Stout is one of few small universi- 
ties to have armed police officers on campus. 

Schools are implementing new ways to 
communicate to students when there’s an 
unsafe incident. Some have incorporated 
emergency text messages to all of the stu- 
dents’ cell phones. 

“The issue with text messaging is faculty 
and staff don’t check their phones often, and 
the only students who would get the texts 
would be those who turned in their numbers 
to the university, not to mention it’s very 
cost intensive,” said Uhlir.

Uhlir advises that there are safety precau- 
tions for students both living on and off cam- 
pus that are their responsibility. “If you are 
living on campus, just be aware of your sur- 
roundings, and if you are living off campus 
and feel unsafe in your home, the University 
Health and Safety department can help if you 
have an issue with a landlord, maintenance 
or fire safety.” 

The university is trying a mass emergen- 
cy e-mail trial this spring. Emergency text 
message systems have only a 33-40 percent 
sign up rate, so UW-Stout is focusing on the 
e-mail system already in place. “We are test- 
ing the e-mail messaging system to get info 
to everyone as quick as possible,” said Lisa 
Walter, Chief of University Police. “Like 
NIU did, we want to be able to override the 
UW-Stout homepage so faculty and students 
can go to it for directions.” 

“The shootings have changed how we re- 
spond to troubled students,” said Thomas. 
She is the chair of a program on campus 
called the Students of Concern Team. 

“The team meets regularly to assess stu- 
dents which are of concern and decide the 
frequency and severity of their behavior to 
see if they are potentially harmful to them- 
selves or others.” The Students of Concern 
Team program is recommended to all univer- 
sities in the UW system. 

“We look for any verbal or physical aggres- 
sion, suicide attempts or severe depression 
which is often repeated. Most likely if one 
person has noticed the behavior, others have. 

“Yes, mass incidents are horrible, but if we 
can prevent one suicide, then we have really 
made a big difference,” added Uhlir.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
Blue Devils dropped a close game to the 
University of Wisconsin- La Crosse Eagles 
on Feb. 16, losing 57-60. 

This game ended a 26-game winning 
streak for the Blue Devils. The last time 
UW-Stout lost to UW-La Crosse was Jan. 
27, 1996. Even with the 13 turnovers that 
UW-Stout had, they led the way for the 
majority of the first half. The Blue Devils 
weren’t able to hold on to the lead after the 
Eagles went on a 9-0 run to put them up 31- 
35 at the half. 

Coming back from halftime, UW-Stout 
was on fire and went on a 12-0 run. Eight 
of the 12 points were scored by sophomore 
Julia Hirrsig. This 12-0 run gave the Blue 
Devils an eight point lead. 

Throughout the half, UW-Stout had 
three separate eight point leads. In the last 
minutes of the game, UW-La Crosse fought 
back and Eagle Mackenzie Hunter hit a jump 
shot to put UW-La Crosse up by one with 
1:16 left in the game. 

On the next possession, the Blue Devils 
turned the ball over, forcing a foul to get the ball 
back. UW-La Crosse made their free throws to 
take the lead by three with 11 seconds remain- 
ing. The Blue Devils failed to get the shot off at 
the buzzer, losing to UW-La Crosse 57-60.

Hirrsig finished the game shooting 
13-14 from the field, with 26 points and 11 
rebounds. The Blue Devils shot 48 percent 
from the field, which was better than the 
Eagles 10 percent; UW-Stout also out re- 
bounded UW-La Crosse 40-31. The loss to 
UW-La Crosse gave Eagles head coach Lois 
Heeren her 100th career win. 

The Blue Devils had a commanding 
victory over the University of Wisconsin- 
Superior Yellowjackets on Feb. 13 with a 
score of 73-45. At the end of the first half the 
Blue Devils 26-18, but decided to turn their 
game up a notch after halftime. 

After six minutes into the second half, 
UW-Stout ran their lead up to 20 points, 44- 
24. By the end of the first half, all 18 Blue 
Devils were able to see some playing time. 
Hirrsig gave the Blue Devils their only dou- 
ble-double with 10 points and 10 rebounds. 
Sophomore Dany Boese led all the scorers 
with 12 points and junior Charlee Edwards 
had 11 points. 

UW-Stout wasn’t able to hold off the 
third-ranked University of Wisconsin- 
Whitewater Warhawks on Feb. 9, dropping 
the game 72-83. The Warhawks had five 
players with double-doubles. At halftime 
Whitewater was leading 29-35. 

After halftime the Warhawks stretched 
their lead to as much as 18 with only 8:16 left 
in the game. With a little more than a minute 
left in the game the Blue Devils pulled UW- 
Whitewater’s lead to within nine. UW-Stout 
shot 35.4 percent from the field 
against the Warhawks. 

Senior Lindsey Geissler led the 
Blue Devils with 14 points and se- 
nior Joanna Bird added in 11 points. 
This win marked the first time UW- 
Stout was swept by Whitewater 
since the 1994-95 season. 

The Blue Devils were able 
to pull off an impressive over- 
time victory against the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stevens Point 
Pointers on Feb. 6 winning 92- 
79. UW-Stout led for a majority 
of the first half. Their extended 
it to as much as eight, and head- 
ing into the locker room the Blue 
Devils led by four. 

UW-Stout lost their lead 
with 16 minutes left to play, but 
were quickly able to regain the 
lead until Pointer Laura Neuen- 
feldt hit a three-point shot with 
25 seconds left in regulation 
play. This tied the game at 72. 
Geissler wasn’t able to make the 
buzzer winner, putting the game 
into overtime. 

The Pointers scored first in 
overtime play, but Hirrsig quickly 
answered back with a three-point 
play to take a lead that the Blue 
Devils never looked back from. 


Boese hit a three-pointer to 
increase a four-point lead 
to seven. In the closing 
seconds of overtime play, 
Geissler made all four free 
throw attempts. 

This game marked 
the third straight game 
that Hirrsig had a_ per- 
sonal career high, scoring 
30 points. She also added 
in 11 rebounds. Boese 
chipped in 17 points and 
six rebounds.

“When you go into poverty, there are no 
rules or instructions.” 

With those words from Karen Fritz, a 
University of Wisconsin Extension educator, 
and little more information, a bell rang sig- 
naling week one of the poverty simulation. 

The program, brought to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout by Dr. Jeanne 
Rothaupt’s Family Resource Management 
Class, attempts to 
educate the public 
about poverty by 
putting volunteers 
into a low income 
family’s situation 
for a month. 

“The — object 
of the program is 
to sensitize us to 
people in the situation where there is a limited 
income,” said Fritz. 

Volunteers were mostly students from 
UW-Stout and were put in chairs surround- 
ing each other representing houses. The “par- 
ents” were given a packet with their names, 
their children’s names, money and informa- 
tion on the family’s situation. 

Four weeks were represented by fifteen 
minute cycles where each month the family 
had to pay their bills, drop their kids off at 
school and feed the family. Once the month 
was up, the families and agencies which the 


families used to get through the month got 
together for a discussion. 

“Let’s see how you did...,”reflects Fritz. 
“Only one parent fed their family every week.” 

As volunteers discuss how they felt dur- 
ing the experience, she reminds the audience 
of the simulation’s reality. 

“The family situations in this simulation 
are based on the average income for those 
in poverty; there are some people who earn 
even less. Most have parents who both work 
full time jobs, but are getting paid too little. 

With minimum wage

the yearly income 
is $13,000, which 
would barely cover 
costs of a house, let 
alone food for an en- 
tire family. We also 
see a lot of families 
that once earned a 
good income, but their spouse died or they got 
divorced and are dealing with half of the in- 
come they once had.” 

“The system seems to be designed for 
people willing to shuffle around, and wait,” 
commented Dr. Bob Horan, an English and 
Philosophy professor. 

As the discussion wraps up, Fritz en- 
courages the volunteers to take their experi- 
ence and make a difference. 

“There are numerous ways to help the 
poor in the community,” said Fritz. “We are 
hoping by conducting the simulation, we

University Dining Centers produce many 
tons of organic recyclables that are currently 
being thrown away instead of recycled. The 
dining centers are working side-by-side with 
students and staff to find a way to use these in 
either a composting system or an anaerobic 
digester to help UW-Stout reduce the amount 
of waste produced. It may also be possible to 
use the food waste to produce electricity and 
high-quality composting material. 

“We are currently working with dining 
services and Greensense to brainstorm ways 
we can change the campus culture and infra- 
structure in order to get students to separate 
their food waste and also appropriately dis- 
pose of compostable food containers,” assis- 
tant biology professor Kitrina Carlson said. 

Dining services is currently research- 
ing compostable take-out containers and 
collecting data on amount and type of food 
waste collected. 

“We’ve had great interest and support 
by the Stout students and faculty. Dining ser- 
vices is very excited to implement a system 
to appropriately dispose of food waste and 
we’re discussing developing a campaign to 
promote sustainability issues to UW-Stout 
students,” Carlson said. 

Composting pilot projects are expected 
to start soon. 

At 4 feet 6 inches tall, the new ZENN 
car used by campus parking enforcement of- 
ficers is getting some questioning looks from 
unknowing UW-Stout students. 

The zero-emission no-noise car runs 
completely on a rechargeable battery and 
is nearly silent while driving. It can reach 
speeds up to 30 mph and run for 30-50 miles 
on an eight-hour battery charge. 

Designed for urban transport, the car is 
a perfect fit for the needs of parking enforce- 
ment officers on campus, allowing them a 
comfortable ride while doing their job.

According to ZENN manufacturers, one 
gallon of gas provides the same energy as ful- 
ly charging the car about seven times making 
it a smart economical choice for UW-Stout. 

“We’re trying to be as green as we can 
possibly be doing what we do with parking,” 
Keith McCarten of UW-Stout’s Police and 
Parking Services said. 

The car has been featured in newspaper 
articles and on Channel 18 WQOW, the Eau 
Claire news station, since UW-Stout parking 
services purchased it in February. At 1,200 
pounds, it would be easy to assume that the 
silver ZENN would be difficult to spot on 
campus, but its unique shape and frequency 
of use ensure that Stout students will see a lot 
of it in the coming months. 

“We need to make (sustainability) a part 
of our everyday lives. There’s no one big 
thing we can do. We are trying to be a leader 
in showing people what opportunities are to 
make choices to impact the quality of every- 
one’s life in the future,” McCarten said. 

Take green to a whole new level with 
UW-Stout’s new minor in sustainable design 
and development beginning fall 2008. The 
new minor will be offered through the depart- 
ment of engineering and technology and is 
an interdisciplinary approach that integrates 
the natural and social sciences with technical 
course work in a variety of disciplines asso- 
ciated with environmental issues. The meet- 
ing of current needs without compromising 
the ability of future generations to meet their 
own needs is growing in industry, as manu- 
facturers consider multiple uses of products 
throughout the products’ life cycles.

Around Wisconsin 


In September of 2006, Governor Doyle mandated a pilot program to dem- 
onstrate that four state university campuses could be completely energy inde- 
pendent within five years. Amoung those chosen were the University of Wis- 
consin-Green Bay, the University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh, the Universtity of 
Wisconsin-River Falls and the University of Wisconsin-Stevens Point, because 
they already had significant sustainability actions in place. These campuses are 
experimenting with different means of operating. 

The UW-Stevens Point has a green roof on its library. Five different drought 
tolerant plants are embedded into UV-resistant trays, which catch rainfall for 
the plants to absorb, leaving less harmful rain runoff. The plants provide extra 
insulation for the building whereby reducing energy usage. UW-Stevens Point 
is also using alternative methods, on one of its dorms. Solar panels on the roof 
produce energy that is used by the dorms environmentally-friendly hot water 
system. 

Ripon College, located in southeastern Wisconsin, will implement a new 
program in 2012 that encourages students to “just say no” to cars. Incoming stu- 
dents will have the option to sign a pledge saying that they will not bring a car to 
campus for the duration of the upcoming academic year. Those who participate 
will be given a brand-new mountain bike, helmet and lock to keep.

Amidst the seemingly ceaseless 
frenzy of American political media 
coverage and commentary, one particular 
news-making and career-devastating item 
veered, albeit briefly, from the margins 
of the blogosphere to center-stage. The 
“too-sexy” mayor of the wee hamlet of 
Arlington, Oregon, population 500, Car- 
men Kontur-Gronquist’s forced resignation 
from office at the behest of townsfolk who 
could not abide the discovery that their 
then-mayor elect had, horror of horrors, 
posed next to the town’s volunteer fire 
department fire truck, clad in naught but 
her skivvies (an opaque black bra and boy- 
shorts), was announced Tuesday. 

Since Kontur-Gronquist had been elected 
three years ago — and the bra and panties 
brouhaha had emerged only recently, my 
inquiring mind got to wondering: why, and 
to what end? 

Here are a few theories, my own,

By polling random students across the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout campus, I’ve 
found that the common opinion held by the 
student body is that with the new designation 
as a polytechnic university, UW-Stout has an 
obligation to place a larger emphasis on the 
new technologies and practices used in the 
work force. In order for that to work, the pro- 
fessors expected to teach the next generation 
must themselves understand what is brought 
in to update the classrooms to match the work 
place.

The students see the massive screens for the 
projectors waiting just in front of them and 
begin to expect a PowerPoint, or some other 
type of electronic medium for the simple 
fact that it would be the easiest way for all 
100-plus students to follow along with the 
material. The professor turns to the desk, ig- 
nores the computer and projector, and brings 
out several sheets with the materials for the 
lecture. All hope for a smooth class period 
goes out the door when the professor fails to 
figure out how to use the document viewer.

I know that this is an over-dramatiza- 
tion of what normally happens in most 
classrooms, but the fact that there are 
many professors that do not understand 
the technology available in each class- 
room is downright depressing. Many 
students agree that the introduction and 
use of the e-scholar program and other 


new technologies have been very benefi- 
cial to UW-Stout. In my experience, and 
from the opinion of other students, I’ve 
found that even with the high regard for 

the e-scholar program, there has become a 
divide amongst the ranks of the professors. 
Regarding Desire2Learn, about 20 percent 
of the professors use it regularly, 50 percent 
use it in addition to the materials given and 
used in class and the other 30 percent don’t 
even seem to acknowledge its existence. 

To the university’s credit, there is a 
week-long workshop offered to new faculty 
in order to introduce the new technology 
they will be working with. There are also 
plenty of other chances for the current 
faculty to become familiar with, and help 
in the advancement of the technology avail- 


able in the classrooms. The drawback for 
the students is that, while most new profes- 
sors do attend the workshop, nothing is 
required. This means that too many of the 
faculty members already employed choose 
not to attend the workshops and courses 
offered by the university. 

“T would say that there are many 
opportunities for faculty to acquire new 
technology skills; however, I often see the 
same faces at the professional develop- 
ment sessions, which leads me to believe 
that not everyone on campus is interested,” 
says Dr. Matthew J. Livesey, technical 
communications program director. This 
lack of interest from professors damages 
the university’s reputation and appeal to 
incoming students. 


Why do students really come to the 
decision to attend UW-Stout? For a large 
portion of the student body, proximity 
to their homes was a major factor. Other 
deciding points could have been the athlet- 
ics, small-town community or the layout 
of the campus. For other students, myself 
included, the decision came down to the 
opportunities offered at UW-Stout to use 
technology in the classroom in order to 
prepare for a world where the use of such 
technology is largely becoming a require- 
ment for success. If UW -Stout loses the 
draw that the availability of new technol- 
ogy creates, future classes of graduating 
high school seniors will consider it less and 
less of a viable option. 


Democratic candidates step right up and buy your super delegate on shelves now!

Anyone who has been watching the dem- 
ocratic presidential race is probably wondering 
what the heck a super delegate is and why the 
democrats have them and republicans don’t. 
Pll admit it, I didn’t know what one was before 
this year either. In fact, I don’t remember there 
being this much to do about a primary before 
either. It seems that there always was just that 
Republican or that Democrat to vote for with 
a few Independents thrown in. I never realized 
we could pick the Democrat or Republican 
from a group of candidates that we wanted to 
ultimately vote for in November. This year it 
was exciting to find out that I could vote for 
someone to become a presidential candidate. I 
had my candidate picked out, Mike Huckabee, 
but by the time the Wisconsin primary came 
around he was so far behind it felt like a waste 
of a vote. Even my Republican parents decided 
to vote Democrat, voting for Obama just for 
the fact that they do not want another Clinton 
in the White House nor even in the running. 
They voted in hopes that their vote would 
count and push Obama to the win of presiden- 
tial candidate. It will count in a sense, but here 
comes the confusing part: something called 
a super delegate can push the win towards 
Clinton if they so choose. 

A super delegate can have the power to 
change the ultimate Democratic candidate. 
Basically a super delegate is the Democrats’ 
way of preventing a dark horse or person 
they don’t like from entering the final presi- 
dential race. 

There are 796 super delegates and 3,253 
regular “pledged” delegates that make up 
the 4,049 total votes (delegates). The magic 
majority number of votes a candidate needs 
to become the presidential candidate is 2,025. 
Regular “pledged” delegates are appointed 
by statewide votes acquired by a candidate. 
Super delegates, or as they are officially called 


by Democratic Party rules, “unpledged party 
leader and elected official delegates,” are privi- 
leged people who get to vote, however they 
would like and count just as the other delegates 
that were “earned” by thousands of state votes. 

The 796 super delegates in this year’s 
Democratic National Convention are made 
up of 270 members of congress, 32 gov- 
ernors, 20 leaders and 313 more “typical” 
people like you and me that belong to the 
Democratic National Committee. Included in 
these 796 super delegates are former presi- 
dents such as Bill Clinton, vice presidents 
like Al Gore and other people that have 
vested interests in one candidate or the other. 
These super delegates are the democratic 
nominees’ friends, colleagues, financial 
beneficiaries and even spouses. 

Super delegates were created after 
George McGovern’s landslide defeat in 1972. 
McGovern became the nominee, but won 
only one state and 37.5 percent of the popular 
vote in the general election. It was designed 
to prevent a nominee who was “out of sync 
with the rest of the party,” Northeastern 
University political scientist William Mayer 
told MSNBC. Democratic National Commit- 
tee member Elaine Kamarck called it a “sort 
of safety valve.” Well, what kind of safety 
valve is this? To me, a very undemocratic one 
which favors not only Democrats as a whole 
but those special people that want things to 
go their way. In most cases, super delegates 
never come into play, but this year they just 
might which makes it important to point out 
how undemocratic they really are. 

Richard Herrera, professor of political 
science at Arizona State University, makes 
the claim that the process was not meant to 
be democratic in the first place. “If anything, 
it was meant to take it out of the democratic 
process. In 1982, the party said they needed 
to have some professionals making decisions 
here to blunt the potential effects of what 
they perceived as amateur delegates making 


decisions, those who vote with their heart 
and not their head.” A good claim but really, 
shouldn’t it be our mistake to make? 

With super delegates, it comes down 
to the fact that we as voters can vote for our 
candidate but that the chosen candidate to 
represent the democratic party might not be 
chosen from our votes, but from the votes of 
those super delegates. That’s some democratic 
process, isn’t it? As one person put it on the 
whereistheoutrage.com “So, Obama could win 
the majority of the ‘peoples’ votes, but Hillary 
could persuade more of her buddies in the 
party who are super delegates to vote for her 
and she could win the nomination?” Not only 
can these candidates persuade their buddies or 
super delegates, they can buy them as well. 

Elected officials who are super delegates 
have received at least $904,200 from Obama 
and Clinton in the form of campaign contribu- 
tions over the last three years, according to the 
nonpartisan Center for Responsive Politics. 
Not only can the candidates pay them, they 
can bribe them, call in old favors and do just 
about anything to win the super delegates 
over. Larry Sabato, a political scientist at the 
University of Virginia stated, “Only the limits 
of human creativity could restrict the ways in 
which Obama and Clinton will try to be help- 
ful to super delegates.” Saboato went on to say, 
“My guess is that if the nomination actually 
depends on super delegates, the unwritten rule 
may be, ‘ask and ye shall receive.” Not all su- 
per delegates are bribed and I must give credit 
to the few super delegates that have come out 
in support of the candidate their state has voted 
for, rather than the one who funded them the 
most. Still, you have to wonder how many of 
them vote with their minds and not by what 
they now have in their wallets. 

New York Congressman Charlie Rangel, 
who is one of Clinton’s top African-American 
allies says, “The people’s will is what’s going 
to prevail at the convention and not people 
who decide what the people’s will is.” Sure, 


if this was so, then why is Hilary Clinton 
already wrangling up the super delegates, 
asking them to pledge to a candidate, specifi- 
cally her? Because these super delegates are 
crucial to the candidate’s success. In the Clin- 
ton campaign, campaigners are not allowed 
to even utter super delegate as they have 
now been dubbed “automatic delegate.” The 
Clinton campaign is worried that the name 
super delegate may imply that they have 
super-powers or super influence when they 
don’t. But don’t they? 

If the super delegates vote a candidate 
in who does not win the popular vote, people 
may realize that their vote doesn’t count in 
the end or that the candidate can buy their 
nomination. Some people feel that it would 
be possible that a former elected official 
that is a super delegate may have changed 
their views since leaving office and those 
new views may no longer reflect those of 
the voters who previously elected them. But 
supposedly their experience and influence in 
the party is supposed to give authority to their 
participation as a super delegate. My views 
sometimes change every week and I am sure 
not all these super delegates have such solid 
convictions either. Some super delegates will 
do the right thing, but for others money can 
and will sway their decision. 

Super delegates are not required to 
announce their choices and they can change 
minds. If a super delegate decides to change 
his mind, he can and will lend his support to a 
different candidate. Many of them have cho- 
sen to announce endorsements, making a big 
hurrah about it (think Ted Kennedy singing 
in Spanish). Super delegates who endorse an- 
other party’s candidate, say a Republican for 
president lose their super delegate status and 
their vote, obviously will not be counted. Yet 
again another thing benefiting the Democratic 
Party. What a thoroughly inspiring demo- 
cratic country we live in. What happened to 
the power of the people?

On Feb. 19, 2008, the high definition 
format war finally came to a close. Toshiba, 
the main producers of HD-DVD players, 
announced that they are discontinuing 
production and ceasing shipments to 
retailers by March. 

For those who haven’t heard, recent 
years have seen two separate disc formats 
competing: Blu-ray and HD-DVD. At 
first, the war was fairly close between both 
formats with multiple movie studios backing 
each. For video game players, this was a 
Microsoft versus Sony affair. Microsoft was 
arguably supporting HD-DVD with their 
add-on HD-DVD player, while Sony was 
all for Blu-ray, including a Blu-ray player in

every Playstation 3 since its initial release. 
Additionally, Sony’s Playstation 3 video 
games are on a standard Blu-ray disc, which 
has more space than regular DVDs and HD- 
DVDs. Another interesting tidbit is that the 
Playstation 3 is one of the cheapest Blu-ray 
players available, effectively using the Blu- 
ray player as a selling factor. 

All of this may have held little relevance 
to the average consumer. Without a high 
definition television, a high definition player 
isn’t useful. It’s also easy to see that the 
DVD is still the largest format available, and 
high definition hasn’t completely entered 
everyone’s household. It may be true that 
high definition, or in the current case Blu-ray, 
will soon take over the DVD in the same way 
DVD took over the VHS, but this event is 
still a few years away.

Long live the king of football | Favre retires after 17 years

“He played quarterback like a line- 
backer,” former NFL player and head 
coach Mike Ditka summed it up in one 
bold statement. 
The long illustri- 
ous career of fu- 
ture hall of fame 
quarterback Brett 
Favre has come to 
a conclusion as he 
decided to hang up 
his cleats after 17 
storied years on 
the job. 

His style of play was unorthodox and 
his charm unflappable; these attributes 
helped fuel him and those around him to be 
the best they could possibly be. 

While his career was filled with ac- 
complishments, awards and division titles, 
it wasn’t without controversy. He battled 
his way through substance abuse in the 
mid-‘90s, played perhaps the best game of 
his life only a day after his father’s passing 
against Oakland and played through his wife 
Deanna’s bout with breast cancer. 

He set numerous records, including 
most passing touchdowns in a career, most 
career passing yards, most wins by a quar- 
terback and perhaps the most amazing re- 
cord in all of sports: 253 consecutive starts 
by a quarterback. Not only is that a record

for quarterbacks, it is a record for all players. 
Enduring constant violence and abuse dur- 
ing 17 seasons as an NFL quarterback is a 
remarkable feat. 

This is probably what merited Ditka’s 
comment about the linebacking style of play 
that Favre was fa- 
mous for. Anytime 
you tuned into 
a Packers game 
you were treated 
to the adlibbing 
style of play that 
Brett made seem 
sO easy, scram- 
bling around in 
the backfield away 
from ensuing defenders only to laser the per- 
fect pass into the endzone. His unflappable 
style of play was even better in the cold, as 
his record of 36-9 in weather below 32 de- 
grees was just another sign of his greatness. 

Not only was Brett Favre a great quar- 
terback, he was a great football player. He 
came out of the University of Southern Mis- 
sissippi as a senior and was drafted by the 
Atlanta Falcons in round 2 with the 33rd 
overall pick. In his first season he played 
sparingly, and surprisingly enough, his first 
NFL completion was to himself off a de- 
flected pass. 

After that lone season in Atlanta he was 
traded to Green Bay for a first round pick and 
the rest is history. While being described as 
child-like isn’t something you’d want to be la-

A strong finish to a seasons end

While the majority of the Blue Devil’s 
basketball season was rather disappointing, 
the University of Wisconsin-Stout men’s 
team was able to finish off the season with 
a few wins, which allowed them to slip into 
the WIAC tournament. 

In a season which featured a large 
makeover from the year before, the team 
struggled to get together but was still able to 
pull off several conference wins to go along 
with the aforementioned tourney berth. 

The addition of Miles Webb was effec- 
tive as he was able to lead the conference in 
scoring the majority of the season; currently 
he is tied with University of Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire’s Dan Beyer at 19 points a game. In 
the first game of the tournament the Blue 
Devils were eliminated by the University of 
Wisconsin-Whitewater to end their season. 
Here is a recap of the last three games for the 
2007-08 Blue Devils. 

UW-Stout vs. UW-River Falls (W 
75-62): As the Blue Devils traveled to Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-River Falls to take on 
the Falcons, a win was in the players’ minds; 
a victory would help their slim chances of 
making the WIAC tournament. 

Considering the fact that the only con- 
ference wins for UW-Stout had come against 
one team (UW-Superior) things weren’t 
looking too bright, especially at halftime 
when the Blue Devils went into the locker 
room facing yet another deficit. As the Blue 
Devils emerged from the locker room they 
were determined not to let this deficit halt 
their progress. 

Once they tied up the game with five 
minutes played in the second half they went 
on an absolutely deadly shooting streak as 
they hit five straight triples. This run was 
able to help UW-Stout build a 15 point 
lead with a minute and a half left to ice the 
win. Rising star Eric Hostetter had his first 


double-double with 19 points and 11 boards 
while Jerrel Enerson-Matthews (E-Matt) 
tacked on an additional 19. 

UW-Stout vs. UW-Eau Claire (W 
78-65): Looking to play the role of spoiler, 
UW-Stout did just that as they ruined Se- 
nior Night at Zorn Arena for the numerous 
seniors on the Blugold basketball team. Not 
only did they spoil the night, but the victory 
also allowed them to sneak into the WIAC 
tournament, something that seemed all but 
impossible in the middle of the season dur- 
ing the midst of their 12 game losing skid. 

A determined Blue Devil team launched 
out of the gates and never trailed the entire 
game as they dominated all facets of the 
game. In the final regular season game for 
senior Miles Webb, he was able to add to his 
conference leading total with 28 points. Con- 
tributing with strong games once again were 
Hostetter with 20 points and E-Matt with 18. 
The next game to play was Round 1 of the 
WIAC tournament in which they faced off 
against conference leading UW-Whitewater. 

UW-Stout vs. UW-Whitewater (L 67- 
78): The bigger, more powerful Warhawks 
of UW-Whitewater were able to dominate 
the paint and sent the Blue Devils packing 
after only one post-season game. The key to 
the game was UW-Whitewaters 18 offensive 
rebounds that led to second-chance points 
all throughout the game.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
women’s basketball team ended its season 
on Feb. 28 with a loss in the semi-finals of

UW-Stevens Point 
was a hot team coming into the playoffs, 
but the Blue Devils were able to put them 
on ice and sweep them in the series with 
two wins on Friday Feb. 22 and Saturday 
Feb. 23 with scores of 8-4 and 7-1 respec- 
tively. 

Impressive play was put up by the 
senior goalkeeper Mike Stone, who came 
into the first game during the second 
period and shut out the Pointers for the 
remainder of the game, and only allowed 
one goal to slip in during the second 
game. Stone was well rewarded for his 


good play, as he was honored with the 
NCHA player of the week title for the 
first round of the playoffs. 

Last week, UW-Stout let the game 
come down to the wire as they took the ice 
against a very energetic and motivated the 
University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire team. 
The Blugolds came into the game coming 
off a win against a tough University of Wis- 
consin-Superior team. 

This marked the first time the Blugolds 
advanced past the first round of the play- 
offs in school history. UW-Stout was the 
first to lead the scoring charge in the game, 
when early in the second period Nick Klaren 
scored a goal off assists from Joel Gaulrapp 
and Jack Wogelmuth. 

The Blugolds responded promptly with 
two goals. Everyone in the crowd became 
nervous as UW-Stout let the game come 
down to the wire until late in third when 
Paul Henderson put one in the net to tie the 
score at two. The regulation ended and the 
teams went into sudden death overtime. 

The fans could feel the energy in the air 
during overtime as both teams were fighting 
to continue their season. Finally, the battle 
was brought to an end when Scott Motz 
scored a goal 15 minutes into the overtime, 
which led to an explosion from the crowd. 


points. UW-La Crosse answered back to tie 
up the game at 11 a piece. The Eagles fought 
hard to extend a lead to five but as the buzzer 
sounded for halftime UW-Stout was allowing 
only a two point lead with the score at 20-22. 

In the second half, Hirssig put up her 
first six points of the game to help put the Blue 
Devils up by seven. With just over five minutes 
remaining in regulation play the Eagles took 
the lead. Hirssig was fouled and put to the line 
with eight seconds remaining; UW-La Crosse 
was up by one. Hirssig tied the game with the 
first shot but missed the second. Geissler took 
a charge on the Eagles possession but missed 
the buzzer shot which sent the game into over- 
time. 

After Hirssig fouled with a minute and 
a half remaining in overtime UW-La Crosse 
was at the line, making both free throws. 
These shots tied the game at 63. UW-Stout 
called a timeout after gaining possession 
with 15 seconds left in overtime play. This 
timeout set up the buzzer-beating shot with 
a half second left in play to win the game. 
Hirssig ended the night with 20 points, and 
17 rebounds. Edwards added in 17 points 
and six rebounds. 

UW-Stout ended its regular season with 
a loss to the Blugolds, 74-77. The Blue Dev- 
ils were down by as much as eight points in 
the second half. UW-Stout was held off, al- 
lowing UW-Eau Claire to win. This loss al- 
lowed the Blugolds to sweep the Blue Devils 


The win marked the first time in UW-Stout’s 
history in which they would advance to the 
NCHA championship game. 

With that said, UW-Stout will travel to 
play a tough St. Norbert’s team this weekend. 
St. Norbert’s has been a solid team through 
the season and playoffs. The team waltzed 
through the first round of the playoffs with 
two wins again Lake Forest College. 

In the semi-finals game they managed 
to pull out a close victory against St. Scho- 
lastica in a 1-0. St. Norbert’s is now unde- 
feated in their last 25 games since going 21- 
0-4 since a loss on Nov. 4th. St. Norbert’s 
will have Kyle Jones in the net, who is the 
NCHA player of the year, and who just re- 
cently set the Division III college hockey re- 
cord for shutouts in a season with eight and 
the record for career shut-outs at 23. 

There is no question in the statement 
that its “do or die” for the UW-Stout team 
this weekend.

It was included 
in the program of Human Survival, already 
planned for the first two weeks of March,” 
said Williams. 

“The posters were sent in CD form, so 
the students in the GCM program printed all 
the posters,” commented McManus. 

“This exhibit deserves to be seen by 
every student. The younger the student, the 
more important the message is. Currently, 
there are over 30,000 nuclear warheads lo- 
cated in eight different countries across the 
northern hemisphere of the globe. At any 
moment, half of these warheads are ready to 
launch for use. Talk about terrorism: any na- 
tion possessing these weapons constitutes a 
threat to world peace,” warned Williams. 

“The posters will stay around UW- 
Stout, and I encourage people to go see them 
because they show the nature of war, and the 
nature of what our troops sometimes have to 
go through still today,” added McManus.

“Jim Forster woke up one morning last 
November to go hunting with his son. Instead 
of grabbing his gun, he passed out and woke 
up in the Red Cedar Medical Center emer- 
gency room,” said John Cole. 

Forster has two children and resides 
in Menomonie with his wife, Jeannie. He 
was a Dunn County Conservationist for 
34 years until he was diagnosed with high 
grade myelodypsplasia. This is a disease 
that requires a blood stem cell transplant, 
without which Mayo Clinic doctors be-

lieve his chances of survival are limited 
to one year. 

His family has been tested to donate bone 
marrow, but there are no perfect matches. 
There are no perfect matches found in the Na- 
tional Marrow Donor registry. John and Sherry 
Cole got involved with the National Marrow 
Donor program several years ago when Katie 
Iverson, a Menomonie youth, was diagnosed 
with a similar disease. Unfortunately, no do- 
nor was found in time for Katie. 

Students, faculty and staff were tested 
for matching human leukocyte antigens at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout on Wednes- 
day, March 26. The tests were simple and 
non-invasive. These _ tests 
usually cost $52, but all costs 
“have been generously paid 
through donations and fund- 
raisers,” added Cole. 

HLA testing determines 
whether a donor and patient 
are a good match. HLA’s are 
found on most cells in the 
human body. These antigens 
are what the cheek swabs are 
tested for, like those taken 
from the UW-Stout drive. 

“Just roll the swab in 
a circle on the upper and 
lower insides of your cheek 
on both sides,” instructed 
Sherry Cole, a volunteer and 
personal friend of Forster. 

“It’s really important 
that we screen as many peo- 
ple as possible. The more 
samples we collect, the bet- 
ter chance we have of find- 
ing a 100 percent match,” 
she added. 

To qualify for the 
screening, you must be be- 
tween the ages of 18-60, 
meet the health guidelines 
and willing to donate if con- 
tacted. Participants first fill 
out a health questionnaire to 
determine if they are eligible 
to donate before taking a 
simple cheek swab. 


If you would still like to be considered 
as a potential donar, you may request a 
kit be mailed to you.

Facts about Marrow Transplants: 


¢ Marrow transplants save lives for those with leukemia, lymphoma and many 


other diseases. 


¢ The patients first undergo chemotherapy to destroy the diseased marrow, and 


then given healthy marrow for a donor. 


¢ The marrow then begins to function and multiply in the patient’s bloodstream. 
¢ For the patient’s body to accept the marrow, the healthy blood cells need to be 


as close of a match as possible. 


Marrow Donation Process 


1. Join the registry 


2. If you match a patient, you are contacted for more testing. 

3. If you agree to donate, you will be given an exam and learn about the donation 
process from the doctor. 
4. You will either give bone marrow or PBSC. 


¢ Marrow is a surgical procedure, where needles withdraw marrow from your bones. Most 
donors are back to their normal selves in just a few days, and feel slight soreness in their lower 
back. The marrow is, however, completely replaced in four to six weeks. 

¢ PBSC donation is taken out of your blood, much like donating plasma. The blood is sepa- 
rated from the blood-forming cells in a machine, and the rest of the blood is returned to the 
donor. The only side effects to this donation are slight headaches, or bone and muscle aches for 


just a few days after donation.

Universiy of Wisconsin-Stout has been 
a polytechnic institution for over a year now. 
Current students have not seen a big change 
in the school, probably because there hasn’t 
been one with the exception of the label of 
Wisconsin’s Polytechnic University. 

Instead of imposing a drastic change on 
UW-Stout, the polytechnic designation has 
allowed for more opportunity to improve 
upon current programs and expand the cam- 
pus’s repertoire. 

Although there is no single definition of 
a polytechnic university, all schools labeled 
as such share characteristics. Polytechnics 
are comprehensive universities offering 
professional career-focused programs in the 
arts, social and related behavioral sciences, 
engineering, education and natural sciences 
and technology that engage students in ac- 
tive, applied learning, theory and research 
essential to the future of society, busi- 
ness and industry. UW-Stout exemplifies 
this through internship programs, contact 
with industry professionals and a hands-on 
minds-on approach to learning. 

UW-Stout has always demonstrated 
the unique characteristics of a polytechnic. 
In 1974, the Board of Regents defined UW- 


Stout as a special mission university with a 
select array of programs leading to profes- 
sional careers and serving the needs of soci- 
ety. That distinction has stayed true because 
of the unique schooling style that involves 
combining theory, practice and experimenta- 
tion in the classroom.

God doesn’t replace good drugs

You couldn’t imagine the anger 
that swept over me when I heard about 
11-year-old Madeline Neumann’s un- 
necessary death. The 11-year-old died of 
complications from a form of treatable 
diabetes in Weston, Wis. after her parents 
refused to get her medical help and only 
offered the aid of prayer. Coming from a 
Christian family myself, I asked my parents 
what they thought about the situation, and 
they too were upset and angered by this 
seemingly good couple’s lack of respon- 
sibility and freaking common sense. They 
explained that responsible parents would 
take their child to the doctor and would do 
anything for their child and wouldn’t rely 
solely on prayer. Makes sense doesn’t it? 

Apparently not to Neumann’s parents. 
Leilani Neumann, the girl’s mother said 
that she and her family believe in the Bible 
and that healing comes from God, but that 
they do not belong to an organized religion 
or faith, are not fanatics and have nothing 
against doctors. While Mrs. Neumann may 
not be a fanatic, she is an idiot. As I heard 
from one person, God does not always heal 
directly, he helps us find a way to healing, 
i.e. he tells us to go to the doctor! 

“We just noticed a tiredness within 
the past two weeks,” Mrs. Neumann said 
Wednesday, “and then just the day before 
and that day (she died), it suddenly just 
went to a more serious situation. We stayed 
fast in prayer then. We believed that she 
would recover. We saw signs that to us, it 
looked like she was recovering.” I am not a 
parent, but wouldn’t you think responsible 
parents would immediately take their child 
to an emergency room instead of relying on 
prayer? Not to mention the fact it has been 
said the family had not taken poor Mad- 
eline to a doctor since she was three years 
old, and only then to get some shots, which 
I am sure were required for future school- 
ing... or perhaps it was while her parents 
were still sane. 

I know a lot of people cannot afford to 
go to a doctor each year for a check-up, but 
that is no excuse. There are free clinics and 
ways to get to the doctor’s office for reduced 
rates. What about the new BadgerCare 
program? It it was your child, wouldn’t you 
want to do everything you could to prevent 
sickness and death? I would sure hope so. 

Possible charges could be brought 
against the Neumanns, but Leilani Neumann 
said she and her husband are not worried 
about the investigation because “our lives 
are in God’s hands. We know we did not do 
anything criminal. We know we did the best 
for our daughter we knew how to do.” 


I simply do not think that a court in its 
right mind could let these foolish parents off 
the hook for what they did. You cannot use 
faith as a cop out. Religious beliefs do not 
supersede a parent’s responsibility to seek 
life-saving treatment for a child. It is a child, 
adults are SUPPOSED to make wise and 
smart decisions for their children. What is 
wrong with people today? 

I’m not the only one who believes 
they deserve charges. A MyFox Twin Cities 
online poll asked, “Should a Wisconsin 
couple face charges after only praying while 
their 11-year-old daughter was ill, rather 
than seek help from doctors?” Out of 1,153 
people polled, 87.16 percent answer that, 
yes, they should be charged. 

But there is one hiccup that might let 
these parents off the hook and allow their reli- 
gious beliefs to supersede their poor child’s 
right to live. Wisconsin state statute 948.03(6) 
Treatment through prayer. “A person is not 
guilty of an offense under this section solely 
because he or she provides a child with treat- 
ment by spiritual means through prayer alone 
for healing in accordance with the religious 
method of healing permitted under s. 48.981 
(3) (c) 4. or 448.03 (6) in lieu of medical or 
surgical treatment.” 448.03(6) Practice of 
Christian Science states that, “No law of this 
state regulating the practice of medicine and 
surgery may be construed to interfere with the 
practice of Christian Science. A person who 
elects Christian Science treatment in lieu of 
medical or surgical treatment for the cure of 
disease may not be compelled to submit to 
medical or surgical treatment.” But seriously, 
can adults make this decision for an innocent 
child? Why do they have the right to do so? 

I hope that, in light of this case, lawmakers 
take a serious look at this statute and do away 
with it or at least amend it to include what 
should happen in the case of death. 

Madeline’s parents should be tried un- 
der Wisconsin state statute 948.21 Neglect- 
ing a child. “Any person who is responsible 
for a child’s welfare who, through his or 
her actions or failure to take action, inten- 
tionally contributes to the neglect of the 
child is guilty of a Class A misdemeanor 
or, if death is a consequence, a Class D 
felony.” It is my hope that Madeline’s par- 
ents are charged with neglecting a child and 
to the fullest extent. They earned that Class 
D felony and then some. It is obviously a 
case of neglect, but can the law get around 
their own ridiculous state statute of treat- 
ment through prayer? 

If the state doesn’t charge them and 
then pursue an amendment to state statue 
948.03, it could mean a possible epidemic 
of people claiming they prayed for a cure 
while facing wrongful death charges. 
What’s next? God made me do it? Freedom 
of religion has gone too far.

Food.aol.com offers countless uses for 
household ingredients, such as the following: 


MAYONNAISE 


e Mayo is good for getting water stain marks off 
of your kitchen table and other wood furniture. 
Just put mayo on the water stains and wipe it 
with a rag. 


e For a CD with a scratch on it, simply rub with 
mayo and let it sit for about 5 minutes. Then 
wipe off, going from the center of the CD to the 
outside rim.

Life is full of mishaps, and far too many include stains, 
spills and other food-related trauma. Food, however, is not 
always the enemy. 

From the beginning of time, the uses of food have 
stretched far beyond simple consumption and range 
anything from medicine to edible clothing. 

The possibilities do not stop here, however. Curious 
consumers worldwide are experimenting with food and 
standard pantry ingredients to alleviate everything from 
sunburn to crayoned wallpaper. Do these quick fixes really 
work? While some sound plausible and others ridiculous, 
there’s really only one way to find out. 


The amazing and countless uses of food 


SELTZER / CLUB SODA 


Seltzer water gets stains out of carpet, as well as pet 
accidents. If your puppy or kitten has an accident, 
just pour some bubbly water on it and it comes out 
along with the stain. 


SALT 


In the case of a red wine or Kool-Aid stain, cover 
with a generous amount of salt, allow to settle 
overnight. In the morning, vacuum the salt and the 
stain should be gone. 


VINEGAR 


White vinegar is good for cleaning the winter salt 
off of shoes and boots. Just dip a cotton ball in 
vinegar and wipe the shoes or boots. 


Vinegar does an awesome job of getting rid of the 
nasty smell of vomit on a rug or other fabric. Just 
use a rag dampened with vinegar as you clean up. 


PEPPER 


Ever have cramps that have you doubled over? Cut 
a square of white cotton, place a tablespoon of black 
pepper in the center, tie the square into a “tea bag” 
& place in boiling water. After 2 minutes, remove 
from water and drink the “pepper tea” as hot as 
you can as fast as you can (it tastes horrid). Within 
minutes the cramps will go away! 


PEANUT BUTTER 


Peanut Butter is great for removing crayon off of 
wallpaper. It won’t fade the color. 


If you place a small amount of peanut butter on a zit 
and cover with a Band-aid overnight, it should be 
healed by morning. 


Peanut butter (creamy) is an excellent product for 
removing tar from the areas on a car. Just apply to 
a soft cloth and rub to dissolve the tar. Remove any 
leftover residue with soap and water. 


Peanut butter makes a great quick fix for the hiccups. 
Eating 1/2 to 1 tablespoon should do the trick. 


ONIONS 


For healing mosquito bites, put a piece of raw onion 
on the offending bites for about two minutes. It stops 
the itch, and takes the redness away. 


To eliminate odors from painting a room, cut an 
onion in half and leave one half on each end of the 
room. The onion completely soaks up the paint odor 
and leaves the room without the smell of onion. 


LEMON 


Use lemons to stop excessive perspiration under the 
arms. Cut a thin slice and place it under each arm 
for about 30 min. It will dramatically reduce the “pit 
drench” when coupled with a good anti-perspirant. 


To remove rust stains from fabric, saturate the stain 
with fresh lemon juice, then cover with a layer of 
table salt. Rub the salt into the juice, making a thick 
paste. Wait for the juice to dry completely, then brush 
or wash the salt off. The rust will be gone. 


Cats HATE the smell of citrus, so lightly rubbing 
your wood furniture with orange or lemon rinds or 
oils will help deter cats. 


KETCHUP 


Ketchup is a really good moisturizer. Wash your 
hands with soap and water (make sure no soap suds 
are left), dry them and take some ketchup and rub 
around your hands. Make sure there’s no excess 
ketchup, then wash gently.

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Softball team on eight game losing streak

The University of Wisconsin-Stout wom- 
en’s softball team is on an eight game losing 
streak after a 0-8 run in its spring break tour- 
nament March 16-18 in Waipula, Hawaii. 

The Blue Devils lost all eight games that 
were played over spring break in Hawaii. The 
team opened the tournament to the Hawaii 
Pacific Sea Warriors on March 16. In the first 
game, the Sea Warriors pitcher threw a perfect 
game, facing only 15 batters. The UW-Stout 
lost the game 0-8. 

In the second game, the Blue Devils did 
not allow another perfect game to be pitched. 
Senior Savanah Oeltjen started UW-Stout 
off with a lead-off single. After the lead-off 
single, sophomore Megan McDonald added 
an infield single. 

After that, it was all downhill for the 
Blue Devils. Hawaii Pacific scored one run in 
the third inning and scored nine runs in the 
fourth inning. Hawaii Pacific took another 
victory away from the Blue Devils with a 
score of 10-0. 

On the second day of the tournament, 
UW-Stout faced a double-header against the 
Brigham Young University-Hawaii Seasiders. 
The Blue Devils were not able to pull off vic- 
tory in either game. 

Senior Beth Lloyd and Oeltjen both went 
four-for-four in the opening game, which 
gave UW-Stout its first runs of the tourna- 
ment. BYU-Hawaii scored four runs before 
UW-Stout was able to put a run on the board 
in the third inning. Lloyd batted in Oeltjen 
for the second and last run of the game. BYU 
added in three more runs in the fifth and sixth 
innings to win 7-2. 

In the second game of the series, UW- 
Stout’s only run was scored from an error in

the first inning, which allowed Oeltjen who 
hit a triple. Oeltjen was six-for-seven on the 
day and had three singles and a triple. Lloyd 
had the only runs batted in of the day. Com- 
mitting seven errors in the second game, 
UW-Stout lost 1-9. 

The final day of the tournament, UW- 
Stout faced the Chaminade University Silver- 
swords. In the opening game, the Silverswords 
jumped all over the Blue Devils, winning the 
game 16-0 in five innings. 

After a rough first game, the Blue Devils 
bounced back to take a 2-0 lead in the first in- 
ning. Chaminade cut UW-Stout’s lead in half, 
scoring one run in the bottom of the second 
inning. Chaminade scored the game-winning 
two-run double in the fourth inning. 

The final two games against Chaminade 
both ended in losses for UW-Stout. In the third 
game, the Blue Devils jumped to a 2-0 lead but 
couldn’t hold on to it as Chaminade took a lead 
and held on to win 8-3 for the final game of 
the tournament. In the third game of the tour- 
nament, the Silverswords took a 2-0 lead and 
held on to win 3-1. 

The Blue Devils saw Carleton College 
on March 7 in a double header. UW-Stout fell 
behind in the opening game 0-3 in the first 
inning. In the second inning, the Blue Devils 
fell even further behind, 1-5. Freshman Sara 
Sivertson hit a solo home run in the second. 
This homerun woke UW-Stout up offensively 
in the sixth inning. 

The Blue Devils had back-to-back sin- 
gles by Lloyd and Peterson and then a walk 
by freshman Kelly Conway. Sivertson hit a 
double, hitting in two runs. A sacrifice fly 
by freshman Taylor Wild brought UW-Stout 
to within one run. In the bottom of the sixth, 
Carleton expanded the lead to 4-6, but UW- 
Stout added in five runs in the top of the sev- 
enth. Conway tied the score with a two-run 


double and then Fichter cushioned the lead 
with a three-run home run. In the bottom of 
the seventh, Carleton added one run to give 
UW-Stout the victory 9-7. 

In the second game, UW-Stout scored 
11 runs in the first inning, most coming from 
loaded-base walks. The Blue Devils added six 
runs in the fourth inning. They finished with 
12 hits, drew five walks and batters were hit 
twice by pitches. UW-Stout also committed 
eight errors in the five inning game. 

UW-Stout faced Augsburg College on 
March 4 in a double header where the Blue 
Devils were victorious in both games. The 
Blue Devils opened the game with a three- 
run first inning. 

In the bottom of the inning, Augsburg 
added a single run, and added two more in the 
bottom of the third. The Blue Devils took the 
lead after freshman Kaitlin Helgass scored 
from an advancement from a sacrifice bunt, a 
stolen base and a throwing error. 

Augsburg put the game in extra innings 
after scoring an unearned run in the bottom of 
the seventh inning. UW-Stout was able to pull 
off the victory 7-4 in the eighth inning. 

In the second game of the series, UW- 
Stout had six runs in the second inning. The 
Blue Devils added in one run in the fourth in- 
ning. At the bottom of the fourth, Augsburg 
added one run. 

Fichter drove in two runs with a double to 
left field, making the score 9-1. Augsburg added 
in single runs in both the fifth and sixth innings 
to hold off early elimination. In the seventh in- 
ning, Augsburg scored two more runs. 

The Blue Devils faced a double-header 
against St. Scholastica University on Feb. 
17. UW-Stout came out victorious 
in both games. Sophomore pitcher 
Rachel Roberts had seven strike- 
outs in each game. In the fifth in- 
ning of the first game UW-Stout 
jumped to a 4-0 lead, all four runs 
were scored were unearned as St. 
Scholastica committed three er- 
rors. In the bottom of the fifth 
Scholastica scored one run and 
then scored three in the sixth to tie 
the game. 

The Blue Devils were able 
to pull off the win in the top of the 
ninth after McDonald reached on 
an infield error where freshman 
Lisa Reiter scored from third base. 
Roberts pitched out of a jam in the 
bottom of the ninth but Conway got 
the final out after tagging a runner 
who was attempting to advance on a 
fielder’s choice. 

Scholastica jumped out to a 5-0 
lead in the second game, but UW- 
Stout began chipping away with a 
single run in the third, fourth and 
fifth innings, eventually taking a 7-5 
lead in the bottom of the sixth in- 
ning. Nelson drove in two runs with 


a pinch hit double and Wild added a two run 
double. Scholastica tied the game at seven in 
the top of the seventh. The Blue Devils scored 
the winning run on an error in the bottom of 
the seventh. Nelson hit a bunt single that was 
misplayed and allowed Peterson to score on a 
throwing error. 

The team opened their season with a split 
to Northwestern University on Feb. 22. North- 
western scored their first and only run of the 
game in the second inning. UW-Stout took the 
lead in the fourth inning after Fichter hit a one- 
out homerun. Wild followed up with a single 
and scored on a triple by Sivertson. In the sev- 
enth inning the Blue Devils scored three runs 
to win the game; McDonald, Conway and Pe- 
terson all scored. Sophomore Kristy Hoffman 
recorded eight strikeouts. 

The first Eagle runners were walked and 
scored on errors in the second game of the se- 
ries. The Blue Devils only run scored in the 
sixth inning when Roberts drove in Sivertson. 
Roberts had 11 strikeouts. 

This season the Blue Devils are returning 
six players and adding 14 freshmen and one 
sophomore transfer. Lloyd was a first-team all 
conference catcher last season. Hoffman is a re- 
turning pitcher, Oeltjen is a returning shortstop, 
Peterson is the first baseman, Fichter is an out- 
field and pitcher and McDonald is an outfielder. 

The Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference opener at the University of Wis- 
consin- Eau Claire that was supposed to take 
place on April 1 has been post-poned until 
April 8. UW-Stout will have their home open- 
er against the University of Wisconsin-River 
Falls on April 3 and will face Gustavus Adol- 
phus at home on April 6.

Gymnastics has crowned a national champ

This season the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout women’s gymnastics team 
qualified five gymnasts to compete at the 
National Collegiate Gymnastics Asso- 
ciation Championships on March 28-29 at 
State University of New York-Cortland. 
The Blue Devils qualified five gymnasts 


for the national championships. “This is the 
most to qualify from our university in at 
least seven years,” said head coach Becky 
Beaulieu. Sophomore Meghan Hargens and 
senior Ashley Timm will participate in the 
all-around. Both are returning All-Ameri- 
cans and they were the top two all-around 
qualifiers for the West Region. 

“They act and perform like seasoned 
competitors,” said Beaulieu. Freshman Nao- 
mi DeLara qualified for the championships 
and was the top seed on the balance beam. 
Sophomores Morgan Trumble and Rachel 
Manz also qualified for the championships. 
Trumble qualified on the beam and Manz 
qualified for the uneven bars. 

Beaulieu felt that Timm’s strongest 
event was the beam; she had placed fifth in 
the nation in 2007. Beaulieu said, “Hargens 
will be tough to beat on the floor exercise 
and all-around.” 

UW-Stout advanced three gymnastics 
to the final round of the championships. 
DeLara was tied for third on the beam with 
a 9.65 going into the final round. Timm ad- 
vanced to the final round with a 9.575 on the 
vault which is also now a school record, and 
in the floor exercise with a 9.65. 

Timm finished 54th on the bars and 
17th in the all-around. Hargens advanced to 
the finals on the beam with a 9.5 and placed 
10th in the all-around. That finish earned 
her All-American honors and she broke her 
own previous school record in the all-around 
with a 37.65. 

She also finished 34th on the vault, 17th 
on the uneven bars and 19th on the floor. “The

watch my teammate win the national (bal- 
ance) beam title,” said Hargens. 

Trumble finished 47th on the beam with 
an 8.95. “My goal going into the meet wasn’t 
very challenging because I simply just wanted 
to have fun,” said Trumble. “Going to nation- 
als for the first time was an amazing accom- 
plishment for myself and having a good time 
while competing was just the thing I wanted 
and needed. This is the meet we work for all 
year, so there is no pressure for once.” 

Manz finished 51st on the uneven bars 
with an 8.20. “[My goals were] to go out and 
have fun,” said Manz. “J already made nation- 
als; that was my goal going into the season.” 

The top ten finishers in the all-around 
at the end of the championships are consid- 
ered All-Americans. Gymnasts who finished 
first-sixth are first-team All-Americans and 
seventh-12th are considered second-team. 
The 13th and 14th place finishers are consid- 
ered honorable mention. “[The best part of 
competing in the national tournament is] the 
atmosphere,” said Manz. “You get to cheer 
on girls you competed against all season.” 


In the final round of the championships 
DeLara lived up to her first seed and gained 
a national title on the balance beam scoring a 
9.8. DeLara broke her previous record on the 
beam by a tenth of a point and is UW-Stout’s 
first individual national champion. “She truly 
is a Division I athlete,” said Beaulieu. Timm 
also received All-American second team hon- 
ors; her second of her career at UW-Stout. 

The Blue Devils finished fifth of eight 
at the Hamline University Wisconsin Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Conference and NCGA 
West Regional championships on March 8. 
Timm led UW-Stout in the all-around. She 
placed fifth with a score of 36.850. Hargens 
finished right behind her in sixth with a score 
of 36.800. Hargens also finished third on the 
floor exercise with a 9.575 and seventh on 
the vault with a 9.425. 

UW-Stouts top finishers in each event 
were Hargens (9.425) and Timm (9.35) who 
placed ninth on the vault. Manz and Hargens 
tied for ninth on the uneven bars with a 9.250. 
Timm finished 12th on the beam with a 9.2 
and Trumble finished 19th with an 8.925. 
Hargens and Timm (9.325) who placed 12th 
were the top finishes on the floor exercise.

On April 7, the Early Earth Day Odys- 
sey was presented in the Memorial Student 
Center, at University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Hybrid guru Chris Schneider from 
Honda Motorwerks in La Crosse, Wisconsin, 
presented a compressed natural gas Honda 
Civic GX and a Columbia Mega neighbor- 
hood electric vehicle. UW-Stout received a 
six-month lease of the Civic and the Phill 
home refueling station from International 
Motorwerks. 

After a 15 minute DVD presentation, 
Schneider opened the presentation for ques- 
tions. “If the car recharges all night long, 
what happens if there is an emergency in 
the middle of the night, and you need to use 
the car?” was the concern of one student 


from the audience. 

“You can push a button and the refuel- 
ing will stop, and you can then use the car,” 
replied Schneider. 

The Phill refueling station compress- 
es natural gas that is already available in 
homes around the United States, but the sys- 
tem must be installed by a professional and 
comes with a heavy price tag. “Natural gas 
pumps are readily available in areas of the 
United States where air quality is low, like 
Southern California,” stated Schneider. 

“T can drive from La Crosse to Phoenix 
[with this fuel], but I have to stop in India- 
napolis...that’s the problem,” said Schneider. 
He explains that more stations need to be in- 
stalled in the Midwest, and that’s why they 
are doing this program. “Hybrids still only 
take up 2.6 percent of the marketplace...even 
though the resale value of a hybrid is high 
enough to offset the original price.” 


The numbers have been reported, the officials have poured over the rankings 
and the final results are now published for everyone to see. The 2008 winning 
schools include newcomers and long time participants. The main goal of this event 
is to increase student awareness of campus recycling and waste minimization. 

There’s plenty of glory to go around, as schools large and small across the 
country claim bragging rights on the state and local levels. Congratulations go out to 
all the schools that rallied their campus communities over ten weeks to reduce their 


waste and increase their recycle rates. In the end, RecycleMania helps all participating 
colleges and universities make achievements in recycling and waste reduction!

A Kansas-based church staged an assem- 
bly outside of the MSC to protest the deaths 
of the three students who died in an off- 
campus fire earlier in the week.

The editorial staff of the Journal of 
Student Research was quite surprised 
to find a full-page story regarding the 
Journal in the most recent edition of the 
Stoutonia. We were saddened to see that 
the author, Chris Moellering, chose to ad- 
dress his concerns in such a public man- 
ner rather than e-mailing his questions to 
the current editorial staff as other students 
have done. The staff is happy to provide 
students with more information about 
their faculty reviews upon request, but 
because this takes a considerable amount 
of time, it is only done upon request of 
student authors. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Moellering is mis- 
taken in much of his information regarding 
the Journal’s review process. We are disap- 
pointed that he did not contact Journal staff 
to check the accuracy of his statements prior 
to publication. The Journal’s review process 
was developed to provide students with a 
“real life” experience, mirroring reviews 
of professional journals. When a student 
submits an article, the advisor is required to 
sign the submission form to verify they are 
aware of and approve the article for publi- 
cation. The submission is then reviewed by 
the editor, and authors are allowed to make 
revisions based upon these suggestions. 
Suggestions range from correcting misspell- 
ings and grammatical errors to clarifying 
the requirements of American Psychologi- 
cal Association format; however, making 
these changes is left to the discretion of the 
authors. The revised submission is then sent 
to a faculty reviewer; however, all identify- 
ing information is removed prior to faculty 
review. Great care is taken to ensure the 


faculty reviewer is not the student’s advi- 

sor. The faculty reviewer assesses the article 
and then rates it in several different areas, 
including quality, APA format adherence, and 
conceptual and methodological rigor. After all 
submissions have been reviewed, the highest 
rated articles are selected for publication. 

The Journal encourages all disciplines 
and departments to submit their work and 
requires APA format in order to maintain 
consistency among published articles. Last 
year’s Journal contained several social sci- 
ences articles because a considerable portion 
of submissions were from social sciences 
disciplines. The Journal seeks to produce a 
publication that varies in scope and breadth, 
but we are limited in our ability to do this 
based on initial submissions to the Journal. 
Last year’s Journal also contained submis- 
sions from applied science students, student 
artists, applied mathematics and computer 
science students, packaging students and 
even technical communications students in 
addition to social sciences students. 

We regret that Mr. Moellering is disap- 
pointed with the non-selection of his manu- 
script and invite him to contact the editor for 
further information about his submission. He 
is welcome to make additional revisions and 
resubmit his work for future publication. We 
also invite him and any interested students 
to our annual Journal of Student Research: 
After Action Review Meeting scheduled for 
May 7 at 2:00 p.m. in room 140G of the Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation building. We would 
also like to take this opportunity to invite 
students interested in student research on 
campus to join the new Stout Research Club. 
The Stout Research Club will be an excel-

Finding facebook: confessions of a reluctant fan

Once upon a time, college life pro- 
ceeded without any Internet social networks 
like Facebook. Although this time is not in 
the prehistoric age of human history but was 
as recent as the early years of the new mil- 
lennium, this period is now shrouded in our 
minds with the sense of unreality that we as- 
sociate with an era before telephones and air 
travel. Like any technological breakthrough, 
Facebook has attracted its fair share of avid 
detractors along with a dutiful fan following. 
And like many other technological advance- 
ments, opinions on Facebook seem to follow 
a predictable generational divide. Teachers 
and employers point to Facebook’s immense 
capacity for the frittering of valuable time and 
the potential for the misuse of the medium for 
various modes of surveillance. 

College students, not just in the United 
States, are enthralled by Facebook’s infinite 
potential for establishing connections, forging 
friendships and perhaps even finding romance 
without investing a significant amount of 
money or energy. Whether it is the college- 
based network of Facebook, or the more open 
forum MySpace or Orkut, a network which 
is widely popular in India, it is rare to find 
a college student of today’s generation with 
access to the Internet who is not a member of 
at least one of these networks, irrespective of 
the national affiliation of the person. 

While Facebook certainly began as 
a network for college undergraduates, it 
has gradually morphed into a space that is 
frequented by others involved in the college 
community, namely graduate students pursu- 
ing advanced degrees and instructors who 
have stumbled onto the medium, propelled 
perhaps by curiosity and have then decided 
to stay. So, am I a card-carrying convert 
to the Facebook religion now that I have a 
profile and about fifty friends consisting of 
former and present students at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout, colleagues from 
UW-Stout, and former classmates from my 
graduate school? 

I am still as appalled as I was initially at 
Facebook’s power to surreptitiously infiltrate 
the classroom. Like Internet messaging, Face- 
book is the bane of an instructor’s life, since 
it acts as a barrier between classroom instruc- 
tions and the students’ ability to listen to 
them. While it is true that every generation of 


students has taken advantage of escape routes 
to lessen the tedium of dull lectures through 
activities like doodling or daydreaming, 
Facebook’s capacity for sustaining distraction 
is more intense, as a student checking in mo- 
mentarily to read any new notification may 
soon find herself browsing new photographs, 
commenting or tagging them, watching a 
new video post, taking a new compatibility 
quiz and thus becoming enmeshed in the 
labyrinthine maze of activities and informa- 
tion that are much more delectable than the 
dreary instructions on properly punctuating 
an MLA works cited list. The distraction can 
be so acute that the student may entirely miss 
the specific format being discussed and turn 
in her paper in APA or another obscure style, 
solely because she was absent from class, 
lingering in a Facebook destination, during 
the time of the discussion. 

The above example is not a hypotheti- 
cal one. However, even if I accept that all 
students today are super-efficient multi- 
taskers, I still have not been able to come 
to terms with Facebook’s immense capacity 
for surveillance. For students, surveillance 
possibly invokes two distinct fears: one 
of potential stalkers tracking their social 
interactions and or of potential employ- 
ers checking out their profiles for traces 
of illegal activities, using such informa- 
tion to make hiring decisions. However, 
these fears can be effectively countered 
by setting options within Facebook, which 
prevent profiles from being seen by strang- 
ers and allow Facebook users to banish 
undesirables from their social universe, 
thereby preventing any stalking activi- 
ties. But how can Facebook users counter 
covert modes of surveillance, like that of 
widgets which also contain spyware? In 
January 2007, a security vendor warned 
Facebook users that an application called 
Secret Crush which promised to reveal 
to users who had a secret crush on them, 
required installation in their PCs. When the 
secret crush application is installed, Zango 
software, which has been described by 
some vendors as spyware, gets installed in 
the users’ computers without notification. 
In 2006, Zango agreed to pay $3 million to 
the Federal Trade Commission for illegally 
installing software on computers without 
proper notification. This kind of surveil- 
lance is insidious and dangerous because 
we do not know how the information being 
gathered about us will be used.

Why then do I still continue to be at- 
tracted to Facebook, in spite of its pitfalls? 
I continue to be interested in the medium 
simply because of its promise of friend- 
ship not just the chance to make friends, 
but the means not to lose track of them if 
circumstances change. For a person like me 
who has been through many geographical 
migrations, the inevitable consequence of 
moving has been the attrition of friend- 
ships. While for many of my students, 
Facebook is an investment in their present 
and future social lives, my foray into Face- 
book represents a desire to reconnect with 
my past. I often wonder: if Facebook had 
existed in 1994, the year I left India, would 
I not be better connected to my friends 
from college than I am now? The desire for 
friendships does not fade with the passing 
of our college years. If anything, it intensi- 
fies as we grow older, even when work and 
families leave us with less time to invest in 
friendships. Facebook offers the possibility 
of reconnecting with people we have left 
behind in other places and times. Perhaps 
this is nostalgic on my part, this desire to 
access a past and a place which is no longer 
available to me. However, it is possibly 
the reason I do not set my profile to private 
setting. I want a Web surfer who happens to 
be a long lost friend to recognize me if she 
stumbles upon me in my new cyber incar- 
nation. Although I know from the experi- 
ence of reconnecting with some friends that 
these cyber reunions are often superficial 
and sporadic, and messages on each other’s 
walls cannot reproduce the flavor of long 
and leisurely conversations in the rundown,

shabby Delhi University cafeteria, until 
I can make the 17 hour non-stop flight to 
Delhi again, this will have to suffice. 
Finally, last week’s demonstration 
against protestors on UW-Stout campus 
was organized with the help of Facebook. 
Clearly, the potential of this network to rally 
people for a cause is irrefutable. Facebook 
has the capacity to shed its narcissistic 
obsession with photos and compatibility 
quizzes and become a path towards fulfill- 
ing projects of social activism. 
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I just want to say that for the 
first time in my life, I am embarrassed 
to go to the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout, due to the actions at the protest 
last Thursday Morning. 

Our SSA President, Michael Lubke, 
asked us to just ignore them, and what 
did 250-some idiots do? Give them ex- 
actly what they wanted: anger and ha- 
tred. This was not a silent protest, like 
some groups advertised, and this was 
not peaceful, nor honorable, nor classy. 
It was downright one of the worst or- 
ganized protests I have ever seen: very 
tacky and ineffective. You held up signs 
saying "Fight Hate With Love" but you 
were actually fighting hate with HATE. 

I briefly walked through the 
crowd Thursday morning (made mostly 
up of those who were skipping class) 
and heard country being blared from 
a freshman dorm's window, policemen, 
and even a person dressed in drag and 
Hateful signs such as, "Westboro Blows 
Crap,’ "God Hates the WBC" and "Get 
Out of Stout” 

Later, I visited a Facebook group 
about the protest, and there were 
videos up of people yelling lewd, hateful 
slurs at Westboro Baptist Church, and 
postings on the wall like, "We showed 
those CRAZIES. They left 15 minutes 
into their protest!" Was that the goal? 
I thought the goal was to be peaceful 
and silent and ignore them. I am so em- 
barrassed and ashamed to be a part of 
the student body after these actions. 

You did not prove anything, UW- 
Stout. You did not do it for the honor 
or respect of the families of April, 
Amanda, or Scott. You did it for your- 
self, your beliefs. There are some times 
when you need to speak out, and some 
times, where you need to hold your 
tongue and ignore it. This was one of 
these times. We did not show well on 
UW-Stout or ourselves by disobeying 
our administration's wishes, just be- 
cause we don't agree with the WBC. 


They know that they rile us up. 

They know they make us angry. 

They know we hate them. 

They know they are going to get press. 
(Even the press hates them!) 

They know America hates them. 

You've just enabled them to do this to 
other schools, to decimate other funer- 
als, to defile and show their ignorance 
through the tragedies of others. Don't 
get me wrong, I am angry. Very angry. 
But I understand that to get my point 
across, I just have to ignore them 

to show them that they aren't be- 

ing heard, because they are not being 
heard. Sometimes silence is neither 
complacency nor acceptance, it's just 
showing them that they aren't doing 
anything and that no one is listening. 
Their actions are futile. 

For my fellow students who at- 
tended the protest, I am very disap- 
pointed in you, even if you didn't scream 
or yell or cuss, you know better. Those 
of you who yelled and fought and got 
arrested for violent actions, you were in 
it for the wrong reasons. I guess people 
only have an opinion when it suits them. 
Sure, you attended one protest about 
what you believe, but have you ever 
stood up for what you believe else- 
where? Like the war, or animal testing, 
or whatever you strongly care about? 
If the number of people out there 
Thursday attended a campus anti-war 
protest, or even refusing to shop/eat at 
corporate establishments, that would be 
something to celebrate. Think of what 
we can do, UW-Stout, using passive 
protest. For my fellow students who 
consciously did not attend the protest, I 
am proud of you. You have the brains to 
know it's okay to say NO.

UW Stout campus celebrates

The Director of University Communica- 
tions, Doug Mell recalls the events that hap- 
pened the morning after the fire, April 5. 

“By 8:30 Saturday morning, the Chan- 
cellor convened administration for the criti- 
cal incident plan, which is a plan to handle 
critical incidents made up of departments 
such as counseling, health and safety and the 
dean’s office, and was put into operation im- 
mediately...we then worked all day Saturday 
and Sunday.” 

“Our priorities were first for the fami- 
lies of the victims, to do everything possible 
to take care of those families. Secondly, we 
took care of the needs of our students, fac- 
ulty and staff. We took this seriously and got 
out as much information then to the public 
as possible, such as taking over our web- 
site,” said Mell. 

Mell acknowledges that administration 
worked hard to get information out to the 
public. “Last Saturday, we had 10,000 more 
hits to Stout’s website than the Saturday be- 
fore. We were updating the website constant- 
ly for the public, and obviously people took 
advantage of this and found it valuable.” 

“The counseling plan was in place by 
noon on Saturday, with grief counseling in the 
Price Commons, and the victims’ families had 
already been contacted.” 

In a campus e-mail Saturday morning, 
students, faculty and staff were informed of the 
deaths and encouraged to go to the grief coun- 
selors in the Price Commons who were there 
both Saturday and Sunday. 

“We were in constant contact with the 
Menomonie Police and Fire Departments 
they were involved when we were planning 


our response,” said Mell. 

John R. Baus, the Menomonie Fire Chief 
sat down in his office and took a long breath. 
“We haven’t determined the cause of the fire 
yet. We do investigate every fire, regardless 
of the size,”said Baus. 

“Because of the significance, this in- 
vestigation is much more in depth...so we 
requested assistance from the State investi- 
gator’s office.” 

The cause of the fire has not yet been de- 


Fire safety tips for students from the 
Menomonie Fire Chief: 


* Try to not use candles 


Watch smoking materials and cigarettes

termined yet, but Baus hopes the report will 
get back sometime this week. 

“They wrapped up late Saturday eve- 
ning and the investigator is putting his re- 
port together,”’said Baus. “There’s a lot of 
information that he took back and has to sift 
through. We are hopeful to learn everything 
we can. With fires, often the evidence burns 
in the fire, but we can usually tell where the 
fire began by finding where the worst burn- 
ing occurred.” 

Though they are investigating the fire 
thoroughly, we may never know exactly what 
started this fire.” 

The firefighters and neighbors had no 
knowledge if anyone was in the front unit of 
the building once they responded to the call. 

“When we arrived, smoke was showing 
from the basement, first and second floors. A 
group of students from the rear of the duplex 
were outside, but some were still inside. We 
got the rear students out, while at the same 
time searched the front unit to search for vic- 
tims and extinguish the fire.” 

“We found three students in the front 
unit during the search. We located the first 
person nine minutes after we arrived on the 
scene, and they were sent to the hospital 
two minutes later. We attempted resusci- 
tation as soon as we got them out of the 
house.” The victims were then sent to Red 
Cedar Medical Center where they were de- 
clared dead. “We are not sure of the cause 
of death yet, we are waiting on reports from 
the medical examiner.” 

Baus told of how UW-Stout and the fire 
station collaborate for fire safety on campus.

“In the fall, we work with the hall Resident 
Advisors for training with things like fire ex- 
tinguishers and safety. We try to be proactive 
on campus.” 

On the evening of April 7, a candlelight 
vigil was held in the Grandview Terrace to 
commemorate those who lost their lives. Ap- 
proximately 120 students, faculty, staff and 
community members came to sing “Amazing 
Grace,” hug each other, cry and share a flame 
to light a small, white candle in their memo- 
ry. The dean of students, Chancellor Soren- 
son and Stout Student Association President 
Mike Lubke all spoke at the event. “We are 
one big community,” he said. He united all of 
UW-Stout’s feelings when he concluded, “I 
don’t really know what else to say...” 

The campus was united a few days later 
when a group from Kansas, Westboro Baptist 
Church came to picket the deaths. This group 
protested the funerals of the five victims of 
the Northern Illinois University shootings 
last February, also. 

A Facebook group warned students that 
the protest group would be coming to UW- 
Stout, stating “Stout Students need to unite 

. together we are going to protest right 
back by ... peacefully sitting with signs out- 
side the MSC.” 

Despite numerous e-mails asking stu- 
dents to ignore the protest, a thousand UW- 
Stout students gathered outside of the Memo- 
rial Student Center on April 10 well before the 
earliest class began. UW- Stout students held 
signs with Bible verses and pro-homosexual 
statements. WBC left a mere 15 minutes after 
they arrived, escorted by police.

Campus fire safety 


In February of this year, Congress passed legislation that 
requires colleges and universities to report fire safety infor- 
mation, such as how many fires have occurred, the number of 
deaths and safety procedures to the residence halls. The Col- 
lege Opportunity and Affordability Act also requires that col- 
leges report this information to students as well. 

“T applaud the House for taking strong action today to ad- 
dress a hidden epidemic afflicting our nation’s college campus- 
es,” stated Congressman Bill Pascrell who introduced another 
fire safety act earlier in his career. 

The Stout Student Association is hosting a “Celebration 
of Life” on Thursday, April 17, from 6:30 — 8:30 p.m., in 
the Grandview Terrace of the Memorial Student Center. The 
families of the three students who died in the fire will be 
presented with the Memory Wall and notebooks. This will be 
an opportunity to gather and begin the healing process. There 
will be music and refreshments.

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Students band together to defend morality

People like to think that college students are generally 
apathetic, misguided and lazy. On the morning of April 10, 
however, hundreds of University of Wisconsin-Stout students 
proved that stereotype wrong. 

A religious organization known for protesting hate 
messages came to the UW-Stout campus early Thursday 
morning to spread hate and tarnish the memories of three 
peers. UW-Stout students would not stand for this intrusion, 
this smack-in-the-face in the midst of our mourning, and they 
rose up from ennui to defend their beliefs. 

Within 12 hours of Doug Mell’s statement to avoid this 
radical hate group, students rallied together via the social 
network Facebook to organize an anti-protest. Despite a 
warning from the SSA president and others not to attend 
the protest, whether peacefully or not, nearly 1,000 students 
ignored the advice and woke up early to show the world what 
this campus will and will not tolerate. 

“We’re a public university,” said Lisa Walter, the 
chief of university police. “We feel very strongly about the 
first amendment (at this university) and even though (the 
hate group) wasn’t 
something we agreed 
with, we couldn’t 
tell them ‘no, don’t 


show up’.” 
There were 
about 14 police 


officers at the anti- 


protest, with collaboration between the university police and 
the Menomonie Police Department to keep the public safe in 
this time of heated emotion. 

“Tt could have gone a whole lot worse,” said Walter. 

In fact, there were no injuries and only one arrest. Dylan 
Scholz, a freshman in information technology management, 
stole a case of the hate group’s signs and ran for cover in 
CKTO with two people chasing after him. One of the hate 
group’s protesters stopped chasing him, but Scholz was 
cornered in Kranzusch hall. 

“I was grabbed and slammed into the wall by the 
unknown pursuer,” said Scholz. “I looked at him and 
he held up his badge. It was an undercover cop, so all I 
could say was ‘Oh you’re a cop! I thought you were one 

of them.’” 

Scholz said that later he realized that the case he 
had stolen also contained the American flag that 
a woman of the hate group was stomping on 
later. “It made me really wish I wore a 

pair of running shoes instead of skating 

shoes,” he said. For his short-lived 
attempt, Scholz was charged with 
disorderly conduct and theft, $130 
and $280 fines, respectively. 
Walter and the university police 
understood that students felt passionate 
about the situation. “I’ve been here for 

14 years and I’ve never been prouder of 
the students. I think it sent a great message 
to the family members of the three students 
who died in the fire.” 

Walter stressed that one of the best things to do to deal 
with these folks is to not give them the time of day. This 
inaction does not spread the group’s message, which is what 
gives them power and spreads the idea of hate, even if it’s 
directed at the group. 

“Christ’s message is of hope, not condemnation,” said 
RJ Deutsch, senior in industrial design and president of UW- 
Stout’s chapter for the Campus Crusade for Christ. 

Deutsch and CCC believe that the student-led anti-protest 
was a double-edged sword, as the anger and hate expressed by 
the students toward the group was exactly what the hate group 
expected—and wanted. 

“Most of the Stout students reacted to this group 
exchanging hate for hate, which may have seemed successful to 
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many...the only way to combat evil is with good, the only way 
to come against hate is with love, and the only way to destroy a 
lie is to speak the truth.” 

The hate group’s presence on campus stirred up a lot of 
negative emotion, especially since the group not only attacks 
humanity but specifically three of our own. 

Professor Susan Wolfgram, co-chair of the Lesbian, Gay, 
Bi-sexual, Transgender and Questioning (LGBTQ) Inclusivity 
Committee, says that the committee is “very proud of our 
student nonviolent but activist response to hate speech.” 
Wolfgram compared the students’ anti-protest last Thursday 
to the protests in Milwaukee about the Vietnam War, on a 
smaller scale. 

“LGBT people are one of the last groups in society 
where many people seem to think it is still OK to 
discriminate against,” said Wolfgram. 

“Our student voice was a strong ‘NO! Not in our house.’ 
In this contemporary society, students are often thought of as 
complacent and not caring about social issues. [The protest] 
is evidence that this is not true. Students need to be given the 
opportunity to take a stand as our students did.” 

Walters encourages students to show support to the 
families of Scott Hams, April Englund and Amanda Rief by 
attending SSA’s Celebration of Life, which will be Thursday, 
April 17 at 6:30 p.m. in the Grand View Terrace. Parents of 
students lost in the fire will be there. 

“Tt will be a tremendous show of respect if we can get the 
same amount of people that showed up to the protest to come 
to the Celebration of Life,” said Walter. “It’s been a tough time 
for everybody; I’m proud of the students and this institution.”

GTA IV: lock ‘n’ load

Backin the early days of the Playstation 
2, there came about a revolutionary new 
type of game called “Grand Theft Auto III.” 
It wasn’t the first to feature the exciting new 
sandbox-type genre, but it sure put it on the 
map. Both critics and regular players alike 
loved how they were thrown into a pseudo- 
city with the ability to do almost whatever 
they wanted: stealing cars, shooting up 
pedestrians or even taking a prostitute to 
the park were all viable options in this 
alternate reality. 

Since then, many games have tried to 
copy this success, like “Spiderman 2” or “The 
Getaway.” However, none have really made 
the game a truly better experience, except of 
course for other “Grand Theft Auto” games 
like ’Vice City” and “San Andreas.” 

And now, the “Grand Theft Auto” series 
is getting a true sequel in “Grand Theft Auto 
IV” for the Playstation 3 and Xbox 360. 
Originally slated to release on the series’ 
traditional release date in October, “Grand 
Theft Auto IV” was delayed until April 29 to 
keep the quality as high as it’s expected. 

As a numerical sequel, the player will 
now revisit Liberty City, although it will be a 


re-imagined version to account for the brand 
new, next-generation game engine. Also, 
instead of the general American convict, 
a foreign immigrant will be the face of the 
player. Niko Bellic, a former resident of 
Eastern Europe, is that person. Having just 
arrived and realizing that he isn’t living the 
life he dreamed of when coming to Liberty 
City, Niko works with his cousin, Roman, to 
make a name for himself. As is usual in these 
games, Niko will harass, kill and steal to get 
what he wants. 

Unlike other “Grand Theft Auto” games, 
there’s a greater focus on using Niko’s phone. 
For example, trying to steal a police car is as 
easy as calling 911 and having the cops come 
to Niko. The clever player can see other 
applications for this method. Additionally, 
Niko can use his cell phone to build relations 
with all his friends. This goes beyond just 
a social reward, as having the right people 
on Niko’s good side will provide him with 
weapons or vehicles when he needs them 
most. Other changes to the classic formula 
include a newly designed wanted system, 
where the police will search in a radius 
from where Niko was last spotted. The more 
wanted he is, the larger the radius. 

Niko’s task is to be unseen and escape 
this radius. To help with getting away, or in

general fighting, the targeting system has 
also been redesigned. This new system is 
optimized to let Niko aim freely or lock onto 
a specific target’s body parts. 

Set to release on April 29, “Grand 
Theft Auto IV” will probably again set the 
bar for what sandbox games are supposed 
to do.

Women’s track and field off to a solid start

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
women’s track team had six first place fin- 
ishes at the University of Wisconsin- River 
Falls Falcon Invitation on April 5. 

Finishing first was freshman Terri Race 
in the 400 meter dash with 61.50, senior Jas- 
mine Patzner in the 400 meter hurdles witha 
68.92, junior Rachel Richardson in the 3000 
meter steeplechase with a 12:21.80, sopho- 
more Ashlea Peter in the triple jump after 
jumping 37 feet 10.75 inches, freshman An- 
nie Guthrie in the high jump with four feet 11 
inches, and junior Pam Sellberg in the pole 
vault with a height of 11 feet 5.75 inches. 

Sophomore Sam Mayer also hit the 
qualifying mark for the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association Division III in the discus 
after throwing 144 feet to place third. Sopho- 
more Staci Paul finished second in the pole 
vault with a height of 10 feet even. Sopho- 
more Kayla Verdegan finished second in the 
5000 meter run with a time of 20:39.97. There 
were no team scores recorded at this meet. 

The Blue Devils had a fourth place 
finish at the Washington University Invi- 
tational on March 29 with 81 team points. 
Thanks to her performance and the Wash- 
ington Invite, Sellberg was given the Wis- 
consin Intercollegiate Athletic Conference 
athlete of the week honors after she broke 
the school record on the pole vault. 

Sellberg came just under the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association Division 
III automatic qualifying mark in the first 
outdoor meet of the season to clear 12 feet 
five and a half inches. The previous record 
had been set in 2005. 

Senior Abbey Ring won the 3000-me- 
ter steeplechase with a time of 11 minutes, 
58.45 seconds at the Washington Invite. 
Mayer finished third in the hammer throw 
with 132 feet 7 inches. Freshman Anne 
Guthrie placed third in the high jump, jump- 
ing four feet, nine and three quarter inches. 
Patzner finished third in the 400-hurdles 
with a time of 1:08.16. Finishing third in 
the long jump was Peter who jumped 17 
feet and one half inch. As a team the Blue 
Devils finished fourth of 16. 

Race finished fourth in the 400 meter 
run with a time of 1:02.03. Freshman Katie 
Scheiderman finished fifth in the 10,000 
meter run with a time of 44:15.46 and ju- 
nior Karla Kultgen finished in sixth with a 
time of 45:47.46. Patzner finished fourth in 
the 100-m hurdles with a time of 15.35. UW- 
Stout finished eighth in the 4x100 relay with 
a time of 53.47. Sophomore Marisa Bettin 
finished fifth in the triple jump. She jumped 
30 feet three inches. 

Freshman Jenifer Church finished sixth 
in the pole vault with nine feet and one quar- 
ter inch. Right behind her was sophomore 
Staci Paul who also vaulted nine feet and 


one quarter inch. Mayer finished fourth in 
the shot put throwing 38 feet 6.75 inches. 
Freshman Skye Goode finished sixth in the 
discus with 109 feet three inches. Round- 
ing out UW-Stout’s top finishers was junior 
Christa Leesman who placed sixth in the 
javelin with 98 feet. 

The Blue Devils qualified three for the 
NCAA Indoor Championships on March 
14-15 in Ada, Ohio. Sellberg qualified in 
the pole vault. Mayer qualified in the high 
jump and Peter in the triple jump. Going 
into the championships Mayer was seeded 
sixth, Peter was seeded seventh and Sell- 
berg was seeded third. 

Mayer finished the championships with 
a 12th place finish in the high jump after she 
jumped five feet 3.25 inches. Peter placed 
fifth in the triple jump when she jumped 
37 feet 4 inches. Sellberg placed 11th after 
jumping 11 feet one quarter inch. 

At the University of Wisconsin-Ste- 
vens Point last chance qualifier on March 
8, UW-Stout sent four to compete. Mayer 
won the high jump, clearing five feet 5.25 
inches. Earning a second place finish after 
clearing 11 feet 3.75 inches was Sellburg. 
Sophomore Katie Wold placed fourth in 
the mile with a time of 6:04.37. Patzner fin- 
ished sixth in the 55-hurdles with a time of 
8.95 seconds. 

The Karl Schlender Last Chance meet 
at the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater 
on March 7 gave Peter a second place fin- 
ish in the triple jump with 36 feet 5.5 inches. 
Patzner finished sixth in the 55-hurdles with 
a time of 9.05 seconds. 

UW-Stout finished eight of nine at the 
WIAC Championships on March 1 finish- 
ing only in front of the University of Wis- 
consin- Superior. The team finished with 
35.33 team points. Patzner finished fourth 
in the 55m hurdles with a time of 8.7 sec- 
onds. Peter finished fourth in the triple jump 
after jumping 36 feet, 2.75 inches. Guthrie 
finished in a three-way tie for eighth in 
the high jump after jumping four feet 9.75 
inches. Mayer won the high jump title after 
jumping five feet 5.75 inches. 

Other top finishers for UW-Stout were 
Patzner in the 200-meter dash placing 20th 
with a time of 27.37. Race placed 14th in 
the 400 with a time of 1:03.07. In the 3000- 
meter run, Ring placed 18th with a time 
of 11:00.18. Ring also finished tenth in the 
5000 meter run with a time of 19:04.56. In 
the 4x200 meter relay, UW-Stout finished 
eighth with a time of 1:40.42. 

The Blue Devils finished last in the 
4x400 relay with a time of 4:12.63. The 
team finished seventh in the distance med- 
ley relay with a time of 13:17.39. Sellberg 
won the pole vault after vaulting 12 feet 
six inches. Peter finished eighth in the 
long jump. She jumped 16 feet ten inches. 
Mayer finished 11th in the shot put after 
throwing 39 feet three inches. Mayer also 


finished 14th in the weight throw, throw- 
ing 46 feet 2.75 inches. 

After her performance at the Pointer 
Invitational on February 23, Sellberg was 
honored as the WIAC field athlete of the 
week. She set a school record at the invite 
when she won the event after vaulting 11 
feet, 10.5 inches. Mayer finished second 
in the high jump with a height of five feet, 
three inches. Ring was third in the 3000 
meter run with a time of 10:59.25. Peter 
also finished third in the long jump with a 
distance of 16 feet, 9.25 inches. As a team, 
UW-Stout finished sixth of 11. 

Other top finishers for the Blue Devils 
included junior Oriana Zens who finished 
14th in the 200 with a time of 28.19 and ninth 
in the 400 with a time of 1:03.46. Freshman 
Angie Raasch finished 17 in the mile run 
with a time of 5:44.01. 

Freshman Marie Gordon placed 11th 
in the 800 meter run with a time of 2:31.52. 
Patzner finished seventh in the 55-hurdles 
with a time of 8.92 seconds. UW-Stout 
placed fifth in the 4x400 relay with a time 
of 4:24.19. 

Guthrie placed ninth in the high jump 
with a height of four feet, nine inches. Paul 
finished seventh in the pole vault with a 
height of nine feet, eight inches. Bettin fin- 
ished tenth in the long jump with a distance 
of 14 feet, one inch. 

Junior Erin Berg finished sixth in the 
triple jump with a distance of 33 feet, 2.5 
inches. Bettin placed ninth after jumping 30 
feet, 11 inches. Junior Lindsay Jaskowiak 
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placed tenth with a distance of 29 feet, 6.75 
inches. Mayer placed ninth in the shot put af- 
ter throwing 38 feet, 11.75 inches and placed 
seventh in the weight throw with a distance 
of 47 feet, 1.75 inches. 

UW-Stout finished second of four on 
Feb. 9 at the Wisconsin/Minnesota Border 
Battle at home. Peter placed first in the triple 
jump with a distance of 36 feet, nine inches. 
Mayer finished second in the high jump with 
a height of five feet, one inch and placed 
third in the shot-put with a distance of 38 
feet, nine inches and the weight throw with a 
distance of 44 feet, 10.25 inches. 

Sellberg placed second in the pole vault 
with a height of ten feet, 10.25 inches. Junior 
Jackie Bruchas was third in the long jump 
with a distance of 15 feet, nine niches. 

Patzner placed second in the 55-hurdles 
with a time of 8.78 seconds. Ring placed 
third in the 3000-meter run with a time of 
11:16.69. Freshman Kayla Verdegan finished 
third in the 5000-meter run with a time of 
19:58.66. Freshman Emily Stenzel finished 
third in the 600-meter run with a time 
of 1:42.23 and Race finished third in the 
400-meter run with a time of 1:01.83. 

This season’s team is made up of six 
seniors, ten juniors, 11 sophomores and 
ten freshmen. 

The University of Wisconsin- Eau 
Claire on April 12 at the Blugold Invitation- 
al was cancelled. The team will travel to La 
Crosse for the University of Wisconsin-La 
Crosse Phil Esten Challenge on April 18 and 
to Des Moines, Iowa on April 24-26.

Gymnastics has a season of broken records

This season for the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout gymnastics team was a season 
of record breaking. 

This season, the team was led by soph- 
omore captains Megan Trumble, Meghan 
Hargens and Rachel Manz. The team con- 
sisted of eight freshmen, five sophomores 
and two seniors. 

The team set new school records in four 
of the five competitive events. Senior Ashley 
Timm set a new record on the vault with a 
score of 9.65. Hargens set the record on the 
uneven bars with a 9.350. Freshman Naomi 
DeLara set the record on the balance beam 
with a 9.8, which won her the Blue Devils’ 
first individual National Collegiate Gym- 
nastics Association title. Hargens also set 
the record on the all-around with a 37.65. 
DeLara holds the second place record for the 
floor exercise with a 9.725. 

This season the team also broke the re- 
cord for the highest team score in a single 
meet. The team set the record at the duel 
meet against the University of Wisconsin- 
Whitewater on Jan. 18. Although the team 
lost the meet, it was still eventful. 

UW-Stout sent five gymnasts to the na- 
tional meet this season. “This is the most to 
qualify from our university in seven years,” 
said head coach Becky Beaulieu. The team 
sent Trumble, Hargens, Manz, DeLara 
and Timm to the national championships. 
DeLara qualified and was seeded first on 
the balance beam going into the national 
championships. Beaulieu said, “She truly 
is a Division | athlete.” Trumble competed 
on the balance beam, Manz competed in the 
uneven bars, and Hargens and Timm both 
competed in the all-around. 

“The best part about competing in a Na- 
tional Championship was that I was a specialist 
for beam and got to compete with the rest of the 
specialists,” said Trumble. “This meant that the 


girls I had competed against all year became my 
teammates at this meet. The new girls I met al- 
lowed me to experience a camaraderie I haven't 
had before.” All the girls that competed in the 
national championships feel they accomplished 
their goals. They went into the championships 
wanting to have fun. “My goal going into the 
meet wasn’t very challenging because I simply 
wanted to have fun. 

Going to Nationals for the first time was 
an amazing accomplishment for me, and hav- 
ing a good time while competing was just the 
thing I wanted and needed,” said Trumble. 
“This is the meet we work for all year, so there 
is no pressure for once.” 

The team finished fifth in the Wiscon- 
sin Intercollegiate Athletic Conference-West 
Regional tournament. Hargens and Timm 
were the top two finishers in the all-around 
at the tournament. Beaulieu said, “[Manz] 
had the performance of her lifetime at the 
WIAC tournament. She earned a 9.25 on the 
uneven bars which was a [personal record] 
for her in the event.” 

The Blue Devils also had three gym- 
nasts earn All-American honors. Timm and 
Hargens earned second-team All-American 
honors and DeLara earned first-team All- 
American honors. Hargens said, “[The best 
part of competing at nationals] was seeing 
all the great gymnastics going on around me 
and watching my teammate win a national 
title.’ This is Hargens second consecutive 
season earning All-American honors. 

Timm was a four-time NCGA champi- 
onship qualifier and earned All-American 
honors twice. This season Timm and Har- 
gens both earned WIAC gymnast of the 
week honors. Timm received her honors the 
week of Jan. 29 and Hargens received hers 
the week of Feb. 26. “[Timm and Hargens] 
act and perform like seasoned competitors,” 
said Beaulieu. 

The team will return with 13 members next 
season. Trumble said, “Without [the coaches], I 
wouldn’t be the gymnast I am today.”

Muraro, a junior at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout, designed a long-track skinsuit 
for British speed skater Philip Brojaka that 
has been worn in World Cup events. 

Luck played a big part in his first “real” 
design job. Muraro’s sister is Brojaka’s girl- 
friend. She referred him as a designer when 
Brojaka put up a World Cup qualifying time, 
which snagged a sponsorship with Kia and 
the need of a new suit. 

Muraro was given free reign creatively 
over the project and came up with a unique 
design. Brojaka wanted something complete- 
ly original, so Muraro designed the first suit 
without looking at other skinsuits as refer- 
ences. He learned certain constraints as he 
went, which included areas on the suit that 
color changes or graphics weren’t allowed. 

“T wanted to convey a simple motion 
through the suit, because long track skating is 
all about efficient, fluid motion,” Muraro said. 

E-mail was key for Muraro to commu- 


nicate with agents and manufacturers across 
the ocean. 

“The biggest issues stemmed from the 
nature of the logistics. I was dealing with 
people who were in Holland, 6 hours differ- 
ent from here,” Muraro said. 

After finishing his first design, Muraro 
was approached by the group that repre- 
sents Brojaka to design skinsuits for the 
Ukrainian speed skating team. He was able 
to design more efficiently this time, build- 
ing on the experience he had gained design- 
ing for Brojaka. Muraro wasn’t even aware 
that his designs were being used by the 
Ukranian men’s and women’s teams until 
Brojaka mentioned that they were wearing 
them in World Cup events. 

Muraro’s experience designing speed 
skating suits has given him great real-world 
work experience, but he hasn’t quite settled 
on a particular career aspiration. 

“There’s so much I could do, it doesn’t 
make sense to narrow it down before I even 
know everything that’s out there. If I had to 
choose, furniture and athletic apparel are the 
two things that I enjoy designing the most,” 
Muraro said.

“Stout Media is the conglomeration 
of several technologies converging due to 
the high speed advancements of the infor- 
mation age,” said Ian Itow, Stout Radio’s 
founding president. 

“The idea was conceived from the gen- 
eral layout of the poly-technical campus. We 
are a high-tech campus with a strong network 
infrastructure, thanks to several behind-the- 
scene administrative officials like Doug 
Wahl, the CIO of the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout.” 

So how will students and faculty hear it? 

“Stout Radio will be a Web-streamed 
radio station, acting under the rules of the 
FCC,” said Itow. 

Stout Radio hopes to fill the gap in me- 
dia communications. “The radio station will 
host to all local and upcoming events, with 
the intention of further connecting the uni- 
versity. Being that the Internet is limitless in 


it’s potential, it will inform students, faculty, 
alumni and parents of the happenings of our 
community,” added Itow. 

“Tt will give students a break from 
hearing the same songs over and over again 
on the regular radio stations” as Matthew 
Kaskavitch, UW-Stout Radio’s Vice Presi- 
dent, explains. “Once established, it will also 
feature ‘talk-radio’ segments with interviews 
of fellow students concerning UW-Stout is- 
sues, and also interviews with UW-Stout 
student-athletes and coaches.” 

Stout Media is seeking dedicated and 
driven students with an interest in television 
& radio and broadcast/print journalism as a 
whole as well as other departments such as: 
marketing/advertising, graphic design and 
public relations. 

The official launch date for Stout Radio 
will be next fall, September 3, 2008.

“The big step now is we’re creating a 
plan to be approved by the Stout Student As- 
sociation (SSA) by next November,” noted 
Darrin Witucki, the Associate Director of the 
Memorial Student Center (MSC). 

“In 1959, 50 years ago, the funding for 
the first student center, which is now the 
Communications and Technology build- 
ing would be 40 million in today’s money, 
using an inflation calculator. Eight million 
dollars was spent on the building of the 
Memorial Student Center in 1985. Hope- 
fully we will be asking less of students to- 
day,” Witucki added. 

“The funding for this project will be 
through segregated fees, not tuition. Segre- 
gated fees go to housing and boarding, rent- 
als, health services, athletics and to keep 
buildings like the MSC running. Tuition pays 
for your credits,” explained Witucki. 

So why the changes? “We knew we 
needed to change because enrollment and 
students’ needs have changed and grown... 
and we want to remain a competitive fa- 
cility,” said Witucki. “Most of the other 
UW System universities have either 
already renovated their centers or 
are in the process.” 

“We did a market study 
two years ago to see what stu- 
dents want from the centers. 
We found they want more 
natural light and lounge 
space, a warmer feel, 
and an updated dining 
service,” said Lucy 
Nicolai, the Direc- 
tor of the MSC.

“They also want to move the student or- 
ganizations center to a more visible location, 
and moving the meetings rooms to the back,” 
she said. 

“The planning committee is made up of 
Blue Devil Productions, SSA, Inter Resident 
Hall Council, the Campus planner, the dining 
and housing directors and general students 
who had an interest,” explained Nicolai. 

“Now we are working with the architects 
and the dining service consultant. Before next 
semester, we’ll meet for a visioning session 

to go over and create concepts to present 
to SSA next fall. Then we have a lot of 

approvals to go through. It’s a lengthy 
process,” added Witucki. 

“We want people to be in- 
volved in the process because 
everyone uses the building, 
said Darrin Witucki, Associ- 

ate Director of the MSC.

In groups, the students completed recycling-related projects around campus, aimed 
at increasing recycling rates or reducing waste. Projects were varied and included 
attending athletic events, encouraging students to use china in dining areas and 
holding dorm competitions.

ography of Jeremy was introduced and it 
mentioned his two bachelor degrees and his 
masters degree in special education.

Jeremy’s biography was more in depth 
because he has been in the adult film industry 
since the 1970s and Gross has been an advo- 
cate against pornography for only a couple 
of years. 

Gross and Jeremy both had 12-15 min-

people in crowd laugh out loud and it helped 
set the mood for his entire defense. 

Jeremy went on to say that there are dis- 
claimers on every DVD and, “we do endorse 
safe sex.” He argued that the Dukes of Haz- 
ard movie did not have a disclaimer that said, 
“Don’t speed with illegal moonshine in your 
car and jump off of bridges.” 

Jeremy brought up that, “niche Web 
sites” are the Web sites that are degrading 
towards women and they come up with the

On April 21, the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout’s presence was graced by a major 
celebrity.

More than just cartoon graphics

Every gamer has a limit to how immature 
a game is before they’ ll play it. Some people 
will stick to “Halo” or “Final Fantasy” and 
never explore some of the more cartoonish 
or anime games that tend to be released every 
month or so. For those people, “The World 
Ends With You” is not a game to look into 
and this article probably wouldn’t change 
anything. 

“The World Ends With You” is the latest 
game by Square-Enix, makers of the “Final 
Fantasy” and “Kingdom Hearts” series, for 
the Nintendo DS. Those who have played 
“Kingdom Hearts” will find themselves at 
home with this game, as the art director from 
that game has pretty much been unleashed in 
“The World Ends With You.” 

The main character, Neku, has the 
signature spiked hair, misshapen body 
structure, and quirky outfit that seems to 
be standard in the more Japanese games. 
However, like a “Final Fantasy” game, 
the looks hide the depth of personality and 
history that these characters have. While the 
game may look like a kid’s game, the story 
certainly takes on some more adult themes.

players will use the stylus to move Neku 
around and attack with various pins. These 
pins unleash unique effects, like burning or 
slashing enemies. On the top screen, Neku’s 
partner is controlled with the D-pad, but with 
less control. Pressing left or right sends the 
partner into an attack combo, which can be 
altered by pressing up or down along the way. 
Early in the game it can be hard to watch and 
control both characters at the same time, but 
it becomes natural soon enough.

| could eat a horse! | Understanding portion sizes and why bigger isn’t always better

In a country notorious for huge plates 
and huge waistlines, it comes as no surprise 
that diet fads are as common as McDonald’s. 
Those sucked into the “celebrity body flush” 
and “super effective 24 hour weight loss 
pill” gimmicks are missing a vital part of 
understanding what it means to be healthy: 
it’s not so much what you eat as how you eat 
it. It’s possible to eat chocolate cake, greasy 
burgers and cheese covered french fries and 
still maintain a healthy lifestyle. This ability, 
however, comes only after understanding 
portion sizes and the notion of moderation. 
A pizza should last more than one meal! 
Restaurants today provide portions that are 
out of control. However, for most of us, 
being raised in this society means having 
experienced too many days as children being 
forced to sit at the table until our plate was 
clean. Today, this “clean plate” mentality 
creates a dire diet situation in terms of the 
ever-increasing rate of meals eaten out. 
When dining outside of home, keep in mind 
that what’s put in front of you is not what 
you have to eat. By only eating half of what’s 
served, you save a monstrous number of 
calories, and you also give yourself another 
meal to look forward to. 


How to Estimate Portion Sizes 


Think you’re healthy enough? 

Interestingly, the widening of this 
nation’s waistlines is impacted by more than 
just personal choice and genetics. Aspects of 
the food industry have shifted in the last 50 
years, making maintaining a healthy lifestyle 
and balance increasingly more difficult. The 
following insight from bellybytes.com offers 
a comprehensive look at where problems lie. 

The problems of obesity and lack of 
nutrition awareness also seem to have a 
cultural component. Take a look at fast 
food restaurants. Most of these restaurants 
offer ‘super-size’ or ‘value’ meals, which 
often contain an entire day’s worth of 
calories and fat. 

Statistics from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture reveal that Americans’ total daily 
caloric intakes have risen by 148 calories per 
day since 1980. This amount reflects an extra 
15 pounds every year. 

The same studies show that the amount 
of fat in the average American diet has 
decreased from 40 percent of total calories to 
33 percent during the same period. So even 
though calories from fat have decreased -- 
at nine calories per gram of fat versus only 
four for a gram of carbohydrate or protein --

- Measure out single servings onto your plates and bowls, and 


remember what they look like. 


- Figure out how many servings should make up your personal portion, 
depending upon whether you need to lose, gain, or maintain weight. 


Avoid serving food “family style” 


- Serve up plates with appropriate portions in the kitchen, and don’t go 


back for seconds. 


- Never eat out of the bag or carton. Instead, portion smaller amounts 
into Ziploc bags for quicker and smarter snacking. 


lower fat intakes with larger portion sizes 
of other types of foods. Larger portion sizes 
equal more calories. And more calories lead 
to weight gain, regardless of the source of the 
calories -- fat, protein or carbohydrate. 

Fat provides a feeling of fullness, which 
can help some people avoid eating to excess. 
By cutting fat from their diets, people may 
lose this signal to stop eating. In addition, 
many ‘low-fat’ and ‘no fat’ foods can be 
just as high -- and in some cases higher -- in 
calories compared to the regular versions. 


One size doesn’t fit all 

Every person and every body has 
different needs, cravings and nutritional 
requirements. There is no generic “fix all” to 
eliminate problems of weight gain and lack of 
healthy eating. However, by understanding 
your body’s needs, the importance of portion 
sizes and better understanding the impact our 
culture and society has in our dietary habits, 
one can become better equpped to lead a 
healthier and happier lifestyle.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
women’s track and field team has finished 
fourth of nine in its last two tournaments.

Sophomore Ashlea Peter took first in the triple 
jump with a distance of 37 feet five inches. 
Sophomore Sam Mayer took seventh in the 
shot put with 38 feet and one quarter inch and 
first in the discus with 137 feet nine inches. 
Mayer also took twelfth in the hammer throw 
with 130 feet seven inches. Junior Christa 
Leesman finished seventh in the javelin with 
a throw of 87 feet 11 inches. 

The Blue Devils finished fourth of nine 
at the University of Wisconsin-La Crosse 
Phil Esten Challenge on April 18. UW-Stout

Top runners for UW-Stout were 
senior Bonnie Wold in the 800 with a time 
of 2:30.07.

Freshman Angie Raasch placed 
first in the 10,000-meter run with a time 
of 37:33.53. This time qualified her for the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
Division III outdoor championships. Patzner 
finished sixteenth in the 100-meter hurdles 
with a time of 16.74 and she finished ninth 
in the 400 meter hurdles with a time of 
70.53. Ring finished fifth in the 3000 meter 
steeplechase with a time of 11:58.03. 

Top field event finishers included 
sophomore Staci Paul who placed ninth in 
the pole vault with a height of 10 feet even. 
Peter finished seventh in the long jump with 
a distance of 15 feet nine and three-quarter 
inches.
